cies that we enioy by her meanes: ſo of- 

ten me thinke euen with melting hearts 

in a ſweete conceite, we ſhould caſt our 
ſelues downe before the Lorde, and 

make a double vow ynto him. Firſt A we 
wil with perfect hearts and moſt willing 

mindes knowe and ſerve ſuch a grati- 
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To the Gentlemen 
ous God, as amidſt ſo: manie dangerous 
deuiſes of intended ouerthrowe to her 
perlon , ſo mightily preſerued her ma- 
ieſtie, and ſo mercifully hath at this daie 
ſet her ouer ys, daily ſtill dealing both 
with her and vs according to his olde 
louing kindeneſſe and mercie, keeping 
her to vs in deſpite of all the caytifes 
on the earth. Secondly that with hand 
and with heart, with bodie and bowels, 
and with eſtate, whatſocuer the Lorde 
ſhall give vs within or without vs, wee 
wil honor and obey, pray for, & preſerue 
to our powers amongſt vs, ſo famous & 
renouned, yeaſo woonderfull an inſtru- 
ment of all comfort and good vnto vs, in 
reſpect of other Princes of the earth. But 
O the ſinne of our ſoules, and the ſtaines 
of our thankeleſſe heartes in both theſe 
duties ſo due ten thouſande times of vs, 
For whome we ſhould knowe, wee neg- 
lect to knowe, as his mercies binde vs, 
our mightie GOD and heauenlie fa- 
ther. And whome we ſhould thus obey 
and honour,pray for,and praiſe God for 
day and night, with verie weeping and 
woe, that we can be no morethankefull 
vnto 
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ynto her, and for her our nureing mo- 
ther, and moſt gratious Queene, her wee 
diſobey in holes and in corners, (to ſay 
no worſe)and dead without feeling, not 
conſidering the bleſſing of her, wee pro- 
uoke both our God, and her graci- 
ous heart to diſpleaſure with vs. What 
proofe this latter hath, and what vn- 
wiſhed matter to' furniſh out a larger 
complaynt, I ſpare to ſpeake, I rewe 
to thinke it, there are witneſſes moe, 
than I woulde there were, that know 


it. Thole thinges which more be- 


ſeeme my penne and paper, I preſume 
vnto your worſhippesto folowe a litle 
further, and firſt the neglect that a- 
boundeth euerie where to furniſhe the 
roomes allotted thereunto with ſuffici- 
ent men both for giftes and goodwill to 
diſcharge the dueties of true miniſters, 
A thing euet commanded, a thing euer 
needefull, & a thing in theſe daies of ours 
euen aboue all daies required, both in 
thankefulneſſe to the Lorde, and in care 
to haue her Highneſſe obeyed, which 
ariſeth with religion, and ſo both 
Gods mercie and her Maieſtie ſtill to 
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remaine among vs. For him that ſer- 
ueth vs, and thus dealeth with vs from 
day to day, doth not verie ſenſe inſtruct 
vs, we mult ſerue againe, if we will in- 
ioy him ? And is this to ſerue him, to 
retaine vnto our ſelues the wages, that 
hee hath prouided for ſufficient men, 
and to thruſt into his cloth we care not 
whom ? To furniſhe his harueſt with i- 
dleloiterers, and neuer to looke after, 
no, nor accept beeing offered, moſt 
painefull laborers ? No, no, hee know- 
eth it, that muſt iudge it, it is not. Yea 
men themſelues knowe it, if the Lorde 
woulde giue feeling, and ſtrength to 
defie that ſpirite of hauing, that crieth 
within and ſaieth, reſerue it to thy ſelfe. 
Yet leaſt anie ſhould pretende the con- 
trarie, where I wiſhe them well reſol- 


ued of this point, may it be lawefull for 


mee, with your louing leaues ſome- 
thing to lay downe in this behalfe, that 
I would wiſhe him to conſider , who 
is not perſwaded of this dutie, if I were 
to ſpeake with ſuch an one ? Firſt then 
I would haue him viewe the worde of 
God that ſhall ſtande and iudge yr 
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all, when heauen and earth ſhall periſh. 
Than the which woorde nothing can 
bee more contrarie to this ſinne, if ey- 
ther wee reſpect the time of the lawe, 
or of the Goſpell. For in them both 
this is euer deliuered, and euer bet vp- 
on, that the people of God ſhould bee 
taught, and men choſen out in abili- 
tie ſuch, as the people might require 
the lawe at their mouthes, though the 
meaſure and manner were diuerſe as 
it pleaſed God to giue his giftes vnto 
them. What thing euer drewe with 
it then, and at this = ſtill truelie doth 
inferre, a godly regarde , and cuen a 
neceſſarie conſcience, when anie place 
is voide, by the lawes wee live vnder, 
alotted to that vſe, to ſurniſh it as ſuffi- 
ciently as wee poſſiblie can and may 
for that vic. Otherwiſe by vs it com- 
meth to paſſe that the people are not 
taught. Nowe this 2 groweth 
eyther by negligence, or by couetouſ- 
neſſe. By negligence when (not 
weighing. or feeling the ſimne of it) we 
are drawen by affection, or kindred, 
or other mens ſutes, to heſto we ſuffici- 
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couetouſneſſe, when to reſerue a porti- 
on to our ſelues We doe the like. Both 
which are greuous offences both againſt 
God and our countrey, and in the word 
very plainely condemned. If the firſt be 
the cauſe, then crave I moſtheattily the 
eonſideratiomof theſe; and the like con- 
clufions ; The Lorde threatneth to the 
watchman death that warneth not his 
people, and ſayth he will haue their bloud 
at his haude, becauſe hee did not crie. 
Nowe by me hath beene put in ſuch an 
one verie careleſſely and negligently for 
affection or iuch like, y though he would 
yet for want of abilitie cannot cry, and a- 
las how then can I want my portion in y 
wrath of the Lorde that is threatned a- 
gainſt all ſueh default? Secondly it is 
loue in the miniſter to his God, to feede 
his ſheepe. So is it aſſuredly in the patrone 
SOS them to bee ſed. Contrariwiſe 
it is want of loue in the miniſter, if he do 
not feede, & is it not aſmuch in the pa- 


trone, if by his default ir come to paſſe? 
Thirdly it is a great fault we think to giue 
the calling to an vnworthie one, and is it 

1 | no 
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no fault to giue the liuing to ſuch anone?. 
* Thus chen we ſee howe the world quick» 
neth our conſciences in this behalfe if we. 
be not dead. And a number mo reaſons 
might yet be brought, if I ſhould make 
a treatiſe in a preface. Onely this one 
moe TI muſt needes remember which we 
thinke ſhoulde awake anie man aliue in 
this matter, In the ſixt of Marke it is ſaid 
of Chriſt , that going out and ſeeing a great Mark. 6. 
multitude of people gathered together, hee 
had compaſſion on them, becan; they were 
like ſheepe without a ſbeephearde, and hee 
went out aud taught them manie. thinges. 
And in the Grecke it is more yehement, 
expreſſing as it were an aking of his 
heart, as we call it, or a yearning of his 
bowels, to ſee ſo pitifull a ſight, as ſo 
manie people without a teacher. Vpon 
which notable place I haue vſed in my 
ſelſe to make twWO concluſions. Firſt a 
comfort, then a feare. My comfort is 
this, that he which mourneth to ſee his 
people want the benefite of his worde, 
will giue his people his worde if the 
ſeeke it and wiſh it, and where he hack 
vouchſafed it alręadie, there continue it,

bleſſe it, and giue it power if wee pray. 
For otherwiſe howe ſhoulde it payne 
him to ſee it wanting? My feate is 
this, that if his heart ake to ſee his 
ſheepe depriued of a ſhephearde , hee 
will aſſuredly bee reuenged cuen in 
great wrath of them that are the cauſers 
of it. And for Chriſt his ſake let it bee 
conſidered. For as wee live, we may 
not alwayes looke to laugh, if we make 
our God to mourne . Thus then if neg- 
ligence be the cauſe that a countrey is 
not furniſhed with ſome able miniſters, 
me thinke we may awake our heartes by 
the worde of the Lorde, and weying it 
well, recciue {rom him ſome ae 
ling in fo great a matter. But if couetouſ- 
nent be the cauſe, and we greatly giuen 
to ſequeſter that benefit to our ſelues, 
ſauing onely ſome portion to one to 
beare the name, then marke we againe 
the witneſſe alſo of the ſame ſcriptures 
againſt ys euen in this, And to ſaue 
mine owne labour, my judgement be- 
ing young, heare I * you the 

roofes and reaſons againſt this ſinne, 

y a godly and grauę Diuine intreating 


of 
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of this matter, layde downe vnto my 
hands. Firſt he alleadgeth againſt it y de- 
ſcriptiõ of a wicked Prince in y booke of 
Samuel,amogſt whole evils this is named 
one, that he will take the tythes and gius i. Sam. 8. 15, 
them to his ſeruantet. Concluding there- 
on that if the king might not take the 
tythes to himſelfe , becauſe then they 
were due to the prieſtes by Gods owne 
order and commandement for the main- 
teynance of his ſeruice: ſurely no __ 
man nowe may doe it, ſo long as by au- 
thoritie the ſame are eNabliſhed for the 
miniſters mainteynance and ſupport. Se- 
condlie if in the law he was accurſed that ,  -- 
remoned the mereſtone of the field , becauſe Peut. 237. 
hee did wrong in ſucceſſion to divers: 
ten thouſande times more is the remoo- 
uing of the miniſters living ſubiect to the 
Lords wrath, becauſe both preſently, & | 
ſucceſſiuelie it is hurtfull to a number 0 
moe, and in a greater matter. Thirdlie 
by the Prophete Malachie the Lorde Malz. 
complayneth in expreſſe tearmes, that 1 
the taking away of the tythes and offerings 
from that ende, that they were appoin- 
ted ynto, was 4 robbing and ſpoyling of him, 
yea 
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yea euen ſuch a ſpoyling, as he woulde 
viſite with a great and greeuotus curſe. Now 
if it were ſo then, all the world muſt com 
feſſe, it is no leſſe nowe, ſo long as autho- 
rity ratifieth this means to maintaine the 
miniſters: and therefore aſſuredly will 
haue a ſharpe reuenge, Fourthly in y goſ- 
pell y Iewes alledge it vnto Chriſt ar an 
argument of loue to them & their Nati- 
on in the Centurion, that hee had built 
them à ſynagogue, plainely inſinuatin 

they 3 * the EY 
if he had ſpoyled their Synagogue of his 
mainteynance. And Chriſt reprehendeth 
not this concluſion. Fiftly if Dauid the 


r. Chro. 1r. is {1.0 ſtanding in ſo great diſtreſſe for wa- 


ter, yet would not drinke of the water of 
Bethleems becauſe it was gotten with the 
daunger of ſome fewe mens temporall 
lives: ſhould it not teach a great conſci- 
ence toany man inthe world,y taſteth of 
God & his trueth, & hopeth for cõfort in 
anie other world, howe he (not needing 
peraduenture, but abundantlie proui- 


ded for otherwiſe by the mercie of his 
God) dtinketh & eateth y which is got-

of how many?Truely(tightworſhipful)ir 

ſhould, and the power of hell is not able ee Jo 
to deny it. But ſuch is the meat & drinke, * 
or other mainteinance whatſoeuer, that 
we reape by the Church, when it is due 
toan other, for an other purpoſe, and 
therefore you know the concluſion. Sixt 
ly all thoſe placesin the ſcriptures com- 
manding and inioyning the worlde to a 
mainteinance, & ſutficient mainteinance 
of able teachers in it, do plainely prooue 
y ſinne of this, to ſequeſter to our ſelues 
the liuings allotted to thẽ, vnles ſome o- 
ther equiualent, or ſufficĩẽt way be taken 


for them by authoritie. Againe, if y graue poſsidon. in 
&& learned father. S. Auſten was ſo bigh- vita Aug, 10. 
lie offended , and ſo fharpely rebuked a 24.

entleman in his time, for taking away 
isowne gift, which before he had giuen 
tothe mainteinance of his Church: wold 
he not haue beene a ſeuere cenſor againſt 
thẽ thinke we "eng haue taken away 
what neither they nor any of theirs euer 
gaue ? If the ſtories ſo comend the noble 
or Cãſtantine for cõmãding goods 

eaken from the Churches to be reſtored

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to them againe , woulde they not haue 
blotted him aſwell, if hee himſelfe had 


ib. beene a ſpoyler of the ſame? If the Ro- 


mans ſo dealt with Q. Fulxrxs , for vnco- 
uering a part of Iunoes temple to couer 
an other temple in Rome with the ſame 
tiles, that they miſliked him, condem- 
ned him, tolde him Pirrhus or Anniball 
woulde not haue doone ſo, tolde him it 
had beene too much to haue doone to a 
private mans houſe, an inferiour place 
to a temple, and in concluſion forced 
him to ſende home thoſe tiles againe, 
may not ſuch as garniſh eyther thẽſelues 
or their houſes with Church liuings, and 
leaue neyther teacher nor almoſt tiles 
where both ſhould be well, confider by 
it, what this people would haue thought 
of them, if they had liucd there? And 
what is the concept of à people pro- 
phane, in reſpect of theirs that knowe 
and ſerue the Lorde? Theſe then and di- 


uerſe other reaſons, which for feare of | 


length I pretermit, alleadgeth hee there 


againſt this foule offence . Onelie one 
place more I muſt needes remember, and 
it is a good one, to wit, howe Balthaſar | 
| king | 
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| king of Babylon, himſelfe, his Princes, 
his wiues and concubines drinking and 
feaſting in the yeſſels of gold taken from 
the Temple, euen then eſpied the fin- 
| gers of an hande writing vppen the 
wall before his face, that his kingdome 
God had numbred and finiſhed, weigh- 
ed him in the balaunce, and founde him 
too light, and therefore diuided & giuen 
his gouernement awaie to the Meade 
and Perſians, At which fight his coun- 
tenaunce chaunged , his thoughtes were 
troubled, his loines looſed,and his knees 
ſmote the one againſt the other, O Lord 
that wee coulde thinke of this hande, 
and feare the ſentence of this writing as 
oft as wee eate the corne of the barne, or 
ſolace our ſelues with anie maintenance 
whatſoeuer taken of our ſelues with- 
out authoritie from the Temple. But 
Iam too long. For mine owne parte, I 
haue euer contented my ſelfe with this 
reaſon, that that which is enioyed with- 
out warrant either of Gods lawe or 
mans lawe, is vniuſtlie inioyed and will 
aſſuredlie one way or other haue 2 
ſcourge: but ſuch is the fruition of = 
eccle- 
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eccleſiaſtical liuing , not altered frõ that 
vſe by the magiſtrate, therefore vniuſtlie 
inioyed, and to our aſſured puniſhment, 
Now that it hath neither warrant of God 
nor man, it appeareth. For the ſcriptures 
you haue heard againſt ĩt: and touching 
the lawes of men ] haue had it alſo from 
the learned in them, y they condemne it. 
For to begin with the cõmon law of this 
land, firſt therein it is true, y an aduouſon 
in reſpect of the Patron, is accounted no 
Aſſets to yeld a recõpence, becauſe it is 
not valuable. Secondly the writ of qua- 
re impedit for y patrone hath theſe words 
in it: quodpermittat preſentari ad eccleſiam 
quæ vacat & ad indubitatam ſpeltat dona- 
tion, which word (donation) eſt libera di- 
ſpoſitio, Thirdly this lawe faith that the 
patron hath but Ius Donationis, and the 
ordinarie ius admiſſionis & therefore com- 
pelleth the patron to beſtow it in a time 
or elſe to looſe it by lapſe, apparantly 
therein denying him any leaue to retaine 


it either in whole or part for euer to 
himſelfe. Fourthlie it doeth affirme verie 


pretily and ſignificantly that the true 


right & ſimple proprietie of the Church 
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is neither in patron, perſon, nor ordinary. 
neither in anie man liuing, but that the 
fce ſimple of it is alwayes in ſuſpence, & 
as the verie words of law are (in nubibus 
affording therby this good reaſõ againft 
this ſinne, that it is a great wrong for a 
man to make a commoditie to himſelfe 
of that which lav e cannot finde he hath, 
but is kept and preſerued by law as farre 
from mans poſſeſſing, as the cloudes are 
diſtant from our handling. Fifthly this 
lawe faith further, that in time of voca- 
tion both the fee and frecholde of the 
Church is in ſuſpence, and in nubibus, & 
that then though both patron and ordi- 
narie with ſome conſent will by their 
grant charge the Church with any rent 
& penſion, that yet notwithſtanding the 
ſame charge is no otherwiſe of force a- 
gainſt the Incumbent, but that hee 
muſt perforce hold himſelfe contented, 
if hee wil haue it, ſeeing he cannot haue 
the benefite otherwiſe than by the pre- 
ſentation of the one and admiſſion of the 
other: that is in plaine wordes it alloweth 
not y alienation of any profits fro the in- 
cũbent, though both of the conſẽt. Sixtly 
when 
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when this common lawe , thus hating 
this euill wee ſpeake of, was by the cor- 
ruption of men abuſed in this point, and 
patrons vſurping vpon the Church be- 
gan to make gaine by Simonie of their 


aduouſans and preſentations, it was and, 


is l by ſtatutes & poſitiue lawes 
witlf a paine and penaltie therin appoin- 
ted, that if auie incumbent come in by 
Simonie, then ipſo facto the Church is 
voide, and all bils and bands and deeds 
for the performance of anic ſuch penſi- 
ons be alſo voyde. Much more coulde 


the learned yet alleadge eucnout of this 
common lawe againfbetfis fin J knowe if 


they were to handle it, but this may ſuf- 
fice in ſteede of more, where conſcience 
is made of offending lawes and the god- 
lie gouernement ofa Realme, Nowe for 
the Eccleſiaſticall lawes, if I ſhall alſo 
note alitle thence,nianifeſt it is, & true- 
lie verie worthy marking howe ſtrongly 
they alſo ſtande againſt this vice wee 
ſpeake of. For firſt by the verie names 
they giue to patrons they ouerthrowe it, 


tearming them aduocatos eccleſiarum, vi- 


cedominos, Cuſtodes, Gardi anos, & c. all

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being names of fidelitie, gouernement 
and carefull preſeruation of the Church, 

For the worde Patronatus doeth not ſig- 
nifie Dominium in Eccleſia, but as one no- 

teth very wel, ſeruitij ſollicitudinẽ. It is alſo 

called Gratia, quod ex gratia vel gratis 

conferri debeant beneficia : allo adugcatia, 
| becauſetticy ſhould defend and tender 

the eſtate ofthe Churches whereof they 

be Patrons, as aduocates doe the cauſes 
of their clièntes, and fo for the other 
names mentioned euen nowe before. 
And hereupon the lawe giueth them all 
due and poſſible reuerence euen as ma- 
ſters ſrom their ſeruauntes, and Fathers 
from their children. It giueth them 
preheminence both in the Church and 
abroad, in ſicting, ſtanding, going, and 
ſuch like. It is prouided likewiſe that if 
theſe patrons or theit children fall into 
decay, they ſhal bee moderately main- B rich ©!

Furthermore 
in theſe lawes there are ſo manie nota- 
ble rules and as it were axioms or prin- 
ciples touching the duetie of patrons, as

What ſhould I note the moſt 
exact ſtreitneſſe of theſe lawes in making 
the verie minde of the patron coueting 
rewarde for the gift of his Church a 
Simonie before God which *they call 
mentalem Simoniam ?

So 
that wee ſee euen theſe lawes alſo deteſt 
it, and condemne it. And nowe then to 
conclude this matter, if I thinke there is 
2 God, and a day of iudgement to cbme 
for mee, andall my doings, whar ſhould 
my heart miniſter to maintaine mee in 
this euill, when God and man be againſt 
it? But why ſhould 1 bee thus tedious 
in this matter?

Pirth and ioye, a light and a 
cheeretull heart is greatly wiched, and 
ſought foꝛ of all men, by Puſicke, by ie⸗ 
ſters, by tpoꝛtes, and players, by much 
toſt and many mranes as they can, and 
are able: neither is this ſimplie to bee 
totidemitied in all: vet heare what ſen⸗ 
kene ter ſpitite of God hath giuen of it; 
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by the mouth of his ſeruaunt, who fry» 
ed the ſame, and let his experience bee 


our knowledge. ſaid to my heart, ſayth gc. 
he, goe to nowe, I will prooue thee with 
ioy, therefore take thou pleaſure in plea- 
ſant things, and beholde this alſo is vani- 
tie: I ſaidof laughter thou art mad, and of 
ioy, what is this, that thou doeſt? And in 
another place, Better it is to goe into the 7, 4.

for your miſeries that ſhall come vppon 
you, your riches are corrupt, and your.

Fo2 if it be 
a benefite to bodie oz minde, in this 
wozlde oz the next, we haue the Lozds 
pꝛomiſe to haue it, if we ſerue him ſo 
farre as it halbe awd foz vs. Foz godli⸗ 
nes hath the pꝛomiſe of this life, t that 
to come. Therfoze neuer let Satan pꝛe⸗ 
naile, foꝛ either God is no God, oꝛ you

2] Irſt foz the oꝛzder of this 
Commaundement, epther 
wee may aunſwere that 
this firſt Table contai⸗ 
ning the honour and due⸗ 
tie of men to the Lozde, as the ſe⸗ 
conde doeth their duetie fo man, and 
the woꝛſhippe of G O D being part⸗ 
ly inwarde, parfly onfwarde, has 
ning in the fozmer Commaundement 
F 2 laws 
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laide downe the foꝛmer kinde, to wif of 
in ward woꝛſhip, fitly now in this, e the 
two nert folow p outward duties, which 
to the ſame our gratious God we iuſilp 
owe. Oꝛ elſe thus: That the Loꝛde in 
the firſt commaundement hauing ſepa⸗ 
rated himſelfe from al other gods, deui⸗ 
ſed and made by men, and commanded 
all moztall men and women his crea⸗ 
fares ſubiec to his Lawe to wozſhip 
him onelp and none but him, here nowe 
in this ſecond pzecept (as oꝛder requi- 
red) he ſetteth downe modum & rationem 
iuxta quam coli velit, the waie and ma- 
ner how hee wil be ſerued: Foꝛaſmuch 
as in vaine her ſhoulde haue done the 
firſt, except he had done the ſecond alſo , 
The way and maner is this, euen ac 
cozding to his will and nature. Which 
albeit it may ſ@me to fleſhe and bloud 
not ſo fitly done by a negatiue lawe, as 
hy an affirmatine it might, pet beſides 
that we are not to teach the Loꝛde, c- 
nen in ſpeciall wiſedome hath he thus 
done it. Fo2 firſt our natures are verie 


ne⸗ 
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negatiue is ſtronglier beate downe than 
px an affirmatiue, and then againe the 
3 Gentiles next neighbours to the lewes 
were veris much ginen to Idols and 
images, and therefoze by name fozbid- 
den to the Iewes,lcaft by the Gentiles in 
g that point they ſhoald be defiled. And 
pet doth not the Loꝛde here ſo ſet downe 
a negatiue, but that he includeth an af⸗ 
firmatiue in it. Foz as he ſaieth, Thou 
ſhalt not make to thy ſelfe any grauen i- 
mage, and meaneth thereby, Thou ſhalk 
not woꝛſh ippe mee with any deuiſe of 
thine owne,contrary to my wil and na- 
ture, ſo implpeth he herein the affirma⸗ 
tiue, namelp thou ſhalt in euerie re⸗ 
ſpect woꝛſhip mee accozding fo my will 
aͤnd nature. Pozeouer remember here 
againe, which hath beene touched be⸗ 
foꝛe, that both in this commanndement 
as in all other, the Loꝛde ſetteth downs 
by name that thing, the doing whereof 
oꝛ not doing is moſt decent oꝛ hoꝛri⸗ 
ble. And therefoze in this place fo2- 
bidding all falſe and fonde wozſhippe 
of his Maieſtie, hee ſetteth downe in 
5 F 3 name 
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name that which is moſt vnſeemelp and 
vile, to wit, Jdolatrie , Foz of all 
wong wozſhippe, to make him like a 
man oz woman, 62 other woꝛſe crea⸗ 
ture, to pꝛoſtrate our ſelues thereun⸗ 
to, and to thinke we wozſhippe him in 
ſo doing, is moſt hoꝛrible. What erpo- 
ſitions pour Boke atueth, you map 
loke and marke, adding foꝛ moꝛe plain⸗ 
neſſe thereunto thus much, that the 
verie meaning of this commaundement 
in effect is thus much: as if the Lozde 
ſhould haue ſayde : although the co2rupt 
nature of man bee ſuch , as naturallp he 
deſireth my pzeſence in ſome viſible 
fozme and ſhape , fwliſhlp thinking 
that then hee is moſt neare vnto mee 
when he hath befoze his eyes ſome vis 
ſible picture of mos: yet foz as much 
as this, and the woꝛſhip hereby done 
vnto mee is nepther agreeable to my 
will no2 nature, J therefoze com- 
maund ther that thou make to thy ſelfe 
no grauen image, 4c.

Some thinke in derde all pictures and 
Images to be vnlawfull aſwell in Ci- 
uill vſe as in reilgious, and ſuch are the 
Turkes by name if it be truelp wzit⸗ 
ten of them. Whoſe money they ſay 
F 4 bath 
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hath neuer any image vpon it but cer⸗ 
tain Arabike letters, their other woꝛks 
as carpets, couer ings, quiſſhings, ic. vt⸗ 
terly alſo without any image ot᷑ man o2 
any liuing creature vpon them, and all 
becauſe they thinke if valawfull; © - 

Others thinke it awful to make any 
picture at all, yea euen of God himfelſe. 
ſo that the ſane. be not wozthipped as a 
bare picture and image. And they vnder⸗ 
ſtand this commaundeinent of images 
made is this ende to be adozed. Theſe 
are our Papifts. - - 

The thirde indgement and belt, is of 
them that thinke it la mful to make pic⸗ 
fares of thinges which we haue ſcene to 
a ciuill vſe, but not to-vle them in the 
Church and fo2 religion. 

Now foꝛ the firſt opinion, it is out of 
all queſtion falſe and fo ſuperũuous. 
Fo2 howſoener the Turkes receine not 
fuch p2ofe, ret we that imbaate t cleane 
to the anthozitie of Gods wozde,knowe 
that the Lozde hath not lefte this com 
maundement neyther anie other with⸗ 

. out large and plaine expoſition in other 
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places of the ſcripture, and therefoze we 
are to conferre place with place, pꝛac⸗ 
tiſe with pꝛecept, and ſo to ſx whether 
in deede all images be foꝛbidden fo be 
made oz no. Firſt then marke p woꝛdes 
in Leuiticus:. Ve ſhall make you no Idols Leuit. 26. r. 
nor grauen image, neyther reare you vp 
any pillers, & c. Out of which place thus 
1 reaſon. Loke how the * fozbid- 
deth the rearing vp of a piller, ſo doth 
he fozbid the making of images, foꝛ he 
iopneth them here in one pꝛohibition: 
but he doth not ſimply foꝛbid & in all re⸗ 
ſpects the rearing vp of a piller, ther foꝛe 
neither the other. The ſeconde pꝛopoſi⸗ 
tion is pꝛwued thus: Jacob pitched the Gen. 28.13. 
lone on ende that had lien vnder his 
heade all night, powzed oyle on it, and 
calleth it Beth el the houſe of God. To- 1oſue. 2. 
ſua commaunded by the commaunde⸗ 
ment of God fwelne ſfones to be pit⸗ 
ched vp. Samuel patched vp a ſtone alſo

name thereof Ebenezer. Wherefoze not 
the rearing bp ol apiller , but the rea- 
ric bp of it to be wozſhipped idola-

images. Fo2, as J ſapde, they are iop⸗ 
ned of GO D in the place of Leuiti- 
cus as thinges like equallp fozbid⸗ 
den, A mot notable place alſo fo; 
"MW the pꝛofe hercofts that in loſua, where 

Loſus. 22. the Ifraclites woulde, haue warred bps 
pon their bꝛethꝛen, if they had erecs 
ted that altar foz religion, which in 
deede they did ſet vp fo2 a ciuill vie, as 
there you may (@ . Beſides all this, 
doe we not {&@ that GD D himſelke 
commaunded the Cherubims , Lil- 
lies, Pomegranetes , Oren, Lyons, 
and ſuch like pictures to bee made, 
and ſaieth be bad giuen his Spirite to 

Exod. 25. Bezaliel, whereby her might haue vn⸗ 
derſtanding to wo2ke all theſe wozkes. 
Nowe thinke with pour ſelfe , would 
G D epyther haue commaunded ima- 
ges to bee made, 02 aſcribed the abili⸗ 
fie to doe ſuch woozkes to the grace of 
his Spirite, if in this commaunde⸗ 
ment giuen and publiſhed befoze the 
time he had ſimplie fozbidden the ſame 
in all reſpectes ? It can not ge 
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teſſe G O D ſhould be confrarie to him 
ſelfe, and therefoꝛe the Turkes, oz who- 
ſoeuer elſe ſo thinkes, are deceiued. The 
ſame might yet farther be pzoned by 
the commaundement of GD D fo 
make. the Bzaſen Serpent, and by 
Chꝛiſtes not finding fault with Cz- 
ſars image bpon the money that was j 
ſhewed him, and manie pꝛofes moe 
if nede were. Fo2 the leconde opt- 
nion of them that thinke it lawefull 
to make anie picture , yea euen of 
| GO D himſelfe , and to ſet them vp 
| in Churches, ſo long as no woꝛſhip is | 
| done to them as they are bare images, | 
| there is great cauſe why they ſhould be | 
ſ 


gatneſaide and reſiſted cuen in both. But 
. eſpeciallp in the firſt, fo2 they oppoſe 


themſelues to the true ſenſe of this com- 
maundement , to diuerſe other plaine 
Scriptures, to the nature of God, to 
— , and — the iudgementes — 
zactiſe of godlie men, as by particu⸗ 

vie we of euerie one areth. Foz — 
touching the true and direct ende of dement a- 
this commandement, it hath beene 1 gainſt it.

therefoze can not be painted oꝛ pictured 
like anp creature, but with a b:zeach of 
this commaundement. Fo2 other plas 
ces of the ſcripture plainely fozbidding 
the ſame, J haue quoted them befoze, 
and nothing can be moze expꝛeſſe.Third⸗ 
ly they oppoſe themſelues to his nature, 
which is ſuch as no heauenly creature 
can reſemble, much leſſe any carthlp:no 
naturall thing, much leſſe any artificial, 
And fo ſet vp a picture of God not like 
him, whether it be tooffende him, and 
to diſhono2 him, if otherwiſe we cannot 
conceiue it, let vs iudge by our ſelues, 


who quickely woulde fake it in great 


ſnuffe. if one picturing vs ſhould make 
either the eies to great,. the noſe to long 
02 high, the eares, mouth, armes, hands, 
oʒ ante thing w2ong . Yea, wee would 
burſt it in pieces, bid away with it, and

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not abide the ſight of it. Pet dare we 
abuſe the God of heauen our creatoz 
and maker, and ſet vp 20. thouſande 
pictures of him in ſcuerall places, ne⸗ 
uera whit like him , fo2 if is vnpoſſibls 
they ſhould be, neither one like another. 
O Chzilt open our cyes, that we map 
ſe this vanitie and the ſinne of that 
church, that maintaineth this as god. 
Foz truely it is fearefull thus to play 
with the Lo2d, whom neuer eyes (awe, 
no2 can ſte, as he is in nature and be⸗ 
ing. Faorthly, they doe againſt al rea- Neaſon a- 
ſon : fo2 Ood is a ſpirite, and therefozes . 
cannot be pictured: God is infinife and 
therefoze cannot be pictured, God, as 
often hath bene ſaide, was neuer per 
ſene of any, and then how is it poſũible 
to pidure hum 2 Youth and age, length, 
bꝛeadth, thicknes, white oz blacke, this 
member oz that, theſe are not things 
incident to the Godheade, and therefoze 
impoſſible in verie reaſon to picture k 
GOD. Laſt of ali, they oypoſe thems All practiſe of 
ſelnes both to the indgement and pzacs ene > | 
tiſe of the Godly in thus doing. Fo2 to n 
omit 


— — 
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omit the iudgements of the Pꝛophetes 
and Apoſtles ſo lately quoted, crying 
againſt this impietie. It is verie woꝛ⸗ 
thie noting that the auncient Father 
Damaſcene a defender of other images 
and pictures greatly, vet ſaieth: Deum 
conarivelle efſmgere , rem ſtultam eſſe c 
inopiam, non enim imagines Deus admittit, 
To goe about (ſaith he) ro picture God 
is both a verie fooliſh thing and a wic- 
ked. For God may not be pictured. And 
if yon marke the pꝛactiſe of the godlie, J 
pꝛay you of all tboſe notable viſions 
and manifeſtations made vnto them, 
which of them euer went about to 
make a picture? Surelp if they would 
not euer pꝛeſume to picture God in that 
manner that they ſawe him and talked 
with him, becauſe they well knewe 
theſe. were but ſparcles as it were of 
his gloꝛzie and maieſtie that they ſawe, 
and her in nature a farre other thing 
than euer he appeared Unfo them 02 
they able to beholde , if he had done it, 
bowe ſhall we beholde, nay © Lo2de 
what blindenelle is it in vs to ſet him 


out 
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out as we liſt our ſelues, and euen as 
euerie ſinnefull man and rude pain⸗ 
ter pleaſeth? Therefoze J truſt we ſe 
this ta be a fault, and euen fo2bidden 
in this ſeconde commaundement, to 
make aii; image of God himſelfe, 

The thirde opinion of them that 
thinke there is a lawfull vſe of ſonic 
images and pictures, though not in re⸗ 
ligion, is moſt true, other wiſe were the 
gift, cunning and abilitie to doe theſe 
things by painting, caruing, grauing, 
oz ſuch like, a wicked thing, when as vet 
we heard befo2ep it pꝛocedeth of Gods 
ſpirite either in Bezaliel , 02 whoſoeuer 
elſe indued w it. But then hereupõ ari- 
ſeth another queſkio,as namely whether 
images t pictures in churches may not 
be had though we put no religtd in the, 
Mherunto we may anſwere that hows 
ſoeuer it be tollerable in ſome mens o⸗ 
pinions, and a thing indifferent to haue 
ſome ſoꝛt of pictures in the Church foz 
a ciuil vſe, as either foꝛ ſtoꝛie remem⸗ 
bꝛãte ſake, oꝛ foꝛ oꝛnament & beautie of 
þ place,q4 may ſeeme to be warrãted by p 
ar 
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a of Ioſua,who ſet a ſtone inthe ſanc⸗ 
| tuarie of God, and by the d&de of Sa- 
my lomon, who had the pictures of diuerſe 
on things in the temple, and of the Che- 
. rubins in the holieſt place of al; pet cer⸗ 
fainly in this matter, it is not ſo god 
to loke what may ber done, as what 
is conuenient to be done, Foz if 

in any thing, ſurelp in this it is true, 

ſome thing is in ſome ſoꝛte lawfull, 

which is not expedient, Images in 

Churches we well know. haue not euer 

| biene vſed, howſocuer Rome doth vige 

hes "| the matter, but then began, when as 

the idols of the Gentiles being deſtrop⸗

ed and peace reſtoꝛed fo the Churches 
bnder Conſtantine, they vſed ' with 
great affection and reſozt in cerfaine 
places and times to ſolemniſe tho me- 
mo2ie of ſuch godly Marty2s as con⸗ 
ſtantly foz the truth had ſuffered : Set⸗ 
ting vp in their Churches af theſe their 
ſolemne meetings foz oznaments part- 
ly, & partly foz a better remembꝛance 
of their conſtancie x faith, the pictures 


and images of fuch dead Partyzs , as 
eſpect- 
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— they iudged woozthie chicke 
remembꝛaunce, and this began not to 
be any cuſtome til about the pere of our 
Lo2de 380. as by much authozitie is Ann s 
eaſily and euidently to be p2zoued, And 
pet ſer and note it diligently which in⸗ | 
derde is to be marked of vs al, albeit the 
beginning of images in Churches was 
foz no woꝛſe ende than J nowe haue nas 
med, vet did the godly Fathers in thoſe | 
dapes euen vehemently ſpeaF. againſt᷑ | 
the ſame , not condemning in it ſelfe | 
the hiſtoꝛ icall vſe of pictures, but pet 
wiſhing in ſuch places of merting to 
ſerueGDD, as the Churches were, 
rather priſtinam & primitiuam e mplict ta- 
tem, the olde and primitiue ſimplicitie, 
than ſuch deckinges and oznamentes 
of images. Juſtly fearing the miſchiefe, 
that indeede followed of if, and nowe ſo 
greatly aboundeth inp Church of Rome ® 
to wit groſſe impietie and idolatrie. 
Lherfoze J ſay againe, howſoener in it 
ſelfe any men thinke it to be lawfull 
with ſome conditions, yet cerfainely 
it is ns way connenient , but verie 

G daun⸗ 
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daungerous euery way to haue them 
in the Churches . This firſt point then 
of this commaundement is nowe ſul⸗ 
ficiently explaned vnfo vs, if one 
woꝛde be added ot the verie firſt begin⸗ 
The originall ning of Images, and to what end they 
ol Images. were inuented. Readethe fourteenth 
Chapter of the boke of Wiſedome, and 
marke the ſfozie well. The inuenting 
ok idols, ſaith he, was the beginning ol 
whozedome , and the finding of them is 
the coꝛruption of life, They were not 
from the beginning , neither ſhall they 
continue fo2 ener, ec. Befo2e the flioud 
we reade not of them in the ſcriptures. 
And after the floud about 300. peares 
lined Terah, Abrahams father, who as 
he was the firſt Idolater that we reade 
of, ſo thinketh Epiphanius he was the 
fir> maker of an image, and euen her 
that is meant in the 14. of Wiſedome 
befoze named. But whoſoeuer firſt in⸗ 
uented them, and whenſoeuer they firlt 
began,itſkilleth not much, only note his 
iudgement that wit that bone of Wiſ⸗ 
dome, whoſoeuer he was, how he *. 
| P 
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ly affirmeth from the beginning they 
were not, but the vaine glozie of man 
bzought them in, © the finding of them 
was the coꝛruption ot life. Now beſide p 
ble which there is touched, namely to 
mitigate 5; griefeof a father foꝛ his dead 
childe, other vſes followed. Foz Nobls 
men, wile men c god common wealth 
men being dead,had at their gates,dozes 
t other places ſet vp their pictures both 
to honour their memozte , E fo mitigate 
the griele of their ftiendes fo their de⸗ 
parture. So wziteth Valerius of Scipio 
and Cato, and many other ſtozies of 
the like done to other men. ¶Accepta de- 
inde res eft (ſaith Plinie) humaniſſima am- 
bittone per totum orbem + That is, The 
cuſtome was taken vp euen through 
the world as it were by a courteous and 
ciuil kind of ambition. Os that the child 
would haue his fathers picture, the cly- 
ent his god Patron, the ſouldier his 
Captaine, and the Captaine his ſoul⸗ 
dier, the fielde, the tampe, and all circum- 
ſtances. And thus grewe it from dead 
men to liuing, and that ſometime foꝛ 

G2 ho⸗ 
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honour, ſometimefo; diſhonour. And 
from pꝛiuate places to be ſet bp in 
Churches, from policie to religion, as 
hath beene ſaide and ſhewed befoze. And 
thus much of making of images and e⸗ 
recting them either in houſes oz Chur⸗ 
ches, pꝛiuate 02 puhlike places, 

The leconde point generall of this 
tommandement is to conſider the woz- 
ing of images, whether it be law⸗ 
full foz a Chziſtian man oz woman to 
fall downe befoꝛe a ſtocke & a ſtone, and 
to doe it reuerente, capping, kneling, .- 
knocking , creping , croſſing , kilſiflg, 
lighting bpcandels to it, and ſuch like, 
as we ſe done in the Church of Rome, 
with great obſeruation, It we loke the 
ſcriptures of God, we haue firft here a 
ame commandement, Thou ſhalt not 
bowe down to them, nor worſhip them. 
Then haue we Dauid in plaine wozdes 
pꝛonouncing deſtruction to all that doe 
it, ſaying , Confounded be all they that 
worſhippe carued images, &c. with a 
number like teſtimonies . But J paſſe 
them ouer becauſe our aduerſaries the 
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Papiſtes themſelues are aſhamed of 
this their follie and wickedneſſe: buf 
howe? Achamed J ſay fo conkeſſe it, 
although they haue not grace to bluſh 
at the doing of it. Foz what ſay they 
with one conſent, ſo many as hane a- 
nie wit, but that, which their greate u 
Docto: Thomas Aquinas, with manie Summa 3. par- | 
other, ſayth, namely that Ne imagini te. q. a5. art.3. 
quidems Chrifti , in quantum eſt res qua- x 
daw,putalignum ſculptum, vel pittum, vila 
debetur rexerentia, & c. That is, That to 
the verie image of Chriſt, as it is but an 
image, or matter of wood, grauen ot 
painted, no reuerence is due, &c.(t᷑ there⸗ 
foz in no cafe they will confeſſe that 
they doe anie wozſhippe to bare images, 
O happy men if they had grace to ſhame 
to doe, that which they ſo greatly ſhame 
fo ſay they doe, oz conſtiences to take 
away it at the laſt, that which they 
knowe manie thouſandes fumble and

ſeife haue laide downe, and pzeſcribed 
onely. You ſhall not doe euerie man 
what ſeemeth good in his owne eyes, 
for in vaine doe men worſhippe mee 
with traditions of men. Moſes did no⸗ 
thing in building the materiall taber⸗ 
nacle beſide what was commaunded 
and ſhewed him. Nadab and Abihu 
the ſonnes of Aaron dyed fo2 pꝛeſu⸗ 
ming of themſelues fo ſerue the Lozd 
with ſtraunge fire, The verie heath» 
niſh Romanes had this reaſon with 
them, that it was better fo them to 
ber quite without Chꝛiſt, than to woz- 
ſhip him, and others with him againſt 
bis will and liking . And ad placandum 
deum ijs ops habent homines que ille iubet, 
that is, To pleaſe the Lorde, ſaith Lac- 
tantius, men haue neede of thoſe things 
that he himſelfe commaundeth And a 
Chꝛiſtian minde doeth not finde a ſure 
ſtap, but when it heareth , Hoc dicit do- 
minus: Thus ſaieth the Lorde. It Saul 
b:eakep courſe that God doeth appoint 
and of himſelfe deniſe toſerue the Lo2d, 


be his necellitie to dog fo, as he — 
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keth neuer ſo great, and the intent of 
his heart neuer ſo holie like, certaine⸗ 
lie Samuel both muſt; and will tell Sam. 15. 
bim to his face, he hath done foliſhly, 
foʒ the Loꝛd hath moze pleaſure in that 
his will is obeped, than in all the fat⸗ 
lings of the Amalekites offered vp vnto 
him of our owne wils and beades . In⸗ 
tents will not ſerue, ncither volunta- 
rie Religion ſtande accepted. And 
therefoze euen let vs weigh and fol- 
lowe the counſell of Salomon, And 
looke to our feete , when wee enter in- Ecclcſi.4. 
to the houſe of God being more readie 
to heare, than to offer the ſacrifice of 
fooles, for they knowe not what they 
doc. 

Laſt of all we are to conſider the rea- 
ſons that God maketh here. The firſt is $3 von —_ 
d>awen of his loue towardes vs, pea mandement. 
of his erceding great loue, which 
is euen growen to a ielouſie. Do deare⸗ 
ly, ſo vebementlp is his heart ſet vp- 
pon vs, pet not fo any woꝛthineſſe in 
vs, that lone howe grienouſly a telous 
man can take the miſbehauiour of bis 

ſtraping 
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traying wife , euen ſo ill can the Lozd 
abide that wee ſhoulde impart gur 
ſelues to others beſidehim in obedience, 
wozſhip and lone. owe had we any 
feling left within our ſides, and our 
beartes were not altogether ſo harde 
trampled andbeaten as they are, what 
a reaſon were this foz euer to keeps bs 
knit vnto the Lozde 2 Wby ſhoulde he 
loue vs, why ſhoyld he care fo2 vs, why 
ſhoulde he thinkTof vs, oz euer once 
bonchſafe bs god, who of our ſelues 
cannot thinke a god thought 2 There is 
no cauſe but in himſelfe, Yet doth be not 
onely loue vs, but ts ielous of vs. Ho 
then ſhould this fozce vs to cleaue vnto 
him, onelp his, g none but his foz euer⸗ 
moꝛe: Is he ours and will we not be his 
againe? Would he onely eniop vs, and 
wer will not be tyed vnto him? Take 
hiede. The greater loue, the greater 
hate, when vnkinde refuſall is to reape 
Whe ſeconde reaſon 
which the Lo2de here vſeth is dzawen 
of the puniſhment that will light vpon 
vs, if webzeake this commandement.

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He will viſite the ſinnes of the fathers 
vppon the childꝛen vnto the thirds and 
fourth generation, & ſoꝛe is that anger, 
the flame of whoſe puniſhment caffeth 
- ont: ſmoke ſo farre, pet the meaning 


thereof is, as Ezekiell well ſhowes, if Ckap.r8, 


the childꝛen doe follow the fathers wic⸗ 
kedneſſe,and not other wiſe. The thirde z. 
reaſon is dzawen of his mercie pꝛomi⸗ 
ſed here euen to thouſands of them that 
loue him  kepebiscammandeinentes. 
O now that we would weigh theſe rea⸗ 
ſons wel, and lay them derpe vp in our 
hearts. Truelp if there be any poꝛtion 
of the ſpirit of like in vs, we ſhould finde 
them fozcible to gine vs a taſte of the 
wꝛath of God againſt idolatrie, and ap⸗ 
pꝛoching befo2e him with our owne in⸗ 
uentions, what excuſes, intents ę rea⸗ 
ſong ſoeuer weer thinke we haue fo2 the 
ſame, we ſhould finde them ſtrong to al⸗ 
lure vs to the carefull and diligent ſees 
king of the Lo2ds wil onf of his wozd, 
and the duetifull and conſtant. ſeruing 
ol him accoꝛding to that rule. But when 
wie will not weigh 15 pꝛomiſed _ 
| cies, 
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cies , noz giue our heartes leaue to 
thinke of his thꝛeatened iudgementes, 
but headlong in vnfelingneſſe runne 
on, and in blinde ignozaunce imagine, 
that our intentes if they bee god muſk 
nedes ſtoppe Gods mouth and make 
him contented with the bzeache of his 
will, this, this is thc poyſon of p whoze 
of Babylon that intedeth our ſoules to 
eternall damnation and wꝛathe. O 
God and father of mercies diſperſe this 
dimneſſe as may ſtande with thy god 
will from the epes of thy deteiued crea⸗ 
tures, and yet once ere they dye. let 
them (& their ſinnes againſt this com⸗ 
maundement, that in wꝛath they paſſe 
not to greater iudgement, ſo due and 
ſo ſure fo all wilfull contemners of 
the light of thy wozde and Goſpell, 
Amen. Furthermoze againe if we 
doe well, marke here the wozbes of our 
God wherewith he vttereth theſe pꝛo⸗ 
miles t᷑ th:cateneth theſe tudgementes, 
truely they afoꝛde vnto vs twooz the 
pꝛofitable notes, and conſiderations. 
As firſt, becauſe in our deuiſes 4 woz⸗

Shall his owne mouth fell y 
mee, that J hate him, and that he ſofas 101 grarue 6,6 
keth all my doings , & will J not belteue Gods com- F 
itzis it not poſſible fo make vs fwle our r 
fault, and to ſe our unne in this be- nde en 
halfe ? will wer ſtil chalenge the Loꝛde an

oz him alone after any 
n2eſcribeth, J laue him 


farre the one erceeveth . Vis enemies 
and haters of his will he puniſheth but 
generation, but 

of them 
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thoaſandes'of them that lone bim, and 
keepe bis commanndements. 
bee woulde haue vs knowe 
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bath pꝛeſcribed vs to doe and wee will 
kepe His commaundementes, Howe 
then once againe, euen as the bloud of 
Jelus Chꝛiſt is deare vnto vs, let our 
b:cthzen-of the Church of Rome, ( foz 
ſo wee pet call them in hope of as 
mendment ) loeke and marke what 
loue of G D D is in them. Pere is 
a note, and elſe often repeated in the 
Scripture to knowe their loue by. A⸗ 
las they deviſe lawes , wayes , and 

meanes , euerie day to ſerue G DD. 
withall of their owne heades, buf 
his p2eſcribed rule in his wozde they 
vtterly contemne and neglect . Nowe 
where true loneof G O D is, out of it 
floweth a burning conſtant care to 
kcepe His commaundementes, not our 
owne , They kepe their owne and 
with fire and fagot doe reuenge the 
bzeache of them, but the Lozdes wo2de 
not ſo , with abſtayning from this 
meate and that meate, this day and 
that daye , with ſingle life , though 
moſt. impure , with pzayers in an 
bakgowen * and thus often re⸗ 
peated 
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peated ouer and ouer , with croſſinges, 
and creepinges, Pares and Beades, hos 
lis water and Creame, Aſhes and ſpit- 
tle, with a thonſande ſuch thinges haue 
they deniſed to wozſhippe the Lozde, 
and who ſo bzeaketh theſe, an Heretike 
her is, a runneaway from the Church, 
cite him and ſummon him, excommu⸗ | 
nicate him and impziſon him, burne | 
| 


bim and hang him, yea awaie with 


ſuch a one, toz he is not woꝛthie to line "i 
bpon the earth But if hee blaſpheme Reade the L. 
the name of the Loꝛde by hoꝛrible ſwea⸗/ Cobhams laſt 
ring, if be offende moſt grieuouſlie in *amination 
pzide, in wzath, in gluttonie, and cones ue. 
fouſneſſe, if he be a dꝛunken aleſtake , a 
ticktack tauerner,k&pea whoze oꝛ two 
in his owne houſe, and moe abꝛoade at 
bozd with other men, with a niiber ſuch 
like greenous offences , what doe they? 
Epther he is not puniſhed at all, 6 moff 
commonly ſo, oꝛ if he be, it is a little pe- 
nance of their owne innenting by belly 
02 purſe, o2 to ſay a certaine of pꝛapers, 
to viſit ſuch an image in pilgrimage, xc, 
But all this deſerueth neither fire no2 
D 4 fagot. 
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fagot. Is not this fo2 that man of ſinne 
to exalt himſelfe againſt all that is cal- 
led God, 02 that is wozſhipped? Can it 
be dentedbut that he that puniſheth the 
bzeache of his owne lawes abone the 
bꝛeache of Gods lawes, in that pzefer- 
rethhimſelfe befoze GD D: Durely it 
cannot, it is to plaine, and fherfo:e once 
againe remember, that the love of Oos 
in man 02 woman dzaweth them. to 
the keeping of His commandementes ſet 
downe in the wozde, and not of their 
obne conſtitutions deuiſed by them⸗ 
folues. And thus much in bꝛiele of this 
commaundement. 


The examination of the 
conſcience. 


Nowe if J woulde fruitefully medi⸗ 
tate and thinke of this 'commandement 
ſetretely, andſhoztly with my felfe, as 
I did of the foꝛmer, then conũder J, chat 
as in other ſo in this alſo, little is ſaide, 
and much is meant, part is put fo the 
whole, and in the negatine the —_— 
ine 
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tine is imploped. Therefo:e thus doe J 
take the commanundement, as if if were 
ſaide, thou ſhalt not woꝛſhip mee with 
anie carnall, earthly, ſuperſtitious oz 
outward deuiſed wozſhtpp by thy ſelfe, 
and namely not by images, but in heart, 
in ſpirite, in fraeth, as is commannded 
in my woꝛde. Which when J knowe, if 
J would at any time rip vp this heart 
of mine, and diſcloſe vnto my ſelfe my 
ſecrete guilt and finne herein againſt 
my God, J carefully conſider , and as 
Jcan in minde beholde, howe J haue 
ener ſerued the Lozde , oz thought in 
tudgement that he might be ſerued. And 
peraduenture J finde, that lining in the 
dapes of ſuperſtition and blindneſſe, ig⸗ 
nozant of God and his truth, fo2 feare x 
weakenofle with others, J haue bowed 
mp unte to Baall, wozchipped ffockes 
and tones, oz as J thought GD D in 
them, t euen biene polluted with groſſe 
and grieuous idolatrie. Foz which if it 
ſo haue biene, what can J fay? Shall 
ignoꝛaunce ercuſe me : Did J labour 
then and euer by all 1 to 

| 5 als 
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taine fo knowledge? Oz lined J rather 
carelely as others did, thinking it god 
that many followed, and hauing o2 ſ@- 
king no better grounde fo2 my conſci⸗ 
ence, than the pꝛactiſe of my fo2efa- 
thers , kinges and gonernours? If of 
this latter my heart condemne me, how 
Gould my tano2ance ercuſe me, ſince it 
was ſo plainely wilfull? Shall god in- 
tent 02 mp god meaning and foz war 
rant befoze my God:? Ah howe ſhall be 
that gaue me in charge erp2eſſelie, that 
J ould not doe what ſeemeth god in 
mine owne eyes, but what be comman- 
ded, accept fo2 excuſe my Wwilfull and 
ſtubbo2ne diſobedience 2 Neither ig⸗ 
noꝛaunce therefoze no2 intent may 
warraunt ſo witles walking befoze the 
Loꝛde, but onely pardon in Chꝛiſt Je⸗ 
ſus my Sauiour. But if eyther age, 
which then was young, oz other pꝛoui⸗ 
dence of the Lo2de haue freed-mee al- 
wapes from ſo groſſe idolatrie, pet ſeke 
J further whether with any outwarde 
thing elſe whatſoever, nat warraunted 
by the wozde, J haue thought oz 1

Sha⸗ 
keth my fleſh with the vehemencie of 
my ſpirite 2 Neuer ſtraieth my heart 
from pꝛeſent pꝛaper: Neuer haſt J to an 
ende, oz wearilie wiſhe the voice A 
heare to ceaſe, it is to long: Ah wzetch, 
howe dare J ſay it: Conſcience crpeth 
and will not be b2ibed, this dnety ok 
payer thus cozruptly perfourmed, the 
Lozde acknowledgeth not as a ſernics 
by him commaunded, but as mine own 
invention, and a bꝛeach of this his pze- 
cepk. Py conference with others in 
ſhewe ſo god, in woꝛds ſo faire, taſteth 
it neuer of liking or my lelfe, oꝛ vaine 
delight to heare mine owne OY 
92 
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pꝛide to ſeme and to be knowen a man 
indued with ſuch and ſo god gifts: Ten⸗ 
deth my heart in trueth to the pꝛaiſe of 
my God, and the comfoꝛt of my hearers, 
whenſoeucr J ſpeake of frnitfull things 
without all vainereſpec and hidden e⸗ 
uill whatſocuer 2 It it doe not, then the 
thing that in it ſelfe the Loꝛd hath com⸗ 
manded, as J perfozme it, he vtterly 
abhozreth , and it is wilwo2ſhippe of 
mineowne, not pꝛeſcribed duetie by my 
God: therefoze a bꝛeache of this com- 
maundement.

which cauſes we muſt onely ſweare by

maundements. 

Que. Of the latter wee ſhall ſpeake 
hereafter, nowe in the meane time howe

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iurandi, conſeruatioeſt a peccato periurij. 
The admonitiõ in ſcripture not to ſweare 
is a preſeruation from falſe and wrong- 
ful ſwearing,

the reuenger of falſehode and our fault t 
if wee doe not as we lweare, all which 
to bee giuen to the Loꝛde by ſwearing 
onely by him, is a gloꝛie to him, and con⸗ 
trariwiſe a diſhonour fo him fo aſcribe 
them elſewhere , ſince indede thep are 
not incident to any creature.

Me heare what GOD 
ſaith by the Pꝛophet, namely that they 
that ſweare by anie thing that is not 

God, do flafly fozſake the true God him 

ſelfe, and will we not marke it?

The ciuill lawe they ſay per⸗ 
mitteth ſtraungers to ſweare by their 
owne Gods. Tertullian in his bake of 
Idolatrie ſapth, we ought not to con⸗ 
tende with them ouermuch about this 
matter. Auguſtine in an Epiſtle ſaith 
plainely , it maie be admitted of a Chꝛi⸗ 
ian, and wee ſer it in the wozde, that 
When Iacob and Laban ſware cche tw 
other, Iacob ſware by the true God, 
and Laban by the God of Nachar, be⸗ 
ſides diners other examples. 

Que. Then to goe forwarde , cer-

with ſpirites, or a ſoothſayer, or that al- 
keth counſell of the dead. For all that do 
ſuch thinges are an abomination vnto 
the Lorde, and becauſe of theſe abomi- 
nations the Lorde thy God doeth caſt 


them out before thee. And many other 
notable teſtimonies hath your boke 
quoted in the margin. 

Que. Why but in earneſt (to let the 
reſt paſſe) do you not thinke much good 
is done and may be doone by charming, 
that is by vertue of ſome wholſome prai- 
ers, as a pater noſter, two or three good 
auees and a creede, or ſuch other good 
words, neither engliſh nor latin, nor any 
thing elſe in ſignification oftentimes? 

Anſ. Janſwere to this queſtid in ths 
degrees. And firſt J ſay, the queſtion is 
not onelie whether anie god, as vou 

tearme 
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tearme it, be done oꝛ map be done by a 
charme, but whether it be oz may bee 
doone lawefully by the ſame , oz · no. 
And you hcare the wozde of God plaine⸗ 
ly condemning the pzactiſe of if. Mher⸗ 
foze with what conſcience can wee de- 
riue health oz ante helpe whatſoener, 
either to our ſelues oz ours by that 
meanes that GD D hath ſo feareful⸗ 
by thzeatned vengeance bnfo , were 
we neuer ſo ſure to obtaine it by the 
ſame? Secondly what benefite ſoeuer 
wee reape by ſuch fozbidden meanes, 
JF dare aſſure yon all thinges conſi- 
dered, wee gette no god, but muche 
harme. Foz what GO D will not 
haue done, GO D is neuer the aus 
thoꝛ, woꝛker, and cauſe of pꝛoper⸗ 
ly, and directly, but health oz anie 
belpe to our ſelues o2 others by 
charming , the Lozde will not haue 
pꝛocured: therefoze of that health and 
helpe ſo gotten , aſſuredly the Loꝛzde 
is nepther authoz , wozker, no2 cauſe 
direalp. If then not the Loꝛde, who 
but the diuell? And ik it be he, as — 
aſus 
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aſſuredly it is he, then J pꝛap you let vs 
all men and women thus reaſon with 
our ſelues: Is the deuill our friende 02 
our foe , our welwiller oz our enemie: 
Surely we cannot be ignoꝛant of it, he. 
is theſwozne enemie of mankinde, the 
ſerpent that in burning malice decetued 
vs once and ouerthzewe vs quite, the 
roaring lpon that rangeth about with- 
out anie reſt, ſtill ſeeking out whom he 
map deuour. And will euer he that hath 
euen ſwozne the woe of vs all, and ſe- 
keth as Peter ſayth, that is with all di⸗ 
ligence and indeuour, with might and 
maine, with tooth and nayle as we ſay, 
with his candle in his hande light leaſt 
by ante meanes wee ſhould eſcape him, 
applyeth his whole power to deſtrop vs 
and fo bzing vs to endeleſſe calamitie, 
will he Jſay euer do bs any god, thinke 
we, but to the ende to inferre thereby a 
greater plague vpon vs? Certainely he 
wilt not: fo2 he were nat the deuill if hee 
ſhould, and we map be as aſſured of if, 
as. we are ſure he hath that name and 
nature, Then J ſap let vs marke. — 

de 
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finde by a charme, bodilp helpe in our 
ſelues oꝛ ours. But this would neuer 
Sathan haue done, vnleſle he had know⸗ 
en that the vſing of meanes fozbidden 
by God would ſting our bodies x ſoules 
to eternall death in the wozlde to come. 
Then ſz ſtill F ſay, and note it. God 
he doth vs in bodie, that a thouſande 
times mo2e euill he may wozke both to 
body and ſoule in the day of iudgement. 
Lempozall caſe he is content to beſtow 
bpon vs, that cndeleſſe diſeaſe , miſeris 
and woe he may pꝛocure vnto vs, This 
is moſt true, and nowe what god doth 
charming if all thinges be conſidered? 
Shall a Chꝛiſtian man and woman ſo 
hunt foz belpe of body 02 gods, that they 
ſhall fo it loſe bodte and ſoule eternal⸗ 
ly? Shall our health and wealth be d&- 
rer to vs than the Lozdes commaunde- 
ment: God fo2bid, and therefoze let vs 
ref perſwaded, howſcener wee thinke 
ſuch vngodly meanes pꝛocure vs god, 
pet in deede all thinges conſidered, it is 
no god: Foꝛ Sathan being our foe will 
neuer doe vs god but to the =—_ ” 
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hurt vs moze by it, and the bꝛeache 
of Gods commaundement will ring 
our ſoules a paſſing peale from face 
and fanour of the Lozve, Laft of all 
( which eſpecially J thinke you would 
beare) J denie that by the charme a- 
ny thing at all is done, whatſocucr 
the woꝛdes be. Foz euerie action muſt 
bane a fit and conuenient meanes ap- 
plied vnto the patient to be done by, 
but bare wozdes, Pater noſters, a- 
uees, and creedes, charaders and figures 
are no meanes appointed of the Lo2de 
to doe any cures by, either vpon men 
ozcattle, and therefo2e if any thing bee 
done, aſſaredly it is not done by theſe 
thinges as the true woꝛking meanes, 
but by the diuell himſelfe blearing our 
cies by theſe ſhadowes. And this vaine 
opinion verie Ariſtotle could mocke and 
diſdaine as abſurde and foltſh , Plinie 
alſo with diuers others. 

Que. But howe prooue you by ſerip- 
ture that bare wordes being good words 
be not forcible to this ende? 


Anſ. Surely me thinke beſide * 
tha 
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that example in the Aas of the Apoſtles 
p2oneth it, where we ſer thoſe vagabond 
lewes there ſpoken of, vſed as god 
woꝛdes as might be, but all to no pur⸗ 
poſe , when the diuell liſted not diſſem- 
ble. And therefoze we may ſe it is not 
the charme that can doe anp thing by 
berfue of the bare woꝛdes. And you can 
not ſay that vnto the woꝛdes come any 
faith and god minde of the charmer, foz 
faith leaneth vpon pꝛomiſe, and pꝛomiſe 
annered to a thing maketh it lawefull: 
but charming hath neither pꝛomiſe in 
the woꝛd, no2 is allowed, but by name 
expꝛeſſely fozbidden and condemned. 

Que. Vet wee lee manic thinges are 
done by it, and experience daily confir- 
meth a contrarie aſſertion to you. 

Anſ. True it is and J graunt it, that 
by char mes diners are healed, tc. But 
therefoze they were the verie woꝛdes 
that did it? It is no conſequence. Foz o⸗ 
ther meanes might doe it, and pet no⸗ 
thing apparant to vs but the charme. 
As a witche mape hurte mie with 
ſpeaking to me , not that her wozdes 

do 
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Danæus out doe it, but ſome peſtilent thing of an 
of Auguſtine. infectiue operation helde in her tæth de⸗ 


linered her of her dinell to ſuch vſe, 
— ſome of them at death haue con⸗ 
clled . 


Que. What then is your concluſion 

3 charmers, ſoothſayers, and 
ſuch like? 
Anſ. Truly this, in ſuch things as J 
can be aſſured by mine owne true vn- 
derſtanding o2 others counſell, they doe 
by frue naturall cauſe and meanes in 
reaſon effectuall to ſuch an ende, J may 
lawfully vſe the benefite of the know- 
ledge giuen them of God and ſceke their 
helpe. But where J ſhall knowe the 
want of theſe meanes, oz but in mine 
owne heart ſuſpect it, ſurely there J 
map not, there J cannot with a god 
conſcience vſe them oꝛ ſeeke vnto them, 
fo2 the lawe that willeth a witch ſhould 
die, being bꝛoken of me by vſing ſuch 
ameanes , ſhall bzing greater death to 
me without repentance.

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Anſ. By raſhe and vngodlie vowes 
either made oz kept. 

Que. Whether might the Iewes yow 
what they would, or no? 1 

Anſ. No indede, But firſt they had 
a warrant to vowe, and then alſo e- " 
uen the thing that they did bowe was 
warranted , And if they went further 
thantheir commiſſion, were their in- 
tent neuer ſo god, it was reiected. 
Sometimes they vowed in aduerſttie, 
to the ende that if if pleaſed the Lozde 
to deliuer them, they might not onely 
in generall, but euen in ſpeciall ſhewe 
their gratefull heart fo the Loꝛde foz 
the ſame. Thus vowed Iacob at his 
going to Padran Haran, and manie moe 
in their ſeuerall diſtreſſes. And this 
they did to pꝛeuent and ſtaie in ſome 
manner the mutabilitie of their will, | 
and krailtie of their nature, which in a- | 
ny griefe eaſily pꝛomiſeth to the Lo2de, |

leaue to vowe. 
Que. Were they bound euet to keepe 


their vowe if once they had paſſed it 
out of their mouth? 

Anſ. Yo in deede, But it is marue⸗ 
lous wozthy noting the extteding care 
that the Lo2de had leaſt their vowes 
ſhould become ſnares to their conſcien⸗ 
ces. Therefoze he would not the wines 
vow to ſtand vnleſſe her huſband heard 
and allowed it, noꝛ the daughters with- * * N 
out the fathers cõſent. And ik they vow- Peutero .. 
ed a wicked thing he would not haue it wt 
perfourmedas we ſ&. Ik an vncleane 

thing were vowed it might be rede⸗ 

med. And which is eſpecially to be noted 

if a pwze man vowed a vowe aboue 

his abilitie, being decaied betwirt the 

time of his vowe & the perfozmance, at cuir 27. 
the pꝛieſts diſcretion he was releaſed, & 
not ſnared with the woꝛde p had paſſed 
him once. Foz all which pou ſ& a great 
libertie graunted to mans inürmitie, 
leaſt by any meanes his mouth might 
cauſe his fleſhe to * and ä 
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it neuer pleaſed the Lozde that dꝛewe 
ſinne with it in the other hande, as the 
vnchaſte vowes doe of chaſtitie in the 
Church of Rome, with ſach like. But in 
deede if they vowed a thing lawefull 
and warranted, and in their powers 
without inconuenience fo perfourme , 
then were the Iewes verie ſtraitelie 
bound to perfourme their vowes, and 
not other wiſe. 

Que. What ſay you then to the ar- 
gument of the Papiſts, The Iewes vow- 
ed and the Lord accepted them. There- 
fore we may doe the like. 

Anſ. J anſwere it is a ſenſeleſſe con- 
cluſion : fo2 they had warrant, wee 
haue none ſo fo doe: the thinges they 
vowed were warranted, we vowe pil⸗ 
grimages to this Saint & that, to this 
Jdoll and that, we vowe to be Ponkes, 
Friers, Nunnes , to weare this ap⸗ 
parell and that, to line ſingle, to ab- 
ſeine from this meate and that, with 
a number ſuch inuentions of our 
owne no where warranfed.

Gods name is pet further a- 
buſed whenſoener it is pꝛeſixed befoze 1 
anie wicked inſtrumentes, as the + hi 
Popes bulles and pardons , which | 
commonly beginne thus, In the name 
of God Amen. Do did the ſentences 
of condemnation againſt Gods chil- 
dzen in Qutene Maries dayes p30- 
nounced by thoſe bloudie Biſhoppes 
beginne alſo, with ſuch other diueliſh 
inſtrumentes, befoze which to ſet the 
name of GD D as thongh hee were 
authoz and appzoner of ſuch actes, can 
not be but a fearefull pollution of the 
name of GO D, and a bzeach of this 
commaundement.

Anſ. Zn the examination of our ſelues 
by this commaundement, what ſhould 
we doe, butenenlay befoze vs, as with 


one ſight we may ſ& then fullie the ſe⸗ 
uerall 
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nerall bzaunches nowe repeated of the 
ſame, carefully waping in what caſe we 
ſtande, if we ſhould be indged acco2ding 
to them. And firſt to beginne with falſe 
and vaine ſwearing, where is that man 
o woman that can excuſe themſelues in $yearing. 
it? Bath there neuer paſſed an oth from 
me in all my life, but befoze the magi⸗ 
ſtrate when J was lawfully called ther⸗ 
vnto? Pes, pes, God knoweth both of- 
ten and grenoufly hath my ſinne appea- 
red in this behalfe . Py ſpeech hath not 
bene yea, yea, andnay nay, as it ſhould 
haue beene , but bifferly and vehement- 
ly, earneſtly, and bngodlilte bath this 
tongue of mine added moꝛe.

Hat is the meaning of this 
4! commaundement? 
| Anf. Pour boke anſwe⸗ 
reth that the hallowing of 
the Sabaoth dap, is to reſt 
from our labours in our calling, and in 
one place to aſſemble our ſelues toge⸗ 
ther, and with feare and reuerence to 
heare, marke and lay vp in our hear tes 
the wozde af GO D pꝛeached vnto 
vs, to pꝛap altogether that which 
we vnderſtande with one conſent , and 
at the times appointed to vſe the Sa⸗ 
cramentes in fayth and repentaunce, 
L 2 and 
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how the Angel paſled ouer their houſes, 


and all our life long to reſt from wic⸗ 
kedneſſe, that the Lo2d by his holy ſpirit 
may wozke in vs his god wozke, and 
ko begin in this life euerlaſting reſt. 

Que. Had not the Ie wes diuers feaſts 
beſide this Sabaoth? 

Anſ. Ves in deede. Some of God im⸗ 
medtatly appointed, and ſome by them- 
ſelues vpon ſpecial occaſion. By pLo2d 
they were tied to th2& ſolemne feaſts in 


the pere, at which he would haue all the 


males to appeare befoꝛe him. To wit, 
Che feaft of vnleauened bzead, that is 
- Eafter,o2 the paſſeoner , in remebzance 


when in one night he flewe al their firſt 
bozne in Egypt both of man and beaſt. 
The feaſt ot the har ueſt cf the firſt fruits 
of their labours which they had ſowen 
in the flelde, which was Whicſontide 02 
Pentecoſt, in remembꝛance that þ lawe 
was einen fiftie _ after their de⸗ 
parture out of Egypt. And the feaſt of 


gather ing fraits 1 in 4 of the peare, 
when they had cleanſed the fields. This 
was the feaft of Tabericacles , putting 


them 
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them in mind that 40. peres they dwel⸗ 
led in tents and fabernacles in the wil- 
der nelle. Beſides theſe they had the firſt | 
day of the moneth the 7. pere, the lubile, j14;.1c. | 
and ſuch others. The feaſt of the Mac- x. Machab. 4. 4 
chabees, the remembzaunce of deliue⸗ Heſter. . 
raunce by Heſter, and ſuch others had 
they then againe appointed by them⸗ 
ſelues. 

ue. And euen of this feaſt of the Sa- 
baoth as I doe thinke there were diuerſe 
kindes : were there not ? | 
Anſ. By that which hath bene ſaide 
it partlie appeareth ſo, Foz in dede f. 2. 
they had euerie ſeuenth day a Dabaoth, Leuit. 25. 
and that was called the Sabaoth of 
dayes , they had euerie ſeuenth peare 
a Sabaoth, and that was called the 
Pabaoth of peares Then reckoned 
they 7. times 7. pteres, which was 459, 
and the fiftieth pere was their Iubile. 
They had alfotheir great Sabaoth as 
when the fell on the Saba- 
oth da 
Foz it 


, as it did when Chꝛiſt ſuffered. 
is there ſaidethatthat Sabaoth 1 hn. 9. 
was a great day . But paſſing oner 

L 3 theſe 
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might not bake , noz ſeeth any meat, no2 
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theſe thus named by the way, this com- 
maundement occaſioneth vs to thinke 
onelp of the Sabaoth of dates,+ to tonſi⸗ 
der therein what remaineth and what 
is taken away. Where marke firſt that 
both in the @abaoth g other feaſts, thep 
were p2ecilſcly tyed to certaine circum- 
ſtaunces of time, as what day in what 
moneth,how many days together, when 
begun, when ended, what feaſts only at 
Hieruſalem, what elſewhere, with what 
rifes and oꝛders, ſo fozth.

Que. Howe then I pray you ſtandeth 
it nowe? 

Anſ. There was in this commaun- 
dement touching the Sabaoth ener 
ſomething mozall , and ſomething ce- 
remoniall. Whatſoener is mozall re- 
mayneth ſfiil to vs as much to be ob- 
ſerued as euer of them: and whatſo- 
euer then was but ceremoniall, that 
is nowe by Chꝛiſt taken awaye, and 
wier freed from it. As fo2 example, 


to haue one dape in the ſeuen fo 


ſerne the Lozde generally in, that 
was mozall and remaineth fill, bin-

Que. Yea but euen the day alſo nowe 
in our Church is chaunged from Satur- 
day to Sunday. 

Anſ. CTrueth it is, and fo2 that mat⸗ 
ter marke and conſider in the Scrip⸗ 
tures, that as Chziſt in his time, ſo al⸗ 
ter him his Diſciples in their time did 
beare a while with the infirmitie of the 
lewes and taught on the Sabaoth, and 4&cs.1;. 
Paule haſted to Ieruſalem againft the *&tcs.20. 
feaſt of Pentecoſt , pet ſo, that euer ſtill AR & 3. S 
they inſinuated a kreedome by Chziſ t, 
and therefoze daylie alſo met, cc. But 
when as falſe teachers vehemently vz⸗ 
ged a neceſſifie thereof, fo ſhewe the 

fredome by Chꝛiſt from dayes + times, 

then in deede ſtode they againſt it, and 
- thaunged enen the verie day quite and 
Ls cleane 
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cieane. 
Qu. But did the Apoſtles in deede 


themſelues make this alteration of the 
day ? | 

Anſ. Now ſhould we otherwiſe think 
when we conſider theſe and ſuch other 
places? Firlt it is ſaide in the Actes that 
The Diiciples being come togecher the 
firſt day of the weeke to breake breade, 
Paule preached, &c. Nowe the firſt 
dap of the werke with the Iewes was 
Sunday, immediatelp following their 
Sabaoth, wherein they vſed not to re⸗ 
ceiue the Sacramentes and heare the 
woꝛde pꝛeached oꝛdinarilp, vet here we 
ſ& the Diſciples did, and not on their 
Sabaoth, which was but the dap be⸗ 
foze: thcreicze pou ſee a chaunge of the 
day enen by the Diſciples. Againe fo 
the Corinthians Paule commanndeth 
that the Collection fo2 the poꝛe, which 
was a wozke of the Sabaoth, ſhoulde 
bee made euerie firff day of the werke, 


1 Cor. 16. 2. that is on the Sunday, as wee call it. 


Marke. 16.2. And therefoze wee plainely ſe what 
. Iohn. 20. . day they telebꝛated and mette 


vppon 
hauing 
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having their ſolemne afſemblyes , 
namelie , on this our Sabaoth, lays 
ing aſide quite the Jewiſh Ceremo⸗ 
nie. And it addeth alſo further ſtrength 
to this, that Iohn ſayth in his Reuelation 
calling this our Sabaoth day the Sun⸗ 
day, Dominicum Diem, The Lordes day. Apoc, 1. 10. 
All oz ante cf which teſtimonies if we 
woulde ſ&ke to delnde , beſide the 
indgementes of them that hane noted 
thcſe places, the Hiſtoꝛicall teſtimonie 
of thoſe dayes , and ſince will pꝛeuaile. 
Foz in Euſebius wee reade it the 
witneſſe of Dionyſus the Coriathian,. 
that in thoſe dapes thep celeb2ated 
foz holie the Lo2des dape, Tertullian Lib. de idolo- 
naming the ſoleninities of the Chzi⸗ lattia. 
ſtians, beginneth firſt with the Lo2des 
day, which they celeb2atcd, and ſhew⸗ 
eth their exerciſes . Iuſtinus Martyr na» Apollog. 2. 
meth the ſame dape and ſheweth the 
wozkes. Ignatius againſt ſome that bes 
ing Chziſtians woulde retaine the Jes 
wiſh Sabaoth ſaith in plaine tearmes. 
Wee celebꝛate no longer the Jewiſh 
Dabaoth, but euerie one that loneth 

Chit, 


Euſc b. lib. 4. 
Cap. 23. 
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Chꝛiſt, keepeth nowe holie the Lo2des 
day being honoꝛed with his reſarreci- 
on. The like witneffeth Auguſtine, Cy. 
rill, and euen all antiquitie. And theres 
foꝛe though wes ſ& not the verie time 
definitely named when this @abacth 
was chaunged, pet we ſ& it was by the 
Apoſtles in their times, and thercfo;e 
hath credife ynough . Nowe the holte 
Church of Rome that would by this al- 
teration made by this pꝛümitiue and 
pure Church chalenge autho2ifie and 

libertie to chaunge and doe what they 

liſt, ſurely we muſt denie their conſe⸗ 

quence, til ſuch time as thep bꝛede in 

vs by god p:ofe that credite of their 

- ſpirit that we haue, and ought to haue 

of the Apoſtles that made this alteraty 

on of the Sabaoth from Saturday to 

Sunday. 

Qxe. This ſatisfieth mee for my part 
touching the alteration of that which 
was but ceremoniall in this commande- 
ment, namely, the day and the preciſe 
reſt init, neyther can it bee otherwiſe 


than abſurd for agy falſe Church, onely 


ynder 
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ynder a title and an vſurped name of a 
Church to chalenge authoritie to doe 
matters both contrarie to pietie and 
comelineſſe, becauſe the true Church of 
God hath doone what was moſt agree- 
able to them both. Butnow as I ſee the 
bond vnto any particular day only, & to 
ſuch ſtrict reſt in the ſame as the Iewes 
obſerued, is taken away by Chrilt: ſo yet 
ſee I what is morall remaineth, namely a 
day in ſeuen, anda certaine reſt in the 
ſame, Wherefore I deſire aſwel to know 
the reaſon of the remaining of the one, 
as Ihaue the cauſe of the abrogation of 
the other: and therefore firſt 1 pray you 
why haue wee ſtill yet a Sabaoth and 
ſhall haue till the ende of the world: and 
ſecondly, what reſt and exerciſes are 
therein requiredꝰ 
Anſ. The ends of the remaining ol a 
Sabaoth pet ſtill in the Church of God, 
are chiefely th2z& , Firſt that we might 
haue a kinde of reſemblanceand foꝛme 
of our eternall reſt from ſinne in the 
kingdome of God. Secondly, that by 
this meanes ſeruants and cattle might

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bee pꝛouided foz againſt the cruell græ⸗ 
dineſſe and vnſatiable couetouſneſſe cf 
ſome maiſters and owners, And laſtly, 
that Cccleſiaſticall diſcipline & ſome e-

Que. Of euerie one of theſe I pray 


you ſeuerally, for more plaineneſſe, 
and firſt, what is that ſpirituall reſt 
and ſanctifying of the Sabaoth which 
layeth before ysa reſemblance of eter- 
nall reſt?

Que. And is this ſpirituall reſting 

from ſinne in deede neceſſatie in euerie 


one thac will as he is bounde ſanctifie 
the Sabaoth? 

Anſ. Surely it is euen ſo neceſſarie, 
as that without this all our other 
reſting, putting on our better appa- 
rell, going to the Church, hearing ſer - 
nice, ec, is nothing but even abho2- 
red of God anddeteſted.This is a great᷑ 
matter if wee bad grace to conſider 
of it, yet nothing but plain r open ſcrip- 
re. what ſaith the Pꝛophet Elay ? 48 562. 

** is the man that doeth this, * 
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Eſay 58.13. 
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the ſonne of man which layeth holde on 
it, he that keepeth the Sabaoth and pol- 
luteth it not, and keepeth his handes 
from dooing any euill . er what it is 
to kepe holy the Sabaoth in the tudge- 
ment of the Pꝛophet, enen fokepe our 
handes from doing any euill, that is to 
ceaſe from ſinne and our owne wapes. 
Againe the ſame Pꝛophet in another 
place: If thou conſecrate the Sabaoth 
as glorious to the Lorde, and ſhalt ho- 
nour him, not dooing thine one wayes, 
nor ſeeking thine owne wil, &c. And in 
his firſt Chapter alſo, I cannot ſuffer 
your newe Moones, not Sabaothes; nor 
ſolemne dayes (it is iniquitie) nor ſo- 
lemne aſſemblies, my ſoule hate th them, 
&c. And why lo 2 The reaſon followeth 
in the next woꝛdes (For your handes are 
full of bloud ) that is, you abſtaine not

And the moze J weie 
with m ſelfe that moſt ſtraite lawof y 
L 02d fo2erecution of them that ſhould 
ſeke to eſtrange any from the true God, 
the moze J am confirmed by the verie 
end, equitie and meaning of it in this o⸗ 
pinion againſt al affection of kindred,a- 
liante, ſriendſhip.oꝛ whatſaener. 
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tho wozds, E mark the zeale which God 
inal men towards him, when 
as no meanes will refozme our friends, 
but they ſtil peraduẽture tempt vs. And 
then by the — let it not paſſe. vnmar⸗ 
ked J p2ay vou, hobe ſtraitelp all mas 
ſters and mifkreſſes ſtand bound fo ſ& 
that the Lozde be honoured not only in 
themſelues, but by manſernaunt and 
maide ſeruaunt, olde and young in their 
houſes of diſcretion, of the Sabaoth 
day,ſceing God of purpoſe nameth them. 
And ſe againe how this naming of the 
ſtraunger doubleth the bond moze vpon 
vs. Foz by compariſon if we ſtand char⸗ 
ged with our — and gueſt, much 
moze with our daily ſeruauntes, chil⸗ 
dꝛen. 4c. it muſt needes be, and indede 
wey it well.

Laſtly to erp2eſſeand 
lay befo2e vs ſome ſhewe of that ſpiritu⸗ 
all andeternall reſt in heauen, which we 
all ſo loke and long foz . Then theſe 
thinges conſidered , fs call to minde 
bowe often and greeuoully wee haue 
offended.againft euerie one of theſe , as 15

n mgting , when wee might haue nd place of 

pꝛeſent, if wee woulde, a verie common 
\orible thing, it wes could duelp re⸗ prayer. 
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garde and thinke of it. Foz what 
is it but to contemne GD D and his 
wiſedome, ko ſtriue and fight againſt 
the Spirite, teaching and conuerting 

men by the miniſterie of the woozde, 
and enen in effect to ſay J am as wiſe 
and godlic, as either hee can make 
me, oz ſhall make mie: J will none of 
bis grace. What is it but fo giue a 
gruous offente to others, ſoz the 
which the lining God hangeth a woe o⸗ 
uer our heads, ſaping, Woe be to him 
by whom offence commeth: it were bet. 
ter for that perſon to haue a milſtone ty- 
ed about his neck, and to be caſt into the 
bottome of the Sea: And againe, It were 
good for that man if he had neuer beene 

orne ? What is it but to fede the de⸗ 
nils humoꝛ, and fo doe that thing, that 
molt highly pleaſeth bim? Againe to 
conſider howe we haue offended, when 
we were pꝛeſent at Church by negli⸗ 
gent and colde perfozmannce of that 
thing, which time, place , and duekie 
required at our handes, aue we 
ner come to the hearing of the wo 
hut with reverence, with willing _ — 
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pꝛeparing our heartes befoze vnto it by 
ſome ſecrete paper within our ſelnes, 
to the Lozde, that he would bleſſe the 
ſpeaker, that hee may ſpeake fo our 
heartes and bleſſe vs, that we may af- 
tentiuelp hearken, p2ofitably feele , and 
thankefully taking whatſoeuer is ſpo⸗ 
ken, increaſe in obedience fo it? -Yane 
wee neuer come to the Dacramentes, 
when we could, and neuer without ſuch 
examination, and other circumſkances, 
as are ſtraitly required of a Chꝛiſtian: 
Baue we ſpenf the Sabaoth in godlie 
conference andmedifation,pow2ing out 
thanks from a feeling ſoule fo2 ÞLo2des 
godnes euer to vs, & namely the werke 
paſſed? Þaue we viſited oz thought vpon 
the ſick, ſoze, diſeaſed , impaiſoned, bani⸗ 
ſhed,oz any way ſuffring foz a god canſe 
t fo our power comfozted them? Yaus 
we ſtudied how either to pꝛocure 02 cons

but foz their contraries in moſt ful mea⸗ 
fore we haue wallowed in them, and 
with greedineſſe euer accompliſhed the, 
Where is jthe miniſter whoſe negl(- 
gence hath not made his people to pol⸗ 
late the @abaoth + Where is the people 
whoſe conſciences awaked may not 
iuſtiy condemne them fo; vngodly gad- 
ding on this day to Churchales, to wed- 
dings,to dzinkings,tobankets,to fairs, 
t markets, to Gage plates, to bearebay- 
tings , a ſummer games, and ſuch like? 
Where is that maſter that hath bad a 
conſcience to reſtraine his ſeruants from 
this impietie, oʒ the ſeruant againe that 
bath either baideled himſelle fo2 h Lo2ds 
caule, oʒ elſe wel accepted bis maſter 0; 
miſtres reſtraint being made vnto him, 
and which bath not rather bur out in⸗ 
to vngodly e diſobedient ſpeeches , mur⸗ 
muring ; becauſe he bath w2onght all 
the werke, therfoze be ſhould haue liber- 
tie to doe what he liſt on} @abaoth, not 
conſidering n

man moe particularly view theſelues, 
and lay open bnto the-Lo2de their ſinne 
in ſo2owe foꝛ it, by this occaſion thinke 
what is commaunded, loke what wee 
bane done, 6 the Lo2de make our ſinfull 
beartes to ſ& , & ſigh fo2 ſo great offence 
againſt our God, Mhat ſhould J ſap of 
the ſecond end of the inftitation of the 
Sabaoth, namely fo; the reſt of ſeruant 
t cattell But euen in an wo2de, woe to 
the man whom God ſhall iudge accoz- 
ding to his guiltineſſe berein.

And 
bowe ſhall we be better foz all which 
be bath done , but by ſ&ing our paſſed 
finne, and namely our fowle and care- 
leſſe abuſe of this Sabaoth of eur God, 
by lamenting the ſame cuen from our 
heart rotes, purpoſing vnfapnedlp to 
amend it here after, andeuen ener while

in this reſpecte, as partlie you haue 
heard and might moſt largely haue laide 
further befoze you, if if were n&defull. 
An ancient ſaying it was and common 
amongſt them: NN dictu fædum viſuue 
hec limina tangant Intra que puer eſt. 
That is, Let neuer any thing vndecent 
to be ſayde ox ſeene enter into the houſe 
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vehre a child is within. Cato that wiſe 
Counſeller et Rome, thzuſt Manlius 
from the Senate, becauſe on the dape 
time his daughter being by he killed his 
wife. Plutarch in his boke of this mat⸗ 
ter ſingularly diſcourſeth of this care, 
howe great it ought to be, and euer hath 
beene in god men, and he maketh a com⸗ 
pariſon betwirt Education and other 
matters which men much eſteeme, pꝛe⸗ 
ferring it befoze them all: Natali 
ſplendor, ſaieth he, res eſt preclara, at be- 
num a) Maioribus profectum, &c. That is, 
Birth and Parentage is a notablething, 
but yet deſcending to vs from others. Ri- 
ches are highly regarded, yet: ſodenly 
taken from them that haue them, and 
giuen to them that loked not foz them, 
and euer common to the bad aſwell as 
to the god. Glozte is a thing in mans 
eyes hono2able, pet euer moſt variable, 
Beautie much wiſhed foz , yet not to be 
kept an long time with all þ wpthes 4 
wiſedome in p wozid. Onelp one thing, 
ſapth he, there is, the benefite whereof 
neuer fayleth, but with life, and that is 
the ſingular fruite of god bzinging vp. 

vcut- 
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Ly curgus the Rhetozician, when it was 
obieced to him, that he waſted fo much 
vpon the teachers of his childꝛen, aun⸗ 
ſwered moſt wiſely, that to a man that 
in dede would vndertake to better his 
childzen to his deſire , be would not ones 
ly giue that wages , but enen the halfe 
of all that euer he peſſeſſed. Such a cars 
had this Meathen 5 that, which Chzt- 
ſtians p2ofeſſing God, can be ſo cares 
leſſe of in theſe dangerous and infectiug 
dates, Ariſtotle could ſay, that loke how 
much better it is to be well, than to be: 
ſo much moze bounde are thoſe childzen 
to their parentes, that receiue by them 
god bzinging vp, tha they which receine 
but their bare exiſtence in the woꝛld. An 
other in Plutarch againe ſaith berie pꝛe⸗ Crate: 
tily, that if he could, he would get him 
tothe toppe of the higheſt hill that anie 
where he might finde, and with all his 
power, from whence he might furtbeſt 
be heard, crie out vpon the monſtruous 
madneſle of thouſands of Parents, that 
take ſuch infollerabls and vnceſſaunt 
paines fo leaue much vnto their chil- 
den, and pet neuer any care at all in 
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compariſon, what maner of men oz wo⸗ 
men they ſhall be, to whom ſo much 
peife eyther wholly made a man, oz elſe 
mult of neceſſitie with wozldly credite, 
continue his poſteritie vponearth;when 
want of bzinging vp makefb want of 
knowledge any way, with credite to vſe 
the fame, But what view J ſo much the 
comendable care of Heathens in this be⸗ 
halfe:- Paue not Gods faithfull bene in 
this point as carefull as they? Pes fru- 
ly, manie haue and in better o2der a 
great deale. Foz there being in this 
thing degrees and ſteppes to bee obſer⸗ 
ued, as firſt of pietie, ſecondly of lear⸗ 
ning, thirdly of manners, and laſtly of 
the function o2 calling: the childzen of 
God, many of them haue in this excel- 
led the Yeathen, that being generally 
as carefull as they in all, particularlp 
in this as men better acquainted with 
it. thꝛough greater giuen light 4 know- 
ledge they haue far excelled them, that 
firſt they haue attempted what in derde 
is firſt to be cared foz, namely, to frame 
the hearts of their childzen to God and 

grate 
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grace , and then in ozder to the thinges 
following. Wee ſee it in Adam, who 
taught his ſonnes to ſerue the Lozd.We Cent, 
ſee it in Abraham moſt notably. We i . Tim. . 
it in Timothies parentes, whobzought 1. Chron. 28.5. 
him vp from a child in the knowledge of 2. King. 4. 
the ſcriptures, Me ſ&it in Dauid, Ioas Deut. 6. 
the king, 6 a number others. Generals FL 78. 5. 
ly to them all it was a commandement, 
that aſſone as their childzen could vn- 
derſtande and aſke them queſtions, they 
ſhoulde carefully inſtruc them concer⸗ 
ning the Loꝛds dealings with them, and 
foʒ them. And J doubt not but many did 
it ol the ancient Chziſtians. Philo wzt- 
teth that they were called caltores ac 
cultrices , that is to ſay, Tillers, becauſe 
as men painetullp till their grounde , ſo 
they carefully laboured the grounde of 
their childꝛens heartes, to plant in them 
the feareof God. Nos hodie vaſtatores ac 
vaſtatrices , ſapth he, That is, Wee in 
theſe dayes may better bee termed de- 
ſtroyers than tillers, ſo rechlefſe we are, t [ 
careles in this ſo great a matter. Hence Lib.z.contra 
ſpꝛang the Cloiſters in the beginning iuperatoret 
ſayth Chryſoſtome, & that kinde of life, omaft. wit. 
namelp

namelyof the exceeding care that men 
bad to haue their childꝛen well bzought 
bp, and ercluded from euil company,and 
burtfull ſights in the woꝛlde, till yeres 
and ſetled inſtruction had made them 
leſſe capable of the barme thereof. Af- 
terward they degenerated from that ins 
ſtitution, and became as we well know 
dens of dzones, and nurceries of vngod⸗ 
lineſſe, coꝛrupters of all, not cozreco2s 
of any, and the wꝛath of the Lo2de bath 
nowe deſtroped them. It is a god ad⸗ 
monition of wiſe Salomon: Teache a 
childe in the trade of his way, and when 
he is olde, he ſhall not depart from it, 
And that experienced ſonne of Sirach in 
manie places ſpeaking of this matter, 
bath theſe woꝛdes, in my opinion not 
lightlte to be loked on: Neither deſire 
nor delight (ſaith he) in children, though 
neuer ſo manie, vnleſſe the feare of God 
be in them. For oue that is iuſt, is bettet 
than a thouſande: and better it is to die 
without children, than to leaue behinde 
vs vngodlie ones. Thus let it ſuffice to 
haue touched this matter, whereof long 


and large treatiſes are made, . 
0 
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to be touched, ifenernedefull, and euen 
long ſtode bpon. Foz to much it is of 
parents neglected, pet are they grie- 
ned, if of their childꝛen they be not reue⸗ 
renced: and howſoener many there bes, 
that in theſe dates are carefull pnough 
to pꝛocure vnto their childzen knowe⸗ 
ledge of Artes, of Countries, and of a⸗ 
ny thing that in wozldely ſozte may 
make them mightie , famous, and ſpo⸗ 
ken ok: pet is the grounde of all verie 
fearefully negleded, namely to ſetle in 
them the true feare of the God of Iſrael, 
deliuered and taught in his woꝛde. Yea 
it is euen accounted by father and childe 
not ſoncedefull oz beſeeming foz a gen- 
tleman, to the great exaſperating of the 
Lo2des wzath againſt them and their 
ſeeds. Humilitie alſo and ſhamefaſtnes 
are taken from pouth in theſe dates e⸗ 
uen by their parents and their teachers, 
and where it hath euer bene helde, that 
bluſhing in meaſure, modeſtie, and ſi⸗ 
lente haue bene commendable tokens 
in young yeres , nowe is it a ſhame to 
be aſhamed at any fime, bluſhing is 
want of countenanceand bzinging 2 
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filence is ignoꝛaunce, modeſtie is fa 
much maydenlineſſe, and in ſhoꝛt, now 
verfue is vice, and vice very comelp and 
gallant behauiour. So times are chan⸗ 
ged to and fro, and chaunging times 
haue chaunged vs fo, But of this thus 


farre.

dren due reuerence? 

Anſ. Due tozredion. Due J ſay with 
wiſedome and moderation. For he that 
ſpareth his rod de, hateth his ſonne : but 
he that loueth him, doth chaſten him be- 
times. Chaſten thy ſonne while there is 
hope, and let not thy ſoule ſpare for his 
murmuring. And in an other plate,

Anſ. Then will they loſe this rene- 
rence moſt aſfuredly in their hearfes, 
and often make them come to euil ends.

Anl. Paintenaunce of our parents, 


_—_ What meane you * this main- 
reNaunce ? 

Anſ. It is athankfull ſuſteining of 
the want of dur parents either by our 
riches, counſell, ſcrength, oz any _ 
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thing, which God hath bleſſed vs with- 
all, and they haue not. 
Que. Buthow dare we interptete the 
commaundement thus: Honour thy Pa- 
rentes: that is maintaine them as thou art 
able and they haue neede?ꝰ 
Anſ. Surely firſt verie reaſon tel⸗ 
leth vs, that this is as due as either res 
nerence 02 obedience : but fo let that 
paſſe , wee haue apparant ſcriptures , 
where by honoz is meant maintenance; 
As namely in the Apoſtles ſpech to Ti- 1. Tim. 5. 
mSthie : Honour wido es; that be wi- 
dowes in deede. That is, pꝛouide fo2 thẽ 
and let them be ſuſkained/Againe in the 
ſame place a litle after, They that rule 17. 
wel are worthie of double honor, where 
by honour in part is meant mainte⸗ 
nance. Laſtip in the goſpell of S. Marke 
dur Sauiour Chziſt notablie ſheweth 
that the Scribes, and Phariſees, perſwa⸗ 
ding childzen to giue tu their vſe, that 
Wherewith they. ſhoulde haue helped 
their Parentes, cauſed them to bꝛeake 
this commaundement in not honouring 
them as they ſhould. Where we cut- 
dently ſ& Chziſt himſelfe includeth 
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in this honour , mainfenaunce, and 
theſe places as they warrant this in- 
terpzetation , ſo doe they alſoplainely 
p2oue that childzen owe this duetie to 


their parentes, 


Qxe. What further may be ſaide for 
the warranting of this, that children 
ought to releeue their parents herein 
they can? 
Anſ. Beſide the teſtimonies of ſcrip⸗ 
tare nowe alledged to p2wne it, the ſpi⸗ 
rite of God hath added reaſons to v2ge 
it, and there are alſo eramples fo per- 
ſwade it, and fearefull experiences of 
Gods w2ath vpon the tontrarie to feare 
vs from it. 

Que. What reaſons? 
Anſ. In the 6. to the Epheſians the 1. 
verſe this reaſon is added, becauſe it is 
a tuft thing oꝛ right.

Aunt. Againe in the 3. to the Coloſſi-

Anf. Valerius in his 5, boke and 4. 
chapter ſheweth a notable example of a 
daughter that nouriſhed her mother in 
pꝛiſon with her bzeaſfes.

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And aboue all other Abſolon that 
graceleſſe man, who like a diſobedient 
thilde to a god father, ſought great⸗ 
lie to diſhonour him, and ſo hozrible 
was this ſinne, that euen the earth was 
wearie of ſo wicked a burden and 
would carie him no longer. The hea⸗ 
uens alſo were aſhamed of him, and 
the w2ath of God hanged him bp be⸗ 
t wirt heauen and earth, by the haire 
of his head, till loab thzuſt him tho⸗ 
rowe with .thz& dartes beeing pet a⸗ 
liue.

ſhoulde not kill. Laſflie fozaſmuch 
as the ſocietie and traficke of man

befoze God are as J ſay the oꝛdinarie . 
fozerunners of murther , quarelling 
and fighting with their fellowes what- 
ſoener. And alſaredly if the Lozde 
were in vs, as we thinke he is, that 
merke ſpirite of his wonlve kill moze 
and moꝛe that fearefull haſtineſſe fore- - 
menge tese wen in al, and wer would 
R 2 lowlp 
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lowly in beart. 
Que. What chinke you of killing by 


combat? 
Anſ. J muſt nedes thinke that the 
pꝛactiſe in a Chaiſttan common wealth 
being naught and vnlawfull, the death 
that therby inſues, is hozrible murther, 
and condemned in this commaunde⸗ 
ment. Home that to fight a. combate 
in a godly tate is not tollerable, it may 
eaſily appeare if you weigh the cauſes 
fo2 which it is at any time taken in 
bande. Foz if they be not (as it will 
appeare ) ſufficient to warrant it, then 
is it not warrantable . The firſt cauſe 
that is alleadged fo2 it, is to trie a 
trueth , which otherwiſe can not ber 
knowen ſap they. But it may be 
anſwered that the ende god, doeth not 
by and by make the meanes god : fo 
trie out a trueth is god, but to trie it 
with the hazarde of life , is moze than 
can be warranfed. There are manie 
lawfull-meanes to finde out trueth by, 
and if all thoſe fatle , then is it euident 
that the Lozde fo2 ſome cauſe reſerneth 
if to himſelfe fo2 a ſecret; and to — 
p03s 
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impozfunately and impactently by ex⸗ 
traozdinarie meanes (as a combat is) 
to finde it out, is to tempt the Loꝛde, 
and enen as it were by violence to 
dꝛawe from him the manifeffation of 
that which as pet hee would not haue 
reueiled. Secondly the one partie is in- 
nocent , pet epther of them deſireth the 
deafh of an other indifferently, ſo that 
murder is in the heart of both of them, 
which amongeſt Chziftians ſhoulde 
not bee countenaunced. Sometimes 
the combat is craued fo2 vaine oſten⸗ 
tation of courage and ſfrength , manie 
a Thraſo thinking his glozie to ſtande 
in the chalenging of an other to bn- 
godlinefſe , but this 1 no man 
will ſape to be a god cauſe foz a Pa⸗ 
giſtrate to admit of a combat. Some- 
times to auopde 02 reuenge ſome great 
diſgrace offr2d to a man, he beggeth thus 
to fight . But a Chꝛiſtian man that 
mult make an atcompt at the dap of 
indgement of his life giuen him from 
aboue, mult learne to effeme moꝛe of 
life, than honoor , (if honour by law⸗ 
full meanes may not bee kept) and 

R moze 
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moze of God, and his commanundement, 
than of them both. Beſides the p2ofel- 
ſton of a Chailttan is to heare euill and 
to ſuffer euill though he doe well, and 
deſerue ſo; therefoze farre ſhould. wee 
be from pe&lding fo ſuch heates. Some 
alleadge that it endeth ſtrife, and there- 
koʒe is to be admitted: but to this map 
ſerue the aunſwere fo tbe firſt cauſe 
alleaged fo2 it . And beſides, who 
knoweth not that howſoener it endeth 
it betwixt thoſe- two, becauſe the one 
of them dpeth, pet lapeth it the ſounda⸗ 
tion of euen deadly hatred in the hearts 
of all their friendes , ſerde and poſte- 
ritie, ſo that foz one which is killed 
there ſtarteth vppe an hundzed diſcon- 
tented heartes , ſ&king and following 
all occaſions of ſtrife againft their e- 
nemies. @Zherefoze in peace and at 
home how a Ch2iſttan agiſtrate may 
allowe the combat, we finde no ſuffici 
ent canſe and warrant. Foz the fielde 
pet ſome doe thinke it is miete, and 
that they haue reaſon foz it, foz ſay 
they when two armies are incamped 
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in battle together, if vppon cauſes it 
bee iudged fiffe not tohazarde the loſſe 
of manie, but fo committe it to two 
champions , epther ſide agreeing to 
reelde bppon the ouerthꝛowe of their 
man, who can miſlike this? But we 
aunſwere that as pet the combat in it 
ſelfe is not pꝛwued god, but is euill: 
and fo doe enill that good may come 
of if, wee may not. Againe in ſuch 
a caſe as this, wee muſt conſider, not 
onely of the men and their ſafetie , but 
alſo of the canſe and his honeſtie. The 
cauſe is certainely epther god o2 enill, 
eyther iuſt oz ininſt, Af it bee good 
and iuſt, then is not the credite of if 
to bee layde vppon one man onely to 
the mocking of tuffice and right : and 
if if bee euill and vniuſt, then of a 
Chꝛiſtian Pagilkrate not one mans 
life to be ſpent in it, and fo; it. Yea 
but ſaye they yet further, the partie 
that hath the good cauſe is farre the 
weaker, and not able to ſtande ifthey 
once iopne all fogeather , and therefoze 
this other way. of two to trie all, is 
R 4 god. 
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god. And wee aunſwere alſo further, 
that this were a maruelous diſtruſt of 
Gods mercie and power not tollerable 
in a Chaiſtian . Foz if the cauſe ber 
god, and merte to be maintapned, then 
is the cauſe the Lozdes , the men the 
Lo2des, and he ſaueth not by bowe no; 
ſpeare , no2 by the multitude of an 
boſte , ſo that wee ſhoulde ſo regarde 
theſe , but giueth vicozie at his will to 
the weaker , and d2tneth awape, as 
the winde the duff , verie mightie fozce 
aſſembled againſt bim, and his chil⸗ 
dꝛen. Therefoze not euen yet doe Jſe 
a cauſe to beare out ante combat. Jf 
there bee anie coꝛruption in men that 
iuſtice bee not done (which ſometimes 
alſo is a cauſe alleadged ) wer mult ſay 
as he ſapde, committing our ſelues and 
our matter to God. Video, fero, ſpero, 
That is, J ſœ, J ſuffer, J truſt in God. 
And euen with a god heart, be readie 
to beare anie thing, rather than by a 
thing whereof J haue no warrant, to 

ſeke my ſafiſfaction, + 
Que. Why? what ſay you then of Da- 
uids act with Goliah: ? 4 
nl, 
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Anſ, J ſaye it was an extraoꝛdi⸗ 
narie motion in the heart of Dauid , Num. 25. 
w20ught by the Lozde vppon the heas Exod. 32- 
ring of ſuch blaſphemie againſt Cod, 1. Kings. 18. 
and it map not bee our imitation, no 
moze than the fact of Phinees, of the 
Leuites, 02 of Eliah which were all 
mere extrao2dinarie ; and had their 
warrant by ſuch ſpecialtte from the 
Lozde, as that others map not loke 
it ſhall extende to them, ik they doe 
the like.

Fozflpingofſhame which 
would follow that ae, neither yet may 
it be done. Foz the ſhame is not ſo great 
as the ad. and therefoze if the d&de done 
vnto her map not warrant her the igno⸗ 
minie following may not do it. Ss non ef 
impudica que inuita comprimitur , non eff 
ill inſtitia qua caſta punitur. That is, If 
ſhe be nowe vnchaſt which vnwilling is 
oppreſſed, then is it no iuſtice whereby 
the harmeleſſe is puniſhed . Sed mulier a- 
uida laudis metuit, ne quod violenter paſſa 
eſt dum viueret, putaretur libenter paſſa ſi 
viueret. But ſapth he a woman that ſtan- 
deth yppon ſpeach and praiſe reaſoneth 
with her ſelfe, that what ſhee ſuffered a.

lived. And therfoze,the will kill ber ſelfe. 
Indtede ſo map a woman reaſon that re⸗ 
gardeth moze man than God, but the 
chꝛiſtian guided with the ſpirit that Da» 
uid had,learneth to ſay with him: O god 
thou knoweſt mine innocencie, &c. = 
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to reſt in iop uf ſpoticfſe minde whatſo, 
euer the wo:ide fpeaketh. Then goeth 
bee further, and they will aunſwere 
ſaieth — — howe they 
map be tempted nt by long im, 
poꝛtunttie oz byfightof hard extremitie, 
and therefor they will pꝛouide befoze 
hande, leaft they Could offend, and they 
will kill theſelnes. O ſaith Auſten, what 
a ſpech is this?

And wee ſee neither Pas 
triarches, Pꝛophetes, noz Apoſtles euer 
to haue done it. Nay ſaieth Chzitt, 
When they perſecute you in one Citie, 
fie into an other. Mhere he might haus 
ſaide , diſpatch pour ſelues, leaſt pour 
enemies triumph oner vou. Nowe ik 
they might not doe it, foz whom ener- 
laſting manſions in heauen were pꝛo⸗ 
uided, what care we foz a thouſande ex⸗ 
amples of infidels and Paganes? Thus 
then J conclude, that neither foz theſe 
cauſes alleadged, noꝛ anie other whats 
ſoeuer, wee may violently deale with 
our ſelues and ende our life, 

Que. What if wee neither kill others 
nor our ſelues, but yer peraduenture 
conſent? 

Anſ. Euen that conſent of heart is 
hozrible murther & condemned in this 
lawe. Herodias as guiltie foz conſen⸗ 


ting to the death of John Baptiſt, and 
leking it, as if ſh& had hewed off his 
heade her ſelfe, Haman as guiltie foz 
Mardocheus, as if be had .

Saul had an eie bpon Da- 
uid, foz the womens ſinging, and it 
ſtirred him ſtill fo ſ@&ke the life of his 
ſonne and ſeruaunt. Ioſephs bzethzen 
enuied him, and it almoſt bzonght them 
to his bloudſhedding, Euerie way ther⸗ 
foe is enuie in a Chziſtian poyſon, and 
apparantly it faulteth againſt this com⸗ 
maundement. It is a poſſeſſion be- 
ſides that deſtropeth the poſſeſſour, Foz 
as the ruſt the iron, and mothes a gar 
ment, ſo eateth vppe enuie the man 
that enuieth. Theſe thinges make 
enuie loathſome pnough to a godlie 
minde, and pet is there moze to bee 
ſapde againſt it. Foz beſides all this, 
ennie, as it wiſheth an other mans 
fall, ſo doeth it reiopce if it happen vn⸗ 
to him. Which alſo is a thing very 
bozrible inthe eyes of God.

Therefoze enen this compa⸗ 
nion of enuie maketh it wozſe, as I

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pleaſe the Loꝛde moze carefullie to bee 
— - To reiopce at the ſinnes of 
an other much moze. muſt bee are- 
nous, if his wozldite eſtate may not 
be reiopted at that it is euill.

fozbidden , then is all lenifie , mercie, 
and pitie commaunded. All which are 
vertues of great pꝛaiſe, and afozding 
large perſwaſtons vnto our heartes, to 
lone and like them, to embꝛace and fol- 
lowe after them. But ſo ſhoulde A 
dwell to long in this tommaundement. 
The blackneſſe of their oppoſite vices 
J hope doeth make their beantie and 
b:ightneſſe great befoze our eyes. Dne- 
lie J withe vs, to the ende wee may 1 
abounde in all mertie, that wee would 177

refreſh the hungrie — troubled ſoule, TROY LEM

As 
alſo that ſentence which at the daie 
of dapes ſhall bee pzonounced vppon 
it, Come, come yee bleſſed of my fa- 
ther, and poſſeſſe the kingdome pre- 
pared for you : for when I was hun- 
grie yee fedde mee, when I was thir- 
ſtie you gaue mee drinke , when I was 
naked yee clothed mee , when 1 was 
ſicke yee viſited mee, and ſo ſooꝛth. 
Both which places with manie moe 
to the ſame ende being often thought 
vppon, will ſoften dur heartes in all 
dealinges with our bzethzen , and 
make bs p2ofitable to them euer to 
our powers, And pet ( which J 
hav almoſt fozgotte ) if is not ynough 
fo vs to doe god, fo bee kinde, and 
to ewe mercie, but wee muſk doe 
it alſo ſpedilie , readilie, and fitlie, 
that is, when the ne&de of our bze- 
thꝛen requireth it, obſeruing careful- 
lie all occaſions . Fo2 as it is ſaybe of 
guiftes , that qui cito dat, bis dat, he that 
giueth a thing quickly, giueth it ** 
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ſa is it of all thinges we doe, fo helpe 
in time is a double belpe, and a bene- 
fite haning loft the opoztunitie of our 
bꝛothers neede , loſeth his welcome. 
Wherefoze Iob pꝛopoleth that be bad lob. 31.14 
not cauſed the eyes of the widowe to 
faile in long loking foz his helpe . And 
Mardocheus requireth of Heſter not only 
belpe, buf pꝛeſent, a ſingular example Heſter. 4. 
fo; all eſtates. 

Que. What puniſhment had the breach 
of this commandement? 

Anſ. The ſpirituall puniſhment of 
it, as of all other ſinnes, is eternall

ered millike to growe within vs ol our 
nethzen, 02 anger, oz bafred, 02 enute 9 
clopcingat other mens falles, deſire of 
renence, crueltie, oz bifterneſſe, pꝛeter⸗ 
miſſion of opoztunitie, oz ame other 
2aunch thereof, and whether thzough 
our negligence and ſuffering Satan to 
Wcrepe vppon vs, cuen all theſe almoſk 
haue not biene within vs at one time 
0 other, one pulling on an other, as 
thinges vnſeparable. Powe hath milli⸗ 
king of ſome , and we well knewe not 
why, made bs apt to anger with —— 
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he murther of p tongue? Bleſſed is the Pſal7. 32. 


naineth, wherein we are to wep bowe 
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thing which they did, 6 often difpleaſey 
with them moꝛe than we ſhould? Howe 
bath anger beeing lodged to long chan- 
ged his nature and become hatred in 
vs: Howe hath hatred hatched vp en⸗ 
nite and deſire of reuenge? Bowe hath 
enuie wiſhed the fall of others, ſpite 
their god whatſoeuer it was, ioped at 
their miſerie, if wer lined to ſer it: 
Howe hath deſire of reuenge p2icked 
vs to the thing it ſelfe , nurced vp cru 
eltie and oner great ſecuritie? Mhat 
wantes haue we ſhowed of tender com-

What pꝛolonging haue wee made of 
the god which wee haue done, and 
howe careleſlie baue wie paſſed many 
an opoztunitie to doe our dueties in 
kindeneſſe to our bꝛethꝛen? Alas then 
where is the perfection of our loue, 
where is the innocencie of our life, 
where is that integritie of ours tow

Secondly there are fozbidden all vn⸗ 
The thought. pure thoughtes, and luſtes of the heart. 
Foz as in the other commanundementes 
it hath bene ſayde, ſo is it to be thought 
of againe in this: The laweginer is ſpi⸗ 
rituall, and therefoze this laue. Wen

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it is teſtified in plaine woꝛdes, that not 
onelie he is guiltie of this lawe which 
committeth the ac, but her alſo which 1.x. 
loketh vpon a woman and luſteth after 
ber. Thirdly the Apoffte placeth chaſti⸗ 
tie in bodie and mind, and therefoze the g 
tontrarie is incident both to bodie and ni ae 
minde. Nay in verie truth, man is ra⸗hich he u in 
ther that, which he is in mind, than that heart. 2 
which he is in bodie. The qualitie of the 
hart is the quality of the man, therfoze 
an adulterous hart, an adulterous man 
no doubt, e a bzeaker of this commaun- 
dement.

” drththe Church of Rome.F02 if God ch, 
demne thethought, howe allow they the

| not of adulterie, and pct ſay, they haue 
the ſpirit to: Is the ſpirit of God ſo va⸗ 
riable that ſomtime he condemneth the 
thought, x ſometimes alloweth the very 
fact?

fu alitas , The companion of chaſtitic. 
is trugalitie, ſayeth a learned man, and 


even in apparell. A would to God, if 
with a Chziltian heart ante will not 


that they woulde thinke of them with 
wozldly wiſedome , x in pollicie weigh 
them. Foz there is no man noz wo- 
man ſo karre fallen out with religion, 
and honeſtie, but that if they be not ſuch 
vet they deſire to ſeme ſo, and to be ſo 
taken, Nowe apparell in matter oz 
fozme vnſeemelp robbeth them of this 
that they neither ſeeme noꝛ are thought 
to be of manie.

Who can thinke they are refozmed in 
ſoule, who are verie much aboue their 
calling vnrefoꝛmed in ſhowe 2 Man can 
not enter to the inwarde heart, but 
iudgeth euer by the out warde fruite, 
and religion within vſeth alwayes to 
Gewe men effectes without . Foz ho- 
neſtie of bodie, though our hearts neuer

thinke of theſe two laſt reaſons, yet 
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meant any thing cõtrar to it, yet do we 
by apparel bꝛing our credit in queſtion, 
when it paſſeth cur calling and conueni- 
encie. And therefoze euen in pollicie, if 
we care not fo: Chziftianitie, we ſhould 
beware, Laſt of all, modeſtie in apparell 
both touching matter and foꝛme anſwe⸗ 
reth to the oꝛiginal of it wel, which was 
to hide vs after ſinne,confirmeth by p2a- 
iſe that apparell is vaine, liueth accoz- 
ding to the named ſcriptures, eſcaping 
the thꝛeatned euils, and finding pꝛomi⸗ 
ſed god, ſaueth our credite out of queſti⸗ 
on, aunſwereth the grauitie of the gol⸗ 
pell, hindzeth no pietie (fo2 often vnder 
an ill garment a god heart is hidden) 
and laſtly is ſo farre front alluring to 
luſt, that it enen cutteth the thzote of it, 
t very greatly ſtoppeth it.

ſon, place, or time. O but pet it ſticks in 
our hearts Þ apparell makes a man. Jn» 
derde many ſo iudge both of themſelues 
and other , that they are made, and 
beautified by apparell . But the ve- 
rie heathen man ſhall condemne vs, 
if wee doe ſo, who coulde thus ſape, 
that: Ornament um eſt quod ornat , ornat 
autem quod honeitiorem facit.

And of 
their playes be ſaith,they are the feaſts 
of Sathan,the innentions of the diuell, 
tc. Councels haue decreed very ſharp» 
ly againſt them, and polluted bodies by 
theſe filthie occaſions haue on their 
death beddes confefled the daunger of 
them, lamented their owne foule and 
grenous falles, and left their wars 
ning foz euer with vs to beware of 
them. But Jreferreyou to them, that 
bpon god knowledge of the abhominati⸗ 
ons of them, haue wzitten largely t wel 
againſt them.

Anl. Dancing againe is in the num- 
ber of vaine paſtimes, and the allure⸗ 
ments to vncleanneſle, as much experi. 

The ſcriptures 
checke it, the fathers millike it, the coun⸗ 
cels haue condemned it, & the p2ofe of 
Gods iudgementes vpon it biddeth vs 
beware. Inſtrumenta luxuria tympana c 
tripudia, ſaith one, the intic ers to luſt 
are pipinges and dancinges . Laquei ſunt 
& ſcandala non ſolũ ſaltatoribus, ſed ſpecta- 
toribis. They are ſnares and offences not 
onely tothe actors, but alſo to 7 behol- 
lob 21.11. ders. Iob noteth it as an olde pzaciſe of 

the diuel to octupie men withall, x as an 
ancient exerciſe of the wicked, that they 
ſhoulddaunce . Upon which wozdes a 
Calu. ſerm. 8 o. godly witer ſapeth: that from the ta- 
ypon lob. het and the flute, which in themſelues 
are not vnlawekull, they come to daun⸗ 
eing, which is the chieleſt miſchiefe of 
all. Foz there is alway (ſapth he) ſuch 
vnchaſt behauiour in dauncing. that of 


it ſelle, and as they abuſe it, (to * 
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the frneth in the woꝛde) it is nothing 
elſe , but an inticement to whozedome, 
In the Goſpel the ſpirite of God noteth Match. 24 
it in a wicked woman as an immodeff 
thing, e of a damnable effect in her wic- 
ked tather Herode to dance, And ſuch as 
interpzet the place are not afraide of 
theſe woꝛds, that it was meretricie laſci- Marlor. ex 
uiæ turpis nota nubilis paelle ſaltatio. That Calu, 
is, that forherto dance beeing a maide 
for yeares mariageable , was a note of 
whoriſh wantonneſſe. Foz whoſocner 
(ſaith he) hath a care ot honeſt grauitie, 
he euer condemneth dancing, and eſpe - 
cially in a maide. Againe hee calleth it 
peſtaculum familie Regie probroſum. 
Adiſhonourable ſight in akings houſe: 
with manie ſpeaches moe of millike. 

Sirach a wiſe man, and of great expe⸗ Syrac. 9. 
rience, biddeth a man not fo vſe the 
tompanie of a woman, that is a ſinger 
and a dauncer, neither to heare her, 
leaſt hee be taken with ber craftt- 
neſſe, The godlie Fathers as J ſaide 
miſlike if. Foz ſaltatio ad adulteras, Ambroſ. de 
non ad pudicas pertinet,, (aith one of them: in. ibi.

And verie Tullie could 
ſay, an honeſt man would not dannce in 
an open place foz a great patrimonie. 
Foz the iudgements of God vpon this 
vaine paſtime, it is ſtrange which Pan- 
taleon noteth out of Crantzius, that in 
Colbecke a towne in Germanie, ce 
taine light perſons hopping and daun⸗ 
cing in the Churchpearde of S. Magnus, 
beeing by the miniſter admoniſhed to 
ceaſe, and not ceaſing, did foz a long 
time (not able fo ſfay) runne rounde a⸗ 
bout, and af laſt fell all downe dead. 


But becauſe others haue ſo 1 77 
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in Geneſ. 


An. 1508. 
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wzit againſt this banitie, J ſay no 
moze of it at this time, but wiſh vs to 
conſider that it is an inticement often 
to adulterie, and therekoze in this com⸗ 
maundement fozbidden. And as foz 
anie dauncing that we reade of in 
the ſcriptures o haue bene vſed of 
the godlie, we mult vnderffande, that 
their dancing was ener a ſober modeſt- 
motion, with ſome ſong vſnallie to 
Gods pꝛaiſe, and men by themſelues, 
women by themſelues. Which nothing 
will warrant our cuſtome and guiſe in 
theſe dates. 

Que. Are there yet anie moe allure- 
ments? 

Anſ. There are pet many mo. But᷑ J 
may not in this ſozt ſtande vpon them. 
Gluttonie t dzunkennefſe, with honſes 
of open whozedome, your boke nameth Eck. 16 
and pꝛofes foz them. Idleneſſe alſo is 
an other meanes, the vowe of chaſti⸗ Cor. 7.39. 
tie, the denpall of ſeconde mariages, 
the going of men in womens apparell, Dur 22. 
and women in mans apparell, with a 
number ſuch . This onelte muſt J ſay,

Then howe 
the holie Pope of Rome can warrant 
by the woozde of God the erection and 
continuaunte of his ſfewes, iudge you, 
although his gaine be neuer ſo much 
thereby. Nay howe coulde that mon- 
ſter Sixtus the fourth warrant the erec⸗ 
tion of a ſtewes of both kindes, that is 
both of women and men, whereby 
20000 and ſome peares 40 thouſande 
ducketes came to his coffers 2 Oz the 
whole Church of Rome ſo like of, and 
ſo diminiſh the ſinne of foznication ? 
Can this their ſpirite that guideth 
them, be the ſpirite of G O D, when 
it condemneth not the act, Wwhereof 
God condemneth all occaſions and al- 
lurementes 2 No, no, the Loꝛde glue 
vs eies, and then haue we markes ſuffi 
ctent to bew2ay them by. 


Qte. Thus then may we ſee what we

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are forbidden in this la we: nowe Ipray 
you adde ſomething of the thinges wee 
are commaunded in the ſame. 

Anſ. Foz this matter your boke ans 
ſwereth well, that as wer are foꝛbid⸗ 
den in it all vncleannefſe, and all ins 
ticementfes fo the ſame ; ſoon the other 
ſide wee are commaunded to kepe our 
bodies and ſonles chaſt, and pure as 
temples of the holy Gholf , oꝛ ifthe giff 
of chaſtitie be not giuen vs, then to bſe 
the lawelull remedie appointed foz vs 
by God, which is mariage. Concers 
ning therfoze chaſtitie we are to know, 
that verie greatly the ſcripture lapeth 
downe Gods liking of it, and with 
many wo2dcs erh92teth vs vnto it. 
This is the will of God (ſapth the Apo⸗ 
ſtle) even your ſanctification, and that 
you ſhoulde abſtaine from fornication, 
that euerie one of you ſhould know how 
to poſſeſſe their veſſels in honour and ho- 
lineſſe, & not in the luſt of cõcupiſcence, 
euen as y gentils, which know not God, | 
And in an other place, Seeing ( ſaith he) 2-Cor.7-1, 
that we have theſe promiſes dearly belo- 
ued, let vs clẽſe our ſelues ftõ al filthines 
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of the fleſh and ſpirite and growe vp vn- 
to all holineſſe inthe feare of God. And 
againe the ſame Apoſtle beſeecheth the 
God of peace to ſanctifie them through- 
our,that their whole ſpirite,and bodie, & 
ſoule may be kept blameleſſe till the day 
of the Lorde leſus Chriſt. Manie ſuch 
as theſe are there, all which our vner- 
ring Papiſtes fake and expounde of ſin⸗ 
gle life , and will haue them, ſo many 
teſtimonies of the ſame to excell mari- 
age, But their bolde ſpeaking is not 
euer ſounde pꝛwuing, and therefoze we 
ſtap to belene them. 


Que. In other matters indeede wee 
haue good cauſe to refuſe them, but in 
this(gtue me leaue to ſpeake as I thinke, 
beeing readie to learne if I erre ) mee 
thinke we arenot to miſlike ſo much of 
their ſpeech . For, ſurclie it cannot bee 
denied, that the ſingle life is farre aboue 
the maried. The ſcriptures you knowe 
haue manie ſpeeches to this ende. 

Anſ. Mel then, foz your better ſatil- 
faction it wil not be amiſſe, if wee a litle 
conſider the courſe of this errour. And 
firſt J pꝛay you marke, that during — 
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the time of the olde teſtament they dare 
not, noz doe not ſay, that ſingle life paſ⸗ 
ſed mariage in excellencie, buf confras 
rie to be fruitefull and ſtoꝛed of childzen 
was a bleſſing, and fo be otherwiſe was 
a repꝛoch bnto them. Theretoꝛe this 
perfection and excellencie of ſingle life, 
they let it to be but nowe in the time of 
the goſpell. Where let vs alſo beginne, 
and going with them, ſer whether it be 
ſo 0z no. Me conſider then and ſe, that 
as the Lozde is holy himſelfe and pure, 
and therefoze bath ener liked and loned 
all holineſſe in his childzen , and by 
name this cleanneſſeof body and minde, 
which we ſpeaks al: ſoon the other ſide 
Sathan being impure and filthie , hath 
euer ſought and laboured fo wozke the 
like in vs, and by name fo dzawe bs to 
impuritie of fleſh and Caine of minde in 
this behalfe . The Loꝛde hath had ener 
his meanes to woꝛke the one: Sathan 
hath had his againe to bz&de the other. 
The Loꝛde by his wozd and ſpirite, and 
what elſe it pleaſed him to vſe: Sathan 
by ſundzie alſo verie fozcible wayes 
w;ought the contrarie. Some he ſo 
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mightily hardened , and ſtrangelp oner- 


Want of fce- came, that euen contemning the Lo2de 


ling one 
meanes of 
Sathan.

and his thꝛeates, and ſmothering what 
in their owne conſciences at ante time 
they founde contrarie to it, gaue them- 
ſclues ouer as it had bene bꝛute and 
ſauage beaſtes to all luſt and vnclean⸗ 
nelle without remoꝛſe. Df theſe ſpake 
the Apoſtle to the Epheſians: ſaping: 
That they beiug palt feeling gaue theur 
ſelues to all wautonneſſe to worke yn- 
cleanneſſe euea with greedinefſe, where 
the woꝛde her bſeth is verie ſignificant. 
And againe to the Romans he ſaith, that 
God gaue them vp to their heartes luſts 
ynto vncleanneſle, to defile their owne 
bodies betwixt themſelues, yea he gaue 
them vp to vile affections. For the wo- 
men changed the naturall vſe into that 
which is againſt nature. Then ſheweth 
he the meanes and wap, whereby all 
this was wꝛought in them. Foz a man 
would thinke that even reaſon and 
nature ſhould kepe vs from ſuch pol- 
Intion. They regarded not ( ſaveth the 
Apoſtle) to knowe God, and therefore 


God delivered them yp into a reprobate 
: minde, 
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minde, to doe thoſe thinges which are 
not conuenient. That is, God ſuffe- 
red Sathan ſo fo harden their heartes 
and fo depꝛiue them of the vſe euen of 
naturall light, as that thoſe thinges 
ſemed but ſpoztes vnto them, and mat⸗ 
ters of ſmall weight, which otherwiſe 
would haue feared them enen to thinke 
vpon. The Pꝛophet Ole ſeemeth to al- 
leadge the verie ſame manner of p:ocee- 
ding of Sathan in thoſe that knowe 
God. When hee ſapeth of Iſraell, that 
whoredome and wine and newe wine 
tooke away their heartes. That is, their 
iudgement and bnderſfanding , their 
conſcience and feling, whereby thep 
ſhould abhozre ſo diſpleaſing alifebefoze 
the Loꝛde. And what meaneth Salomon 
when bee ſapeth, that The young man 
followeth the inticeing harlotte to her 
houſe as as oxe to the ſlaughter, but e⸗ 
nen this, that by the ſubtill malice of 
Dathan he is depꝛiued of ſenſe to decerne 
whither hee goeth , and what his fall 
will ber? So then J ſay one meanes 
whereby Sathan in times paſt dꝛewe 
men from chaſtitie , the vertue of this 

X 4 com- 
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commaundement, to luſt and impuritie 
the bꝛeaches of the ſame, was by dulling 
their heartes in moſt fearefull manner, 
that they felt not ſinne to be ſin , no not 
even verie great and greuous ſinnes to 
be anie at all. Another meanes was by 
| Opinion of in Milling into their mindes an opinion 
Jifferencie an Of indifferentie in theſe matters, and 

| othermcancs, that God ( ſo he were ſerued in ſpirite of 
them) paſſed not fo2 their bodies, but 

left them in ſome ſoꝛt to themſelues, 

to vie to their pleaſures. This (to 0- 

mit a multitude of heathen hiſtozies, 

as alſo Simon Magus whome Auſten 
noeteth a defender of this doctrine) may 
appeare by that decree of the Apoſtles, 
that the Gentilles ſhould abſtaine from 
foznication, as alſo moſt euidently by 
the Epiſtle of Paule to the Corinthians, 
who thought of this matter as of a 
mere natarall thinge, fo lawefull foz 
them as epther to eate oz dzinke, 0 
they reſerued their (oules and ſpi⸗ 
rites to wozthippe GO D. But the 
Apoſtle ſhewefh it to ber farre other- 
Wiſe , and with manie vehement re- 
petitions of the dueties of their bodies, 
impug⸗ 
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impugning ſo vile a conceite of liber- 
tie to vſe them vnto luſt , Pe hath 
created pour bodies ſaieth the Apoſtle, 
aſwell as pour ſoules,and therefoze you 
muſt gloz iſie him aſwell in bodie as 
in loule. He pꝛeſerueth alſo the one aſs 
well as the other, the bloud of Chꝛiſt 
was ſhedde aſwell foz the one as the o⸗ 
ther to red&me it from death, they 
are both indifferentlie the Temples ol 
the holie ghoſt, they are both the mem⸗ 
bers of Chʒiſt, and at the latter day they 
muſt both by Chꝛiſt be rayſed, the bodie 
then to be toyned to the ſoule, which be- 
foe liued ſeparated, and therefoze aſs 
well in hodie as ſoule God mult be glo- 
rified, and both of them from filthie luſt 
and pollution kept chaſt. Manie moe 
are the reaſons of Paule in that Cpiffle 
to d2tue the Corinthians from this des verſ. 17. 
teſtable conceipt, that foznicatton was 
a matter indifferent, and challitie re⸗ 
quired not ſo much in bodie as in mind. 
But J referre them to the diligent rea⸗ 
der humſelfe to marke, and thus much 
onelie note to ſhewe the meanes where⸗ 
by @atan in thoſe dayes pꝛeuapled ſo 
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much fo dꝛaw men to the bzeach of this 
commaundement. A thirde meanes we 
reade of which argueth not a little the 
dulneſſe of man, e the boldneſſe of ſatan 
if oncehe get any vantage. Euen þ very 
woꝛd of god abuſed to confirme p which 
neither God noz his woꝛde could euer a/ 
bide. In the Apocalips, mention is made 
of the Nicolaicans ſinning in this reſpect 
moſt fearfully: 4 it is alſo by learned mi 
recozded how Nicholas the firſt father of 
v flithineſſe fel into groſſe 4 moſt fearful 
ſinne. Clemens and Euſebius ſap that he 
did it of meere ſimplicitie to remoue fr6 
him the ſuſpition of ieloſie, and to gine 
a teſtimonie vnto the woꝛlde, that ha 
was not, contrarie to the pꝛofeſſion of 
a Chꝛiſtian, to much addicted to anie 
earth thing, ſince it is wꝛitten, that he 
which hateth not father or mother, wife 
or child for Chriſt, cannot be his diſciple: 
and no man can ſerue two maiſters, with 
ſuch other places moſt wickedlie wze- 
ſted to bꝛing in a moſt hoꝛrible concluſls 
on. Carpocrates and his ſect th2ongh 
their abhominable life was warranted 


by that ſpeach of Paul, that anger & tri 
bulation 
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bulation ſhall be vpon euerie ſoule that 
funerh. Ste ſay they, how he ſayth vpon 
tuerie ſoule, not vpon every bodp, ſo that 
our bodies we may ble as wee liſt. O⸗ 
thers vſed theſe places: We are not vn- 
der the law, but vnder grace. Iuſto non eff 
lex poſta, There is no law for the iuſt, and 
ſuch other. By all which things it is ap⸗ 
parant howe mightily Satan bath bent 
his fozce ftodzawmen to the pollution of 
their bodies, and to vncleanneſſe fo2bid- 
den in this comandement. Now marke 
ſtill J pꝛay vou pᷣ̊ courſe of this matter, & 
ſe how as þ Church of God ener with- 
ſtode this wozke of ſatan in meaſure, & 
ſought to eſfabliſh honeſt life & chal be⸗ 
hautour, as J haue befoze ſhewed : ſo in 
the beginning of p goſpell eſpecially (as 
moft cauſe was giuen thꝛough the abun⸗ 
dance of þ contrarie ſin) very vehement⸗ 
ly, t harpely was condemned p liberfie 
of luſt, x filthie affection , which then rus 
led, 4 on p contrarie ſive was b2ged cha⸗ 
ſtitie, chaſtitie, with reaſons laid downe 
fo2 pexcellecie of it, t the comadements 
of godfo2 it. And indeed ſo zeloullp, ſo di⸗ 
ligetly , 4 ſo effectually was this done by 

. the god⸗ 
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godlie teachers of thoſe times, as that 
Satans ſubtilfies pꝛeuailing ſo mu 
befoze to the contrarie, beganne to la 
their ſtrength daily moꝛe and moꝛe. F9 
the hardneſſe of mens heart thꝛoug 
which ſinne ſo greatly increaſed, was 
turned info ſoftneſſe, and Chꝛiſtian fu 
ling: their ignozance which accompted 
ſo foule a ſinne an indifferent matter, 


was dailie diminiſhed and turned inte 


knowledge: their iudgements befoze a 
buſed with ſhewe of ſcriptures to col 
firme their euill, were bettered by the 
ſpirite of light to perceiue and ſ& hol 
fowlie theſe ſcriptures were wzelted 
to a w2ong ende, and howe many apy 
parantlie commaunded the contrarte, 
Do that their conſciences being quick- 
ned, their eyes opened, and their vn 
derſtanding augmented by continual 
and godlie teaching, luſt wared leſſe 0 
at leaſt moze oꝛderlie to the ſhowe of 
man. Fo2 it bzake not out in ſuch con 
fuſed manner, as befoze, to all and ene- 
rie one, that was liked, and might bee 
obtayned. Nowe then pet ſer a di⸗ 
uell. When he ſawe bis 8 — 
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men thus euery day fal to ruine thzough 
diligent exhoztations vnto chaſtitie, ſo 
that he was not able to deale with men 
as befoze , & to make them litle account 
of actuall pollution as he had done, 
what deuiſeth her pet ſfill to continue 
his venime in mankinde 2 Surelie euen 
this (note it and wonder) he himſelfe 
falleth fo pzeach and teach chaſtitie al⸗ 
ſo by his miniſters, and to extoll it fo 
heauen. But howe ? Not as he ſhould 
J warrant vou, but as it beſt ſerued foz 
his wicked intent. He doth not teach 
men to keepe bodie and mind pure from 
all vncleane actions oz conteites, buf 
he laboureth to perſwads that outward 
nencie of bodie (what bꝛoples of 
ſcoꝛching luſt ſoeuer the minde abideth) 
is an holie thing befo2ze God, ok it ſelfe 
acceptable, and meritozious. Yee doeth 
not teach men that there is an accepta⸗ 
ble chaſtitie in godlie matrimonie, if Þ 
gilt of continencie bee not giuen, but 
onto ceetaine perſons hee flatlie fozbid- 
deth it, as not follerable, and general- 
lie in all hee doeth note it as culpable, 


pꝛeferring ſingle life in dignitie, holi⸗ 
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nelle, merite bełoꝛe it in al men. Thy 
taught bis ſcholer and inſtrument Mar. 
cion the heretike about the yeare of 
Chꝛiſt :33, publiſhing. and teaching, that 
the coniunction of man and womia euen 
in matrimonie was ſinne, that it pv 
cteded o2 was inuented of a contrarit 
God, that women wholy were p wozke 
of the dinell, c men alſo the one halle of 
the. Be would alow none to be baptiſed, 
vnles they either were ſingle oz woulde 
pꝛomiſe euer after to be ſo, ac. To this 
end againe ſtepped vp Tatianus and his 
crew about the yeare 142. and he at the 
firft aſwel as Marcion condemned my 
frimonte altogether alſo, but afterward 
he dꝛewe in his ſpeach from openly 
ching it anie moꝛe, and bnder the high 
commendation of ſinglelife pꝛiuilp pin⸗ 
ched at the ſtayned eſtate of wedlocke, 
and ſought to make it hatefull. Where- 
upon his followers were called Encr:- 
tites, After Tatianus came Montanus d- 
bout the peare 145. who ſuffered firl 
mariages in ſuch as were. weake, but 
condemned the ſecond as intollerable in 
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ſoꝛt, x they gaue fo the ruder ſoꝛt as they 
called the, leaue to marrie, but foz ſuch 
as were of any credit amongſt them, and 
qrowe as they ſay to any perlectiõ, they 
might not in any wiſe marrie but line 
chaſt. Thus began Þ opinið of ſingle life 
toercel p other euen by theſe ſteps. Fro 
whice diners godly fathers receiued in⸗ 
fection , as Tertullian, Hierom, Origen, 
Clement, Nazianzene, w others fi ing 
bery far with theſe heretikes into a mil⸗ 
likiizg of p ozdinanceof god againſt in⸗ 
cdtinencie, 4 info an ouer great opinion 
of ſingle life. Then frõ a thingcõmenda⸗ 
ble in all men, it was bꝛought at laſt to 
be a thing neceſſarie in ſome men, & ſo 
grewe moꝛe e mo2e daily. Then did nes 
ceſſitte to obſerue what inſürmitie could 
not obſerue, cauſe much ſecret 4 very ofs 
ten, euen vnnaturall & fearefull pollu- 
„tion, whereby it fel out, that by this ſub⸗ 
. till dight of bis, to extoll chaſtitie, and to 
bplace it only in ſingle lite, ſatan bꝛought 
Las great an harueſt into hell, as befoze 
twitjb his other named meanes. 

1 Qu. Thus then by this ſtorie I ſee 


bove this opinion began of ſingle 1 
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and how ſubtilly Satan transformed him 
ſelſe into an Angel of light, but yet I ſee 
nothing why ſingle life is not bettet than 
matrimonie. 

Anſ. That is ſtraunge, ſceing by 
the ſfozie it is apparant, that during 
the time of the olde Teſtament , there 


was neuer ſuch a thought amongſt the 


childzen of Sod, but euen the quite 
contrarie, and ſecondly even vnder the 
Goſpell it ſpzung from ſuch teachers 
as Marcion, Montanus, Tatianus, and 
other heretikes . But pet if wer would 
mo2e fully bee ſetled , let vs duelp wey 
what the ſcripture ſaieth of godlie ma- 
trimonie, and then ſhall wee (& whe- 
ther thaſtitie her onely in ſingle life, a 
whether wie can finde anie greater 
pꝛaiſe of it and acceptaunte befoze Cod 
than of marriage, 02 no. Firſt then J 
pꝛap vou, let vs conſiver what in the 


Goſpel is ſaide in matrimonie: to wit, 


that thoſe whome God hath ioyned to- 
gether no man ought to put aſunder. 
Surclic if God iopne them, then is the 
life accepted, and not vnchaſt befo2! 
him. Againe euerie man hath his pꝛo⸗ 
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per gift ſaieth the Apoſtle ſpeaking of.. cor. 7. 
" & thismatter,ſometomarry,and ſome to 
© F live vnmaried. Whereof we may true⸗ 

" W lyconclude, that if to marrie be the giff 

of God as wel as tontinencie ts, then is 

it as wel accepted of him, 4 no wap can 

it be vnholy . Againe inthe ſame place 

it is ſaid, that the vnbeleeuing husband v.14. 
is ſanctified by the beleeuing wife, t cons 
trariwiſe. But that could not be, if ma- 
trimonie were either impure ſimplie oz 
in compariſon to ſingle life. In the plate 
aboue named fo þ Theſſalonians , it was 1. Theſſ.. 
generally ſaid vnto all men, not onelp 
to vnmaried men, that my ſhould poſe 
ſeſſe their veſſels in holineſſe & honour, 
& not in the concupiſcence of the fleſh; 
Therefoze mariage is holineſſe and not 
oncleanneſſe befoze God ane iot moze 
than ſingle life is. In the Epiſtle to Ti- 1. Tim. 4. 
mothie the foʒbidding of mariage is cal⸗ 
led a doctrine ok the diuel, which coulds 
not bee if it were a ſtaine to a Chꝛi⸗ 


ſtian man oz woman. And art thou 
bounde to a wife? ſaieth the Apoſtle, 1. Cor. y. 
ſeeke not to bee looſed. Which her 
would neuer haue ſaide, if in it ſelfe 
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338 Queſtion 
the ſingle life, had beene moze holie am 
god befoze God than the married. e 
know alſo what the Pſalme ſaith, foz a 
bleſſing ſhall befall to him that feareth 
Cod, namely this ; Eis wife ſhall be like 
a fruitefull vine vppon the walles of his 
houſe, &c. Mherebp verie euidentit ig 
 howtheLozd alloweth wedlocke,when 
he vouchſafeth ſo to blefſe it # ſveake of 
it. How then dare we ſay that to be ma 
ried is to be vnchaſt, oꝛ anie way to dif, 
pleaſe the Loꝛde? Bowe dare we ſay the 
ſingle life in it ſelfe is better, 82 nzoze 
holie? What euer finde we in the worde 
of God moze ſetting downe the pꝛaiſe of 
finglelife, than theſe haue done the truc 
commendation of godlp mafrimonte:Jt 
is noted of many euen vnder the goſpel, 
that they were married, but not in all 
the wozlde doe J remember either man 
oz woman noted as liked the better fo; 
a ſingle life. Therfoze to cut off this dil⸗ 
courſe which might verie greatly be in⸗ 
creaſed, apparant it is that of thoſe two 
eſtates there is no pzeheminence of me- 
rite oz holineſſe of eyther aboue the o/ 
ther, but both o them god and 2 
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ed of God in thoſe perſons foz whome 
they are expedient, Andit is alſo mani- 
feſt, that albeit þ commanded vertue in 
this commandement be chaſtitie, yet is 
not that in ſingle life onely ſituated oz 
in the bodp alone, but bothin bodie and 
minde, both in ſingle eſtate and double, 
and aſwell in the one as in the other. 
Foz both of them are capable of the 
ſame.

Altogether in wozldly reſpecks, 
as you may eaſily ſee, if you marke

Foꝛ firlt ſoꝛ thoſe woꝛdes in 
the 26. verſe:that to liue ſingle was bet⸗ 
fer foz the pꝛeſent necefſitte, you ſv that 
it is a woꝛldly tauſe, and no matter of 
moꝛe holineſſe. Fo2 neceſſifte there ei⸗ 
ther ſignifieth the perils and perſecuti- 
ons ofthe Goſpell, which in thoſe daies 
it was ſubtext vnto, wherin it were bet- 
fer foz a man to be ſingle than tied to a 
charge p wold both trouble him fo kape, 
t gretue him to part withal,o2 elſe it fig- 
nifieth the ſcarſitie of chꝛiſtian wines x 
hnfbands, as then to be had the Goſpell 
being but young , tn regard whereof if 
they bad the gift totary, without ſinne, 
ik were better to be ſingle than matched 
to an Inſidel. So that IJ ſay this cauſe 
is altogether woꝛlolp. Foz the ſeconde 
ſpeach of Paul in the ſame chapter, that 
they which are married ſhall haue tribu- 
lation in the fleſh, that he wonlde haut 
all men as her was, and that be wiſhed 
them veithout care, ec. you ſ& againe 
it is a woꝛldlie cauſe. Foz what ſigni 
ficth tribulation in the fleſh there, but 
either thoſe griefes, cares, hartbꝛeakes 
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to married folkes, ſometimes about one 
thing ſometimes about an other, as as 
bout their childzen , abont the gouernes 
ment of their familie, about getting oz 
keping theſe wozldlie matters, oz by 
reaſon of contrarie religion, ⁊c. in re⸗ 
ſpect whereof ſapth Paule J ſpare pon, 
that is, J doe wiſh pon free and ſingle, 
that you might miſſe them all, if it 
might be, and that foz the lone J beare 
you. Foz his thirde ſpeach , that the 
married woman taketh care to pleaſe her 
husband, but the vnmarried to pleaſe the 
Lord, no way may it be taken to pzoue 
that none p be maried eyther doe oz can 
take care to pleaſe God, fo2 the confrary 
of that hath bin euidently ſhewed in the 
places befoꝛe: oz pet to inferre Þ the vn- 
maried doe ener (&ke to pteaſe him, fo 
experience to much teacheth the con⸗ 
trarie: but it onlie howeth thus much, 
that ſuch as be vnmaried if they be god- 
lily diſpoſed, may moꝛe freely and readi⸗ 
ly as it were attend their denofion than 
others p be married, haning nothing to 
trouble the o: to diſtraa their cogitati- 
Wann, ſce is but 
3 an 
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an outwarde reſpect. And therefoze we 
may now conclude that far was it from 
the meaning of Paul, to pzefer ſingle life 
befoze matrimonie, in reſpec of greater 
pietie 02 merite befoꝛe God, but onlp in 
reſpec of outward incũbꝛantes, where⸗ 
of indeede it is much freer than the o⸗ 
ther eſtate is. Mhich pꝛeheminente and 
digniticaif it would content our papiſts, 
we and they ſhould well agree: but they 
will needes haue virginitie and the vow 
of ſingle life to be a ſatilfaction foz fins, 
a deſeruing of remiſſion , of the grace of 
God, of ſaluation, and life euerlaſting: 
As vou may lee in the Catholike confel⸗ 
ſion of one of their great teachers Petrus 
a Soto, and may alſo note in the ſpeach 
of the biſhopto the that made this vow, 
who euer anſwered (after they had pꝛo⸗ 
miſed) in this maner, Er ego promitto tibi, 

ſs hac ob ſeruaueris, vitam aternam : That 
is, and [promiſe thee, if thou keepe theſe 

thinges life euerlaſting: That is, if thou 

liue ſingle tc. Vet ſee we Paul who they 

ſay liued euer vumaried,not to dare once 
to exhibit his ſingle life to þ maieſtie of 
God to merite any thing foz him, 02 — 
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purchaſe him ante fauour, but only and 


Jeſus, And we ſee not Peter, Philip 02 a- 
nie in the new Teſtament, p were mar - 
ried to begge any pardon fo2 it at Gods 
hand, oz to inſinuate anie way, anp im⸗ 
pietie of theirs in ſo doing. Which vet 
aſſuredly they would haue done, if the 
opinion of poperie had bin true concer- 
ning ſingle life and matrimonie. S. Au- Lib. 0 cap. ac. 
guſtine in his boke of Uirginitie hath 
mante wozds of the rewardes of matri⸗ 
monie, t concludeth thus, that eternall 
life is giuen ofthe Lozd both to married 
4 vnmarried indifferently. The councell 
of Gangren thought god to make this 
canon, Þ if any lining ſingle fo the Lozd An. 333- 
ſhould in arrogancie & p2ide contemne C. 10. 
thoſe y were married, they ſhould be ac- 
curſed, Wheresfo:ze we conclude this 
matter e ſay as y Church of God ſaid in 
time: Virginitie we cõmend, widow- ** 
hood we praiſe, & the chaſt bond ofgod- f.

ly wedlocke we honour and receiue. But Epiph. tom 1. 


as for adulterie, fornication, & vnclean- lib. hæreſ. s 
nes whatſaever, either of bodie or mind, 
we abhor it & condemne it. Thus then 
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I hope you ſe bow the opinion of chaſti- 
tie to conſiſt only in liuing ſingle, ſpꝛũg 
vp enen by the diuell, who knew not o⸗ 
ther wiſe how to dzawe men to vnclean, 
nes, being robbed of his fozmer means, 
than by making them to abzidge them 
ſelues of the ozdinance of God againſt þ 
euill.

being able to (et euerie thoughf- we 
thinke viſible in our foꝛebeades in great 
letters, that euerie one which runneth 
by, might reade them, vet molt mexci, 
fully ſparcth vs, and is content our 
ſecret ſhame ſhould not appeare to men, 
Shall wee ſtill pzonoke him, ſhall wee 
fill offende and grieue him: Surely 
the hotte wil be the w2ath at laſt, which 
ſo long his mercte hath withhoulden, 
Wherefoze to conclude this matter, e⸗ 
nen as we loue the Loꝛde and cur owne 
bealth, let vs ſe and weigh how depely 
this lawe again impure thoughtes is 
able fo charge vs, let vs conſider the 
cauſe, if we can finde it out, that d2ineth 
bs vſuallp into ſuch hidden ſinne, and 
hereafter as men touched with ſome 
Chꝛiſtian remoꝛſe, that ſo god a God 
Gonld ſo ill be offended, let vs ridde 
our heartes as we can of the effect, by 
taking awape oꝛ at leaſt topping) in 
ſome meaſure the courſe of the cauſe. 
Thbe meanes and allurementes eyther

Sometimes ſpeech wanton and light, 
fir the heart vp to conceiue that thing, 
and the wicked fleſhe to perfourme it 
fully, which God and nature abhozrg 
as filthie . The dalying tattles of theſg 
tourting dapes, the laſciuious ſongs 
made by loſe mindes, and the wanton 
greetinges in euerie place nowe vſed, 
alas what thoughtes pzocure they nes 
uer liked of the Lozde, that J may ſay 
nowozle 2 Bokes witten by vnrefoz- 
med hearfes , and continually read to 
thegriefe of God, are they no occaſions 
tofraile fleſh, both in thought and devs 
to offende againft this law: God knows 
eth, and experience teacheth ſach ſonles 
as taſt of Ch3ilk, that verie deadly pop⸗ 
ſon vnder afalſe delight, doth this way

bis pleaſure, x therfoze the Lo2de God e⸗ 
ven in theſe alſo greatly ouerſeene fo; 


be would fronvle bimielfe! fomake ſaws 
touch⸗ 
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touching theſe matters, when as no ma 
hath oꝛ ought to haue ante pꝛopꝛietie in 
anie thing moze than an other. Againe 
all the exhoztations in the Dcripture 
to almes dedes, and fo mercie towarde 
the poze is friuolous, fo2 they haue as 
god "right fo take ante thing they wanf 
from ante man, as the other haue fo 
give them. But all thoſe you ſ& are 
abſurde, and therefoze the opinion, and 
the contrarie of if the wil and oꝛdinante 
ofthe Lo2de. 

Que. What is then the verie drift of 
this commandement? 
Anſ. The verie ende of it is this, to 
binde our lone and care to our neighboꝛs 
gods, as befo2e it hath bene to his life, 
and thinges dere vnto him as his life. 
Foz it can not bee , that our heartes 
ſhould be right in affections fowardes 
dur b:ethzen, and wee ſpoylers and 


tommodities which they inioy. Lone 
chteriſheth and kepeth euen every thing 
ſo neere as it can, which he accompteth 
of, whome wee loue , and eſpectallie 


which bes lusth by and maintaineth 
2 5 both 


waters, oz ante way harmers of the 
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both himſelſe and others by. And there 
fozeas IJ thinke we cannot take a bet- 
ter courſe to lay befoze our owne eyes 
wantes of loue in vs towards the gods 
of our neighbo2s, and conſequently our 
b:eaches of tbis commanndement, than 
diligently to wey ſome particular due- 
ties ſpecified in the woꝛzde, wherein the 
Lo2d God would haue our lone to ſhow 
it ſeife. As foz open rapine, and plaine 
ſtealth no man J thinke will excuſe it o; 
denie it fo be ſinne, and therefoze J ſtand 
not vpon it, your boke hath enident pla- 
ces quoted againſt it. J come rather to 
thoſe other duties of boꝛowing and len⸗ 
ding, of hyꝛing and letting, of buying 
and ſelling, and ſuch like. 

Que. Firſt then what is the Lawe 
of borowing and lending in the 
worde? 

Anſ. If a man ſaith the lawe borowe 
anie thing of his neighbour, and it bee 
hurt, or elſe die, the owner of it not be- 
ing by, hee ſhall ſurelie make it good. 
If it be an hyred thing, he ſhall not make 
it good, for it came for his hyre. In 

which lawe , if wee well wey * 
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may firft ſes, that if we haue that thing, 
which our neighbour woulde bozowe , 
and wee able without our hurt well 
to ſpare it bim, we are bound to doe it, oz 
elſe we ſinne againſt this law of God, x 
we enen ſteals from our bzother , that 
which in right is bis. Foz GD D 
woulde not ener haue made a lawe foz 
recompence of the lender, if his thing 
lent receyue ante harme , vnleſſe it 
had biene a neceſſarie duetie of lone to 
lende when we map. MKherefoze this 
narowneſſe of heart, and vnkinde diſ- 
poſition , to grudge vnto ante that god, 
which by lending wee can poſſible doe 
him, it is hatefull in the eyes-of God, 
and a plaine bꝛeach of this commaun- 
dement. Secondlie in this lawe, as ye, 
one verie well hath noted, we may ſer 
a great light ginen to that harde con- 
trouerſte concerning vſurie of money. 
Foz marke J pay you howe be ſaith , 
in plaine fcarmes , That if the thing 
were hired, although it periſhed in vſe, 
yet ſhould it not be made good by him 
which hired it, for it came for his hire. 
The monep which vſurers giue =. 
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bired as we knowe, @Therefbze if it 
were a thing that might bee byzed von 
the ſentence of God though it peri 
2. ſhed. Decondlie marke againe hoe the 
lawe ſayth, though a man lende of mere 
lone freely without anie hyze, pet (hall 
his recompence bee nothing moze than 
god will againe, vnleſſe if die, oz be 
hurt which he lendeth, Now monie nei- 
ther dieth neyther commonlie ts anie 
whit hurt, but returneth euerie way 
3. as god as it came. Thirdlie conſider 
howe the lawe will haue an apparant 
hurt of the thing lent, oꝛ elſe it alloweth 
no recompence, but vſurers will haue 
conſideration foz likely loſe. Foz lay 
they, if Jhadhavmy monie, poſſiblieJ 
coulde haue gapned thus mach with if, 
pet are they not ſure they coulbe haue 
done it, fo God coulde haue croſſed 
their expectation , and being not ſure 
that they could haue gayned, it is not 
apparant that they haue bene hindzed, 
but this lawe of God pꝛonideth in equi⸗ 
fie onlie foz apparant harme, and there- 
4. fozenothing foz them. Fourthly thee- 
quitie of this laweis onelie this, — 

fd go 
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god will be no loſer, and therefoze p20- 
niſion is made foz recompence, ifthe 
thing lent recepued hurt: bat vſarers 
will haue their god will, as they call it, 

a certaine, and an exceſſiue gapner. 
Fiftlie in this la we of God the bozolo⸗ 5+ 
er is reſpected, that hee ſhoulde haue 
helpe of his neighbour, and not pay foz 
it, vnleſſe hee hurt the thing which hes 
bozowed, but vſurie regardeth wholie 
the lender. Wherefoze it ſcemeth that 
if this lawe of our God had euer any 
equitie , this vſurie of monie had euer 
plaine iniurie, and that this kinde of 
lending is voide of lone, and therefo2e 
apparantly a bzeach of this tommaun⸗ 
dement. Thus therefoze wee ſee what 
light the equitie of this lawe of lending 
gineth to this queſtion of vſurie , which 
equitte remaineth and euer ſhall, 

Que. But I pray you what thinke 
you of giuing vſurie which manic 4 
good man is conſtrained to doe? 

Anſ. Truely foz mine owne part 1 
am ſatiſfied to thinke it alſo euill, by the 
woꝛdes of Ieremie, who ſaith , he hath 
neither giuen vſurie nor taken, and yet 
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they hated him, Fnſinnatingplainly, Sif 
be had done either, he could haue found 
tuff canſe in himſelſe, why he ſhould ba 


euil thought of. 
Que. What is the law of pledges? 


Anſ. If thou takeſt thy neighbours 
raiment to pledge, ſaith the lawe, thou 

4 ſhalt reſtore it — him ere the ſunne goe 
downe. For that is his couering only. and 

this is his garment for his skinne wherin 

ſhal he {leepe? Therefore when he crieth 

| vnto me I wil heare him, for I am merci- 
Deut. 2 (6. ful. And in an other place: No man ſhall 
take y vpper or necher milſtone to plege, 

10. for this gage is his liuing And when thou 
ſhalt aske againe of thy neighbour anie 

11. thing lent, thou ſhalt not goe into his 
houſe to fer his pledge, but thou ſhalt 
ſtande without, and the man which bor- 
rowed it of thee ſhall bring the pledge 
12. out of y dores vntothee. Furthermore if 
bebe a poore body, thou ſhalt not 1 
iz. with his pledge, but ſhalt reſtore him the

i good. But if it be ſtolne from him, he 12.

By which laws 
thus much we may note, that notwith- 
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ſtandingfozthinges committed to their

and therefoze auiltie they are befoz? 
God of ſtealth the bzeach of this com 
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mandement. | ol! 
Que. What is the lawe of finding 
thingesloſt,  - 
Anſ. Thou ſhalt not ſaieth the lawezr,....... 
fee thy brothers oxe nor his ſheepe goe 
aſtray, and withdrawe thy ſclfe from the, 
bur 2 bring thẽ againe vnto thy bro- 
ther : and if thy brother bee not neere, 
vnto thee or if thou knowe him not, then 
thou ſhalt bring it vnto thy houſe, and 
it ſhall remaine with thee: vntill thy bro= 
ther ſeeke after it, then ſhale thou deli 
ver it to him againe . In like maner ſhales,

Kot ſinne vpon them, by making them

Thirdlie you ſhall not 
trouble or oppreſſe anie widowe, ſateth 1 
the awe, nor ahie fatherleſſe child : for if Z xod. aa. as. 
you doe, hee ſhall ctie ynto nee ſaieth 
the Lorde , and then mine anger ſhall 
burne „and 1 will kill you with the 
c Aa 4 ſword, 
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ſworde,and your wiues ſhalbe widowez, 
and your children fatherleſſe. Mhert by 
the way marke the vehemencie of this 
ſpeach, and ſer whatcomfoat to the god- 
ly, and terrour top wicked it may tuft 
iyerbibit. Foz the fozmer, God knoweg 
and the wozive ſees home often they are 
wyzecked and v2onged and ſet fo the 
wall by crael! , vngodlie, and harde 
Hearfed men, howe often they fayle of 
friendes to mayntaine their right , and 
- befende their cauſe againſt the euill. 
But pet ſ@ hiere a comfozt , though all 
fozlake vs, if wee crie to the Lo2de, 
fhe canſe ſhall bee his, and he will 
belpe bs , the Lozde will awake and 
ſcirre vp his wzath , till the wong 
wee baue ſuffered bee reucnged fully. 


whother anie cries paſſe from the gr#- 
ned heartes of ſuch as hee burfeth 03 
no: If they doe, as it cannot be but they 
ſhonld, ih trembleth bee nat to coul 
der what hangeth ouer his heade, euen 
readie to ligbt vpon him euer ie heure, 
il God bee GS a” 
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woꝛde e © that our heartes then may 
tleaue to the Lozde if wee be oppꝛeſſed, 
and tremble at his iudgementes if we 
ble it to others. But fo refurne to the 
matter againe, if all oppzeſſion bee 
ſtealth befoze God, what J p2ay you 
tall we thinke of the ſountaine of much 
oppzefſion , to wit, acceptance of per⸗ 
ſons in tudgenient e @urely it muff 
nedes alſo bie evill befoze the Lode. 
Reaſon doth teach it, and pet God foz 
moꝛe aſluraunce expꝛeſſelp foꝛbiddeth it 
as a miſchiefe in a common wealth.

What alſo ſhall we thinke of one cauſe 
of acceptatid of perſons to wit of bꝛibes 
and rewardes, but enen alſo as the ve- 
rie poyſon of iuſtice abbo2re them and 
condemne them, & the rather faz that ſo 
erpzeſſely tbey are fozbivden in the 
zds Wreftnor the lawe (ſayth the 
Aa 5 Lozde) 
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Lo2de) nor reſpect not anie perſon, ney; 
ther rake rewarde. For:the'rewatde 
blindeth the eyes of the wiſe, and pet. 
uerteth the wordes of the wit, That 
which is iuſt and right, ſhalt thou fol. 
lowe, that thou mayelt live, and poſleſk 
the lande which the Lorde thy God gi 
ueth chee. Thus then as bꝛaunches of 
this commaundement, we ſer not onely 


but euen alſo the cauſes of it, accep⸗ 
tante of perſons, bztbes, and rewarves, 
foꝛbidden. And J will pet adde one thing 
ouer vnto all theſe , which muſt nerdes 
be included in this head of oppzeſſion, 
becauſe it is a common anda dangerous 
cloake of the ſame, to wit , lineries of 
P2ince 02 ſabiectes; noble men, gentle- 
me, 02 whoſoener.

Que. Let ſtill proceede on, Nr 
Anſ. An other bꝛaunch of this com- | 
maunde ment of ſkealth is idlem le. oz 
lince the fall of our firſt parents, what- 
ſoeuer we iniop tnftly and truely as cur 
owne, we muft get it by labour. And 
whatſoener A labour not foz, and yet in- 
ioy, J ſteale it, and the vſe of it be- 
longeth not vnto mir. Foz then was it 
layde to Adam and his poſteritie fo: 
euer 
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tzuer that in the ſweate of their b2owe 
they ſhould eate their meate. The mes 
ning whereof bindeth not all eftates . 
a like bodilie labour, but it intopneth 
euerie one ſome lawefull calling, the

Foz let him that ſtole ſteale 
no more (ſateth the Apoſtle ) but let him 


hands y thing which is good,that he ma 
haue to giue him which nedeth. 
as it were verie plainelp, that the cauſes 
why the ſtealer ſtole , was want of la⸗ 
bouring in bis calling. Many godly 
lawes and cuſtomes haue heathen men 
made, and had againſt᷑ idleneſle. Some 
haue puniched it with verie death, as 
did Draco the lawegiuer of the Athe- 
nians, others haue admitted none fo 
dwell in their townes with them, vn⸗ 
leſle he had come art, and carefully fol- 
lowedit alſo. Al countreys and all peo⸗ 
ple foconclude, that haue lined vnder a- 
nie god gouernement , haue abhozred 
it, Salomon ſendeth the idle belly to 
earnebis dutie of the verie vileſt = 

re 
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ture the piſmire, who laboureth in fan 
mer to liue in winter, and whoſe ma. 


muy litle cariages, as you fe; makeq 


call giue him, which is woꝛ ſe, euen pu 


great heape at laſt. And in an other 
place he ſapeth, that he which will not 
— it is cold, ſhall begge bit 

eade, when it is warme, and no man 


niſhing iuſtly his great louth. There 


was alitle fiftle tattle, when time was 
they ſay betwirt the graſhopper and the 


piſmire, and we may laugh at it, & yet 
loke better about vs as admoniſhed by 
it.

at, laſt when winter came on, begann 
to ſhake, and to noe fo bedde with an 
empfte beilie manie a night, to the 
great weakeningof her liuelp limmes, 
and the quite marring of all her mu⸗ 
ſicke. To (teale ſha refaſeth of her 
honef nature, aud to begge ſhz 1s 
aſhamed foz feare to be mocked , Pet 
nede maketh the olde wife trotte, 


they ſay, and modeſtie in this * 
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creature mult ptelde to neteſſitie. To 
it therefo ze ſhe goeth, and hauing a 
wealthie neighbour not karre off, that 
had laboured ſoze all ſummer, and laide 
vp much god victuall, to her cher com⸗ 
meth, and craueth ſome ſuccour at her 
bande. Uho by and by demaunded 
of her what ſhee-did all ſummer / fs 
las (ſapeth the graſhopper) J ſung and 
litle rememb2ed this change . Did you 
ſo ( ſateth. the Ant) indeede did you 
ſing all ſummer ! Nowetrult me, foz 
mer, -you- ſhall daunce all winter, foz 
J liue by my labour, and J will neuer 
wainfaine idleneſſe in ante, Thus 
receined louth a checke, when it lo⸗ 
ked foz helpe, and wee warned by it 
may learne this moꝛzall, to labour 
leaſt wee lacke , © Optimum obſonium 
ſeneltuti labor, (ſaieth one) They are 
good refreſninges in our age the wel- 


deſtowed trauelles of our youth. 


Veares paſſe, and ſtrength kaples, 
gette nothing in youth, and haue 
nothing in age, But O careleſſe 
heartes of ours, and. headie wil, who 
(an perſwade this, oz beate it = 
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the heades of young men, and maydes, 
of ſeruantes, and ſuch as are comming 
on? No, no, we will hoppe and daunce, 
tipple and dzinke, banket and re 
nell, what counſell ſoeuer is ginen yy 
ts the contrarie, with that litle we hane, 
and ſing care away, And a litle gat 
apparell on the backe, is woozth mag 
money inthe cheſt, But wiſe is he 
whome other mens harmes can canſq 
to take hede. Sicknefſe may come, am 
euveriemaiſter wil not keepe a ſicke ſer- 
naunt, a mayme may fall to vs, and 
wee then may heare it, J haue no wa- 
ges vnleſſe you could wozke, mani 
thinges may happen, and a maus olon 
is his owne , and great is Gods blel⸗ 
ſing to faithfall labour, as tr uelp his 
plagnen are not litle oz rare to idleneſi 
and lonth. 

Que. Well ſir then ſince labour we 
muſt and ſo liue, I pray you is not cueric 
labour commendable? | 

Anſ. No inderde. Foz the Apoſtle in 
the A named befoze , maketh 4 
Epheſ. 18. and ſapeth, Let him labour with his 
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owne handes the thing that is good: as 
if he ſhould haue ſaid, there are labours 
which arenaught, and pet labours to. 
Mherefoze it is not pnough to make 
bs guiltleſſe of this commanndement 
to ſay, we get that we haue by labour, 
but it mult be god labour (ſapth Paul) 
iuſt labour, and lawefall labour. The 
which diſfinatdouerth;oweth al main⸗ 
tenance gotten by maſſing, by tugling, 
by charming, by playing interludes, by 
fidling and pyping vp and downe the 
countrey, by carping about beares and 
apes, by telling of foztunes, and (ach 
like frades, mentioned in the ſtatute of 
this lande, touching vagabundes. Foz 
though they be labours, and make them 
ſweate often. ſome of them, yet want 
they warrant in the woꝛd to pzone 
them god, and lawekull labours. And 
„e therekoꝛe ſubiec to the penaltie of this 
ie lawe 8 Ood. 

Que. And I pray you let me adde one 
thing more becau Fd ouſay all labours 
3 be lawefull : what if a man in the 
purſuite of a pyrate or anie enemie in 
is fielde get a * whether i 7 is laweful 
E B to 
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to retaine it, and conceile it, or it is 
ſtealth ſo to doe? The labouris uſt, ho. 
neſt and laweful. 

Anſ. Truelp J muſt n&des anſwere 
pon, that albeit the labour in reſiſting, 
and repelling any enemie be commen- 
dable and god, and therefoze nods ſo 
gottenlawfully poſſeTed of the P2ince, 
the lienetenant, the generall oz chiefe 
whoſoeuer:pet is there no warrant that 
euer ie ſouldier ſhoulde be his owne tar⸗ 
ner and take what hee can get. But the 
tuſtome lawe of all wel ozdered wars 
is this, oꝛ ſhould be, that what ſpoyle ſo⸗ 
euer is got, and not gjuen ＋ hand 
by the captaine to the ſouldiers, ought 
by them tobe bzought vnto him, and 
1 by bim to be diſpoſed to euerie man 

Sam. 30.20. Ceometritally that is accozding to eue- 
| &c, rie mans ſeruice and wozthineſſe, not 
3 | Arithmeticallp, that is fo euerie man 
alike, And if ante man of his own? 
greedinelſe alienate to himſelfe anie 
thing, any otherwiſe than thus, that 
ts, either with a generall gift of the 
capfatne to take what he can, oz a par- 
ticular giffe to fake this and — 

mucp, 
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much, ſurely that poſſeſſion is nat 
- & warranted by Gods lawe, but ligb⸗ 
teth vnder this commanndement . Fo2 

as ſoꝛ a mans labour, firſt bee oweth 
it it both to God, and to his Countrep, 
and then he hath bis ſette pay foz it, 
which hee agreeth to as ſufficient, 
and therefoze be ſhould — ſerue his 
greedie affection diſazderly, As foz 

the caſe of pyzates if vpon anie coaſt 
they be faken and impziſoned, ſurely 
it is verie barbarous crueltie to leaue 
them vtterly vncomfozted, with any 
poztion of that which was taken a- 
bout them, and with them, cuen fo 
that foꝛ fode they ſtarue ere euer their 
cauſe bee hearde. This ſpoyle to 
ſpeede our ſelues, and ſpill our bꝛe⸗ 
then, in this lamentable and vn⸗ 
mercifull manner, what defence ſo⸗ 
euer it map haue by lawe of man, 
larely it ſauoꝛeth not of that compaſ⸗ 
fon and tender bowelles of pitie, 
which is required by the Late of 
ODD. And therefoze J include it, 
where no doubt the day of judgement 
vill ande it, even within the fozbiv-

den rower of this commands 
ment. o 

Que. I take your anſwere, and there- 
fote nowe followe your one courſe 2. 
aAlne. 

An. It is nowe kime to dzawe to 
an ende, and there vet remaine to bee 
ſomewhat touched the theft of the heart 
though griedie conetonſnelſe, and the 
theft of the tongue by falſe and filthie 
flatterie , Mherefoꝛe a lifle oftheſe al 
ſo as ofthe other. That this commann- 
dement then doefth reache bnfo the 
thonghkes and inwarde conceites of the 
it is firff pzoued by that reaſon, 
hat often befoze bath biene alleadged, 
namely, becauſe the lawegiuer is ſpiri- 
tuall, and therefoze his Lawes not re- 
ring onely in onfwarde actions, as 
mens Lawes doe. Secondly by that 
ſpeech concerning adalterie, which is 
true in all the commanndementes , Hee 
that looketh , and luſteth, or couereth, 
hath finned , And by the feſtimonie of 
our Sauiour Cbꝛiſt, whoreckeneth co. 
netvr kneffe amongſt thoſe thinges that 
pzoreeding out, and not going in _ 
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man. To all-which Chryſoſtome ſub⸗ 
ſtribeth, and ſapeth. e uarus fur & latro in Theſ. ho- 
eft. A couetous man is a theefe. Nowe milia. 11, 
what touetouſneſſe is albeit enerie 
man foz.the acquaintance that he hath 
with it, map knowe, yet doe J thus 
define if, to be a damnable vice of the 
minds, paicking and pzonoking vs to 
followe after filthte lucre. Which thing 
without the name, and even vnder 
the. name, is marnelouſite inneighed 
againſt in the ſcripture, The P2ophet 
Habacuc cryeth out againſt the heart Chap. 2.5. 
that inlargeth bis deſire as the hell, and 
is as death, and cannot bee ſatiſſled 
but gathereth vuto- dim all nations, 
and heapeth vnto him all people. Ho, 
that coueteth an enill conctouſneſſe 
bis houſe, that hee may ſet his nelt 
bigh ta: eſcape from the power of 
evill, Thou bat conſulted ſhame 
fo thine owne houſe dy deſtroping ma- 
nie people, and haſt ſinned againſt thine 
dne ſonle '- The Rone hall crie out 
of the wall, and the beame of the tim- 
der ſhall aunſwere it, woe to him that 
buildeth a towne by bloud, and erecteth 
Bb 3 a citie 
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a citie iniquitie, and ſo fozth, It is cri 
ed out againſt in the goſpell, called the 
rote of all euill, idolatrie, and a thing 
not to bee named amonaelt Chziſtians, 
There is no ſpeciall calling amongeſ 
men, whereunto by name this vice 
is not foꝛzbidden as a vendme of all 
vertue, in euerie degree in Puinces, 
in Judges, in miniſters ; in all it is 
foꝛbidden, and ſurely this. is no ſmall 
argument to a Chꝛiſtian man againf 
it. Fearcfully puniſhed! was it in 
Gehezi the Pzophetes man, in Achan, 
and a number moe. And to conclude 
our Striptures lob: the ſeruant of the 
Lozde moſt nofablie-ſheweth', howe 
hee ſhinned it, and David with all the 
heate of his heart pzapeth againſt it: 
O Lorde let my heart bee neuer incli- 
ned to couetauineſſe.. J might retite 
the lawes of G O D againſt raking 
their landes to cleane in the time of 
harueſt, and againſt gathering fo cleane 
their grapes in the time of vintage, a 
that nothing was lefte foz the pooꝛt. 
All which direaly ſhofe at the ſham? 
of this unne in a pzofeſfour of — 
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neſſe. And J might alſo beape vppe 
hereunto a thouſande [teſtimonies of 
men, heathen, and Chziſtian, vttered 
in deteſtation of this foule ſinne. But 
whom the woꝛde feares not, men ſhall 
hardly mone. Onelp a ſpech oz two J 
cannot paſſe ouer, which p2etily deſcribe 
the cozruption of our nature. Omnia tan Oc breuitate 
quam mortales timemus, onmia tanquam vitæ. 
immortales concupiſcimus, (ſapeth Sene- 
ca) That is, Wee ſtande in feare of di- 
uerſe thinges as though we thought we 
could die, but we couet ſo as though we 
thought we ſhould neuer die. Foztuns 
(ſapth an other) hath giuen fo much to 
many, but pnough to none. And againe 
Non ſolum auarus eſt, qui rapit aliena, ſed Auguſt, 
qui cupide ſeruat ſua. He is not only coue- 
tous which greedily catcheth at more, 
but he alſo which pinchingly ſpareth that 
which he hath. Whereof very extellent⸗ Eccleſ.6. 1. 
ly ſpeaketh both Salomon g Syrac, pains Syrac. 143. 
ting out the filth of this follie to haue 
the bleſſinges of God, and yet to want 
no thing moze thzough a miſerable 
minde, than the blefſinges of God. But 
J will follows no further this com- 
Bb 4 mon 
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mon place: this little which J hang 
ſpoken, Jhanedone it, to giue vs a tat 
of this ſubtle ſinne, which with griefe 
we map marke, thoſe men and women 
verie greenouſlp aſſaulted withall and 
fearefally onercome after their p2ofeſ- 
ſion made of Oods trueth, and his glo⸗ 
rious goſpell, who in the dayes of their 
vanitie befoze their calling, neuer felt 
any fuch temptation. So ſ&keth Ba, 
than to flander the wozde, and to hinder 
the credife of the goſpell. When hee 
cannot longer detayne vs in ſwearing, 
in exceſſe of dyet , oz apparetl, in adnl 
feris and vncieanneſſe, in ſpoyling 
and ſpending waſtfully Gods ginen 
graces , and in other fruites of igno⸗ 
raunte and ot an vnrefozmed ſonle, then 
creepeth hee in, and dꝛaweth vs ſubtle⸗ 
lie, ere euer we efpte him to the other 
extremitie, euen greater care to get, 
and nearer ſaking howe fo ſane, than 
can oz may ſtande with the crevife of 
the trueth which wee pzofeſſe , oz cal- 
ling offen ,- which wer haue in the com 
mon wealth. This is fo true, we [t 
examples daylie , and mens owne 
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heartes being well examined (hall con- 
feſſe it. The Loꝛde then giue vs iudge⸗ 
mentes to (&@ , and heartes to abhozre 
ſo foule an euill. Foz what a dero- 
cation from Gods pꝛomiſes, and dams 
nable miſtruſt is this, when wee doe 
feare GDD, and ſerue him, attende 
to his wozde, vie his Dacramentes, 
fozbid ſinne in others, and fo2beare it 
our ſelues, then ſo to loke at wife and 
thildꝛen, and other expenſes, as that we 
feare to want , who lining befoze in a 
farre loſer ſoꝛt neuer doubted yet ante 
ſuch defect? Mill God be wozſe to 
men when thep followe him, than hee 
was when they fo2foke him? Surelie 
an eye muſt be had vnto this thing , and 
berie deere vnto vs muſt be the credite 
of the Goſpell, that others by vs may 
be wone vnto if, oz at leaſt none deter⸗ 
red from it. God ſtrengthen vs, foz ſa⸗ 
fan is ſubtill, and we are ſone decelued. 
And truely better wie had neuer ginen 
dur names to Chꝛiſt, than by any faith- 
lelle greedineffe, oꝛ vnſemely bardneſle, 
fo ouerthzewe all againe, and hinder 
by offence others that are pet without.

The eye is ſapde to ſteale, be- 
cauſe it maketh the heart to couet, 
Foz by our eyes crepe in deſires ins 
to our beartes both in this behalt 
which nowe wer meane, and in 0/ 
ther alſo as befoze bath bene ſayde, 
By the eve firſt did Achab ſteale Na. 
bothes vineparde, and then by his eye 
tbe deſire of it creept- into his beart. 
And the Pꝛopbete ſapeth, They co- 
uet feeldes , meaning no doubte, 
which they ſawe to lie commodious fo; 
them.  Wherefoze Gods childzen muſt 
ſtoppe the verie fir beginninges, and 
loke fo their epes, and eares , that they 
make no flame, which God oz charitis 
doth millike: and let vs learne fo thinke 
as an Heathen ſayde, Turpe eſt, non ſo- 
lum pedes, ſed & oculos in alienas poſſaſſo- 
wes immittere . It is a foule thing not 


onely to let our feete but euen our eyes 
walke 
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walke into other mens poſſeſſions anie 
farther than becommeth vs as wee ars 
Chꝛiſtians.

Thus Beale maniecrftc pleadrs in

-77 Thus is it ſayd in expꝛeſſe wozdes, 
that Abſolon ſtale the heartes of all 
Iſrael, to wit by bis ſhameleſſe flatte⸗ 
rie. Thus ſteale men the hearts of ſub⸗ 
iedes, euen in theſe dayes from their 
Pꝛintes, and lawefull gouernours the 
heartes of the people from their mini⸗ 
ſters, of ſeruantes from their — 
of Childꝛen from their Parentes, B 
hoc magnum furt um eit, „Ayth one, And 
this is a great theft. A kinde of this 
tongue ſtealth if is foꝛ a Gentleman oz 
à greater eſtate fo caſt out a wende fo 
his inforionr in way of begging: what 
de tonuenienilp map not ſpare, and pet 
_ not denie, but bzingeth and de- 
liuereth 
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linercth with fairs woades, What Gy 
knowes bis heart grudgeth , and per 
aduenture bis wife wepeth to ( bin 
part with all. And vnto this heade is 
referred all vngodlie counſell , what 
focuer , and all leawde vanitie, oz bas 
biſhe ſernilitic to make men delight 
moze in vs, and lefſe in the feare of 
God. Zs it not lamentable fo ſe, that 
a Popiſh,oz an Atheiſticall Spirite ſhall 
doe mne hurt at a table, oz ſuch like 
place with one preuilh ieſt, and gir 
ding ſkoffe in the heartes of the hes⸗ 
rers ; than twentie god men can rec 
wer with much god counſell 2 And yet 
what ſay we? O he is a merie greeke, 
a pleaſaunt companion, and in faiths 
woꝛdes mult be hoꝛne, and lo fazth.But 
marke marke what effect this mirth 
bath in vs, and whereto it tendeth, Am 
if if increaſe our knowledge, increaſe 
our zeale, and increaſe god graces in 
vs, then like it, and ſpare not, and 
ch&riſh ſuch an one. But if it poyſon 
the pꝛolite of the wozde vnto vs ; decay 
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ciſes, and decreaſe all that Jhane na⸗ 
med, then know him foz a thiefe,though 
his handes be true, foz he ſtealeth our 
ſoules from the liuing God, e both bo- 
die and ſoule from eternall life. Jt is 
petilie ſaide of a flatterer , that as the 
wod maintaines the fire, to the con⸗ 
ſuming of it ſelfe, ſo riches doeth him 
kill he eate bp our wealthes, and J ap- 
plie it to this caſe with no leſſe trueth, 
that connfenance beares out manie e- 
vill counſeller till hee and his counſel 
haue bzoughk his maintapners fo 
carie but a ſmall poꝛte. Such grekes 
make griefe in a Chzifttan heart to 
heare them, and if finne be werte to 
ds, the Lozde in mercie rowge vs 
from ſo deade a ſicepe, But J goe 
further in this matter. J 
what J wonlde, and J wonlde 
might kindle in enerie man and 
man mdze faith and obedience to 
wardes GDD and man: foz wee 
nede no cwling Cards, our bearfes are 
F of them-

bolde, and craue your opinion concer- 
ning goods got by * For in trueth 
mee thinke the poſſeſſion of them hath 
no ſounde warrant.

Anſ. Surelie- yon doe moſt iuſtlie 
doubt of the fozmer, and J dare x 
nouch it, vou may as fiflie doubt of the 
latter. Foz neither plate noz Patro- 
nage will euer beare out, when our 
conſciences ſhall awake, what at this 
day is done by the title of them. Of 
the latter J purpoſe ſome other ſpeache, 
and therefoꝛe will not here intreate of 
it, but onelp ſap thus much, that in 
trueth as vou baue well noted this 
commaundement of fealth is bis ſtall 
wherein der muſt bee placed that ſtea⸗ 
loch to himſelfe the rewarde of the mi⸗ 
niſter. Lamentable are our dapes, 
wherein ſuch wickedneſſe is wiſedome,

But bee 
it, as it will be. To this was A 
bozne, Jdoe willingly acknowledge, 
and to this am J called, as J am, a 
miniſter, euen plainelie to ſpeake 
what J ſee a trueth, when the place 
requireth it, oz elſe to carie the bande 
ofan euill conſcience to my graue. And 
whether miſlikers of anie trueth heere, 
ſhall finde a daye of miſliking elſe⸗ 
where befo;e the G O ID of traeth , 
let them nowe betimes, in loue ad⸗ 
montſhed, well conſider and weygh. 
Concerning then playing and ga- 
ming in generall, diners you- ſhall 
finde both in wziting and ſpeaking 
berie ſtraite, who hardlie will bee 
perſwaded to allowe vnto Chziſtis 
ins almoſt anie plaie at all.

pꝛoflte, that wee ſhoulde not play. Tie 
menning of theſe eur bzethzen no doubl 
its god, and willingly would vzawe vs 
to greater dutie fo ur God, And fheſe 
reaſons ot theirs oughtto bane this -

But fo cut vs off from 
all recreation by any play (be it without 
offence of ante ſpoken )- indede they 
cannot, Foz wee are men, and no An- 
gels, and as men in this wozlde wee 
muſt walke our courſe , ſubiect to dul- 
neſſe, and wearineſſe, euen in good 
thinges, and wee muſt refreſhe that 
feble weakeneſſe of ours by lawful and 
allowed comfo2ts . Which J ſo terme 
becauſe J am aſſured that the wozde of 

God condemneth not all our play , and Zach 8.5, 

the toꝛrupt conſtitution of our bodies, Exod.t3- 
together with the dulneſſe of our minds Suna. 
require ſome play. Sparing in trueth —

It is not by and by to bee miſli- 
ked if one that is ſicke, or weakened 
in bodie, whereby hee cannot vſe o- 
ther exerciſe, doe recreate himſelfe with 
thoſe kindes of play, which depende 
of chance and fortune, as Tables and 
Cardes. (Foz againſt Dice he hath flat ⸗ 
lie ſpoken befoze. ) Let vs therefoze ra⸗ 
ther enter to conſider an other poynt, 
which is harder than this, namely, 
whether wee ſhoulde play foz monie 
0zno. And firſt J reaſon thus: It 
it bee la wefull to platefoz monie, then 
is it tawefall to winne monie in this 
ſozt, and the monie lawefullie poſſeſ⸗ 
ſed: But this ſeconde is falſe, theres 
foe the foʒmer alſo. That the ſeconds 
is faiſe , the ende and flrſt inuention 
of plate pꝛwueth. which as eneris 
one can well witnefſe was neuer in⸗ 
nented fo this ende, but onelp to res 
freſh either bodie oꝛ minde, and coꝛrup⸗ 
tion after ward bꝛougbt inmony, as we 
ſz daily beloʒe our eyes. Foz ſo long as

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a game is ſtraunge 02 newe to vs, we 
can take great delight to play foz no- 
thing: but when once we are perfect 
ly acquainted , and ſee the courſe of it, 
then foꝛſoth, vnleſſe wee may peruert 
the end of it, and make it a way to gaine 
oz loſe by, we cannot like any moze to 
vſe it. Therefo2e J ſay, ſince it is ap- 
par ant, that the firſt beginning of play, 
and the true bie of it was neuer anie 
ſuch matter, wee ought not thereby to 
gaine anie gods. Secondlie J ſay, 
that as plaie in the beginning was 
not made foz it, neither is it pet al⸗ 
lowed a meanes to alienate our gods 
by to an other either by Gods Lawe, 
oz mans Lawe. Foz marke the 
heades of ame lawefull conuepante, 
and it is epther buying, ſelling, let⸗ 
ting, hiring, 02 ſuch like, amongel 
them al you finde not gaming. TWhere⸗ 
fo:e the loſer is vniuſtly diſpoſſeſſed, 
and the winner as w2ongfully pol⸗ 
ſeſſed. Danæus handling beth this mat⸗ 
ter and this reaſon, addeth this which 
J pzay you marke, that albeit ſome 
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uate place ſhoulde allowe it, yet is the 
lawe of nature againſt it, and the foz- 
mer ought to give place to the latter. 
But ſaieth he , J haue not reade euer 
ante pꝛiuate lawe of anie pztuate place 
publiſhed in waiting that money won 
and loſt by play coulde eyther bee re⸗ 
tayned , oz recouered, if it were de- 
nied by 'verfne of anie ſuch title oz _ 1} 
right, And he bzingeth Ottoman a fa, Tiba. de v. 
mous lawper to confirme as much 
Auguſtine would haue all thinges got- Epic. 54. a⁸d 
ten by play taken from the winner , and Maced. 1 
neuer reſtoꝛed to the loſer, but giuen 
to the poꝛe, that both the winner 
might want what fo gredilie be ga⸗ 
peth fo2, and the lier not to recouer 
what ſo foliſhlie be parted with. Da- 
næus beſide would haue them both pu⸗ 
niſhed with a further mulct of monie. 
Thirdlie J reaſon from the multi⸗ 
tude of miſerable creatures, that are 
the lame fleſhe that wee are, and 
pet pitifullie crie foz want of ſuc⸗ 
tour: from the multitude of godlie and 
Chꝛiſtian vſes, to employ that which 
wee maie ſpare vppon, and euen 
Cc3 from 
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from the want of manie neceſſifics 
fo2 our ſelues, that it is not lawefull 
no; tollerable to play foz money. Foz 
is it not lamentable, and moſt feare- 
full, that anie Chꝛiſtian man ſhoulde 
carie about in his conſcience daie and 
night a witneſſe, that this ſeuen 
veares hee hath not giuen ſeuen 
ſhillings to the naked, niedie, andcoin- 
fozfleſſe members of Jeſus Chziſt, 
and pet hee hath loft at vaine plate, 
ina vaine manner, twentie times as 

much? Can a man bee ſo dull, as 
to thinke this thing will neuer paicke 
bim, oz neuer haue a inſt rewarde 
of puniſhment at Gods handes 2 Js 
if not lamentable, that a man can 
ſe no Chziſtian bſe to giue of bys 
abundaunce fo, but thinke all that e- 
ner hee can get litle ynough to con- 
ſume in playe; Are wee erempted 
gut of the number of them that are 
bounde fo wozkes of lone, and dedes 
ok mertie, ſo that wee- neede to doe 
none of theſe , and pet ſhall be ſa⸗ 
ned too? Nate is it not wonderfull, 


and a thing that heauen and * 
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are aſhamed of, and euen all the cre 
atures in both of them ſtande aſfo- 
niſhed at fo confiver , that a man 
ſchoulde not epther doe the fozmer due⸗ 
ties, oz him ſelfe haue epther ants 
god apparell to wears, ante bookes 
to benefits his ſoule by, no not fo 
much as a Bible az a pꝛaper boke, 
anie meate at home foz his wife and 
Childzen , anie wages fo pate hys 
Seruauntes , oz his other debtes , oz 
a number moe ſach neccſſaries , and 
ret thinke hys playing , yea his coſtlis 
playing lawefull , and not ko be 
ſpoken againſt 2 Js it J (aye poſſts 
ble that euer a Chziffian man, that 
thinkes hee bath Gods ſpirite , ſhould 
thus haue his conſcience ſeared vp? 
Truelie, foz mine owne part, J pꝛo⸗ 
keſſe J bane ſtoode in my heart as 
mazed at it, and J beſeeche the 
Lozde to dziue awaie from vs ſuch 
groſſe ſecuritie. Fo2 elſe as we line, 
wee ſhall knowe we haue decepued 
our ſelues, and others, wee were ne⸗ 
ner ante thing leſſe, than Chꝛiſtians.

hee laboureth nomoze to make vs ſpozt, 
than wee doe to make him.

But ſ& (which is farre moze ) e, 
uen of all men by a generall conſent 
as it were, this vile game as mol 
vile defected and deteſted. Foz if you 
caſt pour eyes to the heathen they e⸗ 
ner bated it, if you loke at Chꝛiſtiam 
they euer abhozred it, the ſcripture 
hath fozbidden it, the Conncelles haue 
condemned it, the Lawes of euerie 
good Common wealth, and eſpectally 
of our owne haue ſeuerelie puniſhed 
it, and what kinde of argument of miſli- 
king is there not againft it?

yet gotte by his dyſing a repꝛoch neuer cap. 71, 
dying, euen to be accompted a diſſo⸗ 
lute man. Gobylon an Embaſſadour 
of the Lacedzmonians beeing ſent to 
make a league with the Corinthians, 
when he came and ſawe they bſed dy- 
cing , counterfeited ſome other cauſe 
and went home againe , and would not 
make it, aunſwering when hee came 
home that they were a vile people , and 
bnwozthie to bee cared foz, they were 
dilers. The Ringe of Perſia ſent to 
Demetrius king of Afia Dice of golde in 
repꝛoch to him, becauſe hee bſed dyſing, 
And an other ſapeth flatlie thus, that 
quanto aleator et in arte melior , tanto ne- Publius, 
ſuior eff, The cunninger that a Dicer is 
in hys art, the woorſe man aſſuredlie 
be is, The Poet layeth it downe a- 
mongeſt the Cankers that conſume 
men and make them beggers, Diſe, 
Wine , and Women. What ſhould A 
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beathen man, and it is a wonder, if pon 
finde not ſome thing againſt dyüng. 
Howe come from heathens to Chu 
ans, and ſ& even as great miſliking, 
Auſten beginneth and is not afraydety 
De ciuit, 1 Dei, ſap playnely,e Aleam inuenit Demon, The 
lib.4. deuill firſt found out the game of dyſng. 
Lyra deteſfing it ſeketh to make other

_ At coneteth (ſapeth he) another mans 
gods greatly, it is a mightie mcanes of 
deceite, it paſſeth vſurie , it cauſethly 
ing, wearing, bzawling , and mani:

414 Queſtions and Anſwers 
den the communion and neuer admit, 
fed againe til he left it, and not vnder 
a peare then alſo, Two godly Dinodeg 
at Rochel and Nimanx in France by the 
Paſfours, Elders, and Deacons of the 
refozmed Churches in that kingdome, 
btterly condemned if, Amongſt the Cas 
nons called þ Apoſtles Canons this is 
one, that if a minifter, Elder oz Deacon 
giue himſelfe to Dice, cardes, oz dꝛun⸗ 
kennes, if hee did not admoniſhed ceaſe 
from it, he ſhould be depꝛiued. The ciuil 
and canon lawes they ſay are ſoagainff 
it, as that if a man ſhoulde be beaten of 
him that he played withal oz robbed at 
home whileſt he were a playing , ha 
map haue no benefite of law o: iuſtice 
in that caſe, And if anie man con⸗ 
ſtrapned 02 allured an other to plate 
with him, bee ſhoulde bee impziſoned 
02: caſt into the quarries to digge. Ge- 
neua condenmneth the verie making of 
Dice in their Citie. Laſt of all per 
uſe the Statutes of this our owne 
countrie, and J beſ&ch you markt 
the liking they haue ſhowed of Di⸗ 
ſing, Jn the twelfth yeare of a 
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charde the ſeconde all bnlawefnll 
games were ſoꝛbidden, and by name 
Diſing generally. Jn the 21, years 
of Henrie the fourth, diſers taken were 
impꝛiſoned fire dayes. And if anie 
heade Pagiſtrate, as Paioz, oz She- 
riffe made not diligent ſearchs foz 
them , they fozfetted foztie ſhillings 2 If 
a Conſtable were negligent, hee loſt 
ſire ſhillinges and eight pence. In the 
ſenenteenth pere of Edward the fourth, 
they that kept dicing houſes were to 
haue th2e peares impziſonment and 
20, pounds fine. Players at dice in 
thoſe houſes two peares impꝛiſonment 
and ten pounds fine. In the eleventh 
yeare of Henrie the ſenenth, Dicers 
ſhoulde be openlis ſet in the ſtockes by 
the ſpace of one whole dap, and the 
houſe k&pers that ſuffered bim to play 
fo:feit a noble, and be bounde fo their 
god behauiour. Jn the 33, veare of 
Henrie the eight, Dicing houſes fozfet- 
ted foztie ſhillings euerie time, & diſers 
bf. 5, viy. 5, and bound in recogniſance 
neuer to play againe. And yet moꝛe may 
you ſ& in Pultõs abzidgemet. Nowe it is 
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wonderfull that notwithſtanding a 
this, vet ſo fowle a thing ſhould (@m; 
fo faire, and that a man ſhoulde nat 
thinke himſelfe vſed as a gentleman 8 
almoſt as a man, vnleſſe hee may haue 
libertie in this loleneſſe and the large 
reine to ſo great an euill. And pet wee 
bee Chꝛiſtians, and that af the better 
ſozt ta, oꝛ you doe vs w2ong. The hea⸗ 
then heted it, and we hatch it vp in e⸗ 
ucrie houſe, and pet we be Chailtians, 
The godlie w2it againſt it, wee waite 
fo2 it, and pet we be Chꝛiſtians. The 
councels haue condemned it in the ſpi⸗ 
rite of Chꝛiſt, and Ch iſtian lawes haue 
moſt ſharpely puniſhed it: wee bay and 
night vſe it, cannot be be bereaued oft, 
and yet we be Chꝛiſtians.

But howe manie of vs 
doe this, there is a God that knoweth, 
and a conſcience within vs, that it it 
were wakened woulde crie J kenn 
mee lowde, we are greguouſite guiltir, 
Foz where is that man oz woman of 
trade almoſt to bee founde that ta 
king bp a ſtanding in faire oz Parket 
doeth once thinke with themſelues that 
there they ſtande to ſhowe their lout 
to their bꝛethzen as to them _ 
al 
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and ſo to interchange their :coiumodls, 
ties with them, as that in the teſtimo⸗ 
nie ol a god conſciente and euen Got 
being: witneſſe , ſo neere as they tan, 
they keepe an equalitie giuing as gov 
as they take, and taking no moꝛe than 

y giue in value and wozth. No ap 
las it is to well knowen and t much 
amongſt vs daily ſcene,; that we thinks 
wer haue our ſtanding there ta pzay 
bypoa all that come to vs ſo much as 
wee can, to deceiue them, to ſpopie 
and robbe them in a ſoꝛt, and to get fog 
our wares what poſſiblie wee may 
with an vtter neglect and refuſall ot 
equalitie. And therefozeiwe ſell as we 
map bee ſafe though wee neuer bes 
papde aboue halfe, we ſell to day 
with a pinching price, wee make ac⸗ 
compt God: may ſende vs ſome loſſs; 
and therefoꝛe betimes we wꝛecke our 
ſelues vppon our bzethzen ,' and ſo 
take of them ſoz that which wee doe 
ſell, as that if it happen tbat GOD 
doe lo deale with vs , we may bee re⸗ 
venged befoze hande, and able fo abids 
it it it bee not great. To conclude , we 
Dd 4 are

are merieſt when we baue robbed mol, 
and then gee wee ſinging home whey 
wee haue giuen occaſion to the mol 
to cri. So dull and deade are our 
heartes within vs, and ſo bath a gre 
die: minde to rake bp riches ſpopled vs 
of loue 62 an thought thereof towards 
our b:ethzen ;/ And as little conſti, 
ence there is often in the buper, who 
i he might haue foz a pennie that is 
wozth' a pounde, coulde well ynough 
digeſt it. And therefoze if one in his 
nende come vntd vs fo2 pꝛeſent money, 
wee will none of his tommoditie, wee 
want it not, wa eſtteme it not, ws 
toke lightlue both of the man and the 
matter till wes haue bzonght him to 
our owne pꝛite, and Ood knowes farm 
karre vnder tbe value of the thing. ©0 
that hee which of charitte in his niede 
ſhould bee helped, is of vs commonlie 
by reaſou ot His neeve pꝛaped vppon 
and moft cruelly robbed . And yet we 
be no theenes. Ad, God be merciful 
to vs t awake vs and neuer deale with 
acco2ding to our iniquities foz his 
Chiles ſake ,, But 636 
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to other bzannches of this commannde- 
ment, and ſo ſhall we further ſe what 
manner of men and women wee are 
in obedience to the Lozde. Mho ſ&fh 
not, who knoweth not, that all oppzeſ, Oepreſvion. 
ſion of my bꝛother in his nods is con- 

trarie to that lone that J ought to 
beare fo him and his gods? And how 
ſtande we in this matter? Pane wer | 
neuer detayned the poꝛe ſeruauntes Of fcruames. © 
wages, and wꝛecked our anger bppon i 
him to his harme further than a 
mercifull beart ſhonlde haue done? 
Pane we not taken cuen the flower of 
his youth, the rength of his peares, 
and the verte iupce and ſappe of his 
bodie fo ſerue our turnes withall, and 
then eyther turned him off vnrewarded, 
02 taken from bim, oz diminiſhed 
without cauſe, other than our owne to⸗ 
nefouſneſſe , the rewarde that our aun- 
ceſtour gaue to his ſeruice befoze? If 
wee haue done ik, alas it is a great 
oppzefſion , a great w2ong , and it fans 
deth not with that lone that J am 
charged withall towardes him in 
fammaneidement , But a man 
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firſt knowe ſinne beſoze hee can-flie it, 
and nowe wee knowe-if, J truſt we 
hate it. Maue we nener againe dealt 
vnkindlie with a ſtraunger, but even 
ſo as if G O D ſhoulde baniſh bs 
from our warme home to - fozen 
coaſt , wee woulde-bre glad to fle 
our ſelues at their handes? If we haue,

an other in cauſe of iuſtice, a firong 

meanes to dzawe vs to oppꝛeſſion: 

Vane wee neuer ſuffered theſe handes 
to fœle the weight of a bzibers. gift to 
dꝛawe vs fo-oppzelſion : O ſpare not 
to ſpie your ſinne euen to the full y 
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haue offended, and vet accuſe not your

God knowes wee haue litleneeve to be 
charged with other mens finnes, as 
no doubt ſuch a maiſter ſhall with ſuch 
a mans offences, Foz a e ſhall neuer be 
able to beare in our ſelues the bur- 
then of our owne. Am Jthe faker, 
what then ſaith my conſcience, haue 3 
ſought it and ſued foz it fo2 affection, 
and frue duetie in my heart to him that 
gaue it? Doe J weare it and wiſhe to 
weare it to haue my deart knowen to 
bim oz her the better whom with heart 
and hande, bodie and gods, power and 
might till my death in right J honour 
and ſerue and wiſhe and will doe euer: 
Oz rather a falſe fayth ſeeketh a faire 
ſhewe, and a powling bande of manit 
a ſelie weake w2etch ſerketh a ſtrength 
to eſfabliſth my wickedneſſe, and a bac» 
ker to beare out my foule oppzefſions 
I it bee ſo, conſider betimes howe 
litle loue ſuch a leruant deſerueth when 
be ſhall bee founde ont, and feare leaff 
epther the w2ath of God to thee 02 loue 
to ies that is ſo abuſed and — 
N WH 
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ſuſpecteth it cauſe ſuch a falſe hypocrits 
and a treacherous Zibacome to light . 
Next let vs conſider .whst our bearfes 
will ſay concerning idleneſſe. Foz it 
hath beene pzoued befoze that what 
is not inioped by the benefite of ſome 
lawefull labour, is but ſtolen and wee 
haue no right to it. If then my heart 
aunſwere that J line all of other mens 
labours, doing notbing my ſelle, A ney- 
ther gouerne with the giftes of minde 
the quiet peace oł my tountrie, neither 
yet with bodilie labour and true faith⸗ 
full ſeruice (&ke to eate the meate of 
my maiſter whom I ſerne, feele it, and 
ſit, hate it, and abhozre it. Foz ſuch 
life is lo ſeneſſe, ſuch a liuer is a rob⸗ 
ber, & we ſhould not take ante ſure com⸗ 
ft till we haue chaunged ſo naughs 
tie a courſe and altered quite ſo loatho 
altfe, To fall fo full is euerie houſe 
and fowne of ſuch idle bellies. Neither 
here muſt J onely examine my ſellfe 
whether by labour J line, but alſo as 
narrowhe by what labour A line, and 
if it bee ſuch as the wozde condemneth, 
the lawes of man puniſheth. and each 
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god man miſltketh , J ſinne, J Unm, 
fo2 ſuch labour is no life. But I referre 


wee alſo euen as wee loue our ſoules, 
A beſcech vou, at our heartes, eves and 
tongues, whereby we may ſteale aſwel 
as by the hande, as befoze tn the com» 
maundement hath bene pꝛwued. The 
heart by coueting and catching, oz by 
to neere and magardliekeping , tranl⸗ 
greſſeth againſt this lawe of God, The 
eye by loking beyonde his limites and 
ſending in worde fo the heart within 
to make it in loue and ſet it in longing 
ſoʒ other mens gods. The ton zue by 
falſe flat ter ie and filed foꝛger ie commit 
teth a ſtealth which is called a great 
ſtealth, as hath beene ſhowed and pꝛo⸗ 
ned befoꝛe All whichoz anie whereof 
bowe they touch vs and ſtapne vs, the 
102d knowcs that knowes ail, and we 
with pꝛofite may well nowe thinke and 
weigh. Doe our heartes and haue our 
hearts euer reſted vpon Gods pꝛomiſes 
fo: all neceſſarie pꝛouiſton while wa 
liue foz bs and ours, not caring not 
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that which the Loꝛde alloweth and lock 
may iuſtiſie: No no, we luffer our harts 
togoe tofarre , and foz want either ol 
knowledge oz care to line accozding fo 
our knowledge, wee boldlie toke of e3 
uerie mans commodities, As we goe 
and ride, wee ſtraite way couet, and 
that which is woꝛſe, p2eſently we de⸗ 
niſe to obtaine our will to the impap⸗ 
ring of our brothers wealth, and the 
fearefall bzcaking of this commaun⸗ 
dement. And woulde God the rage of 
our luſt were not ſometime ſo vehe⸗ 
ment, as that miſſing to get what it 
greedilie ſceketh, it caſteth vs downs 
ficke in dur bed, 02 cauſeth vs to hurt 
him who hindereth our wiſhe, as we. 
ſe fell out in Achab to Naboth foz his 
dine parde. But of this hereafter moꝛe 

againe in the tenth commanndement. 

For the tongue alas what ſhoulde J py tongues. 
late, J will neuer bid you enquire whe⸗ 
ther pon bee guiltie oʒ no. Foz whi⸗ 
ther ſhoulde a man flie in theſe dayes 
from flatterie, oz where may we liue 
and not light of ſalſe fo2gers ſ@kingby 
fled phzaſe to bleere the eyes of _ - 
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leaſt ſuſpect them. Rather loke in what 
meaſare pou haue o2 doe ſinne in this 
behalfe. Foz J fearenot to ſay pou doe 
offende. And if your conſctencetel you 
your ſinne is great, runne not headlong 
into heil without returne. Curſedis 
that tongue that flaftereth anie man 
in his ſinne fo: anie commodity, oꝛ that 
coletb ſuch heat as Gods ſpirite hath 
w2ought to grace 6 god amendement, 
Well may J reape a rewarde with 
dim foꝛz feeding his humour, but as 1 
line F ſhall loſe my rewarde with God 
fo; ſtealing: away his hondur. Let 
them ioyne hereunto, whoſe calling is 
ſuch a true viewe of the daift and ſac 
teſſe of their pleas , whether they haue 
not often indeuoꝛed with their tongues 
andoften alſo obfapned by their ſpeach 
the w2ongfull alienafion of mens right 
fromthemtoother men. And is not 
this a theft? Bight not hee enen aſwell 
bane robbed him with his handes, as 
to bee a meanes b ſpeach of wꝛong per 
ſwaſton that others doe it?

To dꝛawe to an ende of 
this application are we al cleare of that

Anſ. Ageſilaus was ence aſked the | 
| | ſamequeſtion, and he made this aun- | 
ſwere, If thou ſpeakeſt euer what is | 
the beſt, and doeſt the thing that is moſt |

boneff, Socrates thus: if from thy heart 
thou indeuour in all truth to be, as thou 
deſtreſt euer to be thought to be. Foz 
a fame that is gotten by giftes oz hypo⸗ 
criſte , will neuer indure, but periſh, 
Wherefoze nowe if the woꝛde of God, i. 
the teſtimonies of his childzen , and the | 

berie light of nature in beathens haue 
ever ſo commended a god name, 9 
8 . 
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we hereby, if we wilbe taught what e 
ſinne it is to be a falſe witneſſe againſt 
this pꝛetisus treaſurs and iewell of 
my neighbour, his god name. Judge we 
what a monſter befoze the face of God 
be is, that foꝛ the ſatiffaction epther of 
bis owne oꝛ other mens curſed natures 
ſeketb-fo depꝛaue, to bite, and ſlander 
any man w2ongfuily, be the diſcredite 
be wozketh neuer (0 ſmall, And thus 
much foz my firſt reaſon. - 
The ſeconde J dꝛawe from the pu⸗ 
niſhment which hath viſually hapned 
vnto this vice epther by Gods expzeſſe 
commanndement amongelt the lewes 
oꝛ ſecrete wozking in the heartes of ma⸗ 
giſtrates in other places. Foz verie el⸗ 
fectually haue J euer thought bewzap⸗ 
ed by theſe thinges the foulneſſe of falſe 
witnelle bearing, The lawe of God 
ſapde thus: If a falſe witneſſe riſe vp 
againſt a man to accuſe him of — 
Then both the men which ſtriue toge- 
ther ſhall Rande before the Loxde, euen 
before the prieſtes and the iudges which 
ſhall be in thoſe dayes. 5 judges 
ſhall make diligent inquiſition „ and if 


the 
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the witneſſe be founde falſe, and hath 
giuen falſe witneſſe againſt his brother, 
then ſhall yee doe vnto him as hee had 
thought to doe vnto his brother, ſo thou 
ſhalt take euil away forth of the middeſt 
of thee, And the reſt ſhall heare this and 
feare, and ſhall henceforth commit no 
more anic ſuch wickedneſſe amongeſt 
you. Therefore thine eie ſhall haue no 
compaſſion, but life for life, eye for eye, 
tooth for tooth, hande for hande, foote 
for foote. A maruelous lawe, if the ſpi⸗ 
rite of feeling wozke withall to pꝛint in 
vs foʒ euer a true conceite of the perfect 
hatred wherewith God abhozreth falſe 
witheſſe bearing. Beſide which lawe 
marke what Salomon ſayeth : A falſe prou. 19. 3. 
witneſſe ſhall not be vnpuniſhed, and 
hee that ſpeaketh lies ſhall not eſcape. 

Foz howeſoener the lande of the Loꝛde 
which is euer full of mertie, and long 
ſaffering euen towardes the wicked, 
may ſpare them fo2 a time, yet in the 
ende with ſharpeneſſe of his rodde will 
he recompence the long differring of it. 
And what marnell, if we marke the na⸗ 
ture ot the nne ? Foz doeth not a _ 
op " 
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witneſſe , abuſe the iudge, hurt his 
neighbour, make the place oftuTice and 
right, the nurcerie of ſinne and grieuous 
wꝛongs, doeth hee not cauſe the Lozds 
foſet in the eies of men the crowne of 
innocencie, vpon the offenders heade, 
and to put the halter about the iuſt 
mans necke 2 Than the which diſhonoz, 
what can be greater azainſt the Lozds 
ok life, and loner of right, to pul vpon vs 
his heauie hande 2 Pericles an heathen 
man couldſay, we muſt be a friende to 
our friende no further than the altar. 
That is, no further thanGDDand a 
god conſcience guided by his woꝛde 
may warrant vnta vs, But wee in 
; theſe dates eſteme not a ſtrawe of that 
man oz woman, that will ſticke to lende 
vs an othe at anie time, when we ſtand 
in n&de be the matter neuer (0 falſe and 
foule. Foz hee is no friend which is 
not euer a friende, fo feede our filthy 
humour with all wicked and wꝛong⸗ 
full vſage of himſclfe . But woe vnto 
vs wicked w2etches fo2 ſo great and 
greenous ſinne againſt the Lozdez and 


alſo our ſelues. Foz doe J not — 
| an 
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and ſhake euerie iopnt of mee to pze- 
ferre anie moztall man in lone befoze 
my God, and ſo fo become vnwozthie 
ol him foz euer? Yet this J doe when Y 
dare doe foz him, what God fozbiddeth 
me to doe fo2 him, and J thinke not of 
it. Should an earthly bonde of earthly 
mindes together woozke a fearefull fl 
nall confuſton, both of bodie and ſoule, 
in the flaſhing flame of bottomleſſe hell 
foz euermoze without regarde 2 Pet 
this it doeth to ſpeake vnfrueth foz my 
friendes fauour, when committed ſinne 
ſhould reape a iuſt puniſhment in this 
woꝛlde, that bodie and ſoule might both 
remaine in comfozt hereafter IJ ſtap 
the reſt of Gods reuenging tudgements 
bppon falſe. witneſſes fill J come to 
the ende of the commaundement, and 
thus foz the time paſſe ouer this 
poink. / 4x00:

to whozemaiſters, thteues, ſozcerers, t 
{ Reaſons, uch like. The reaſons ; imp2oue it art 
1 theſe. God is trueth, and therefoze il 

we lone euer fo2 any fellowſhippe with 

him, we muſt frame our ſelues in mea / 
2. {ure like vnto his nature. Secondly our 
tongues are giuen vs to expꝛeſſe in 
trueth what our heartes doe thinke, 
Abuſus ſigni. and therefoze to lie in anie matter — 
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. foz anie cauſe , if is to abuſe the god 

gift of God my tongue and ſp&ch to a 
quite contrarie ende. Thirdly it is a 3. 
perilous enemie to peace and quietnes. 
Foz of lies commeth debate, conten⸗ 
tion and ſtrife. Fourthly it bzeaketh 4. 
and in time taketh quite away that af- 
fiance and truſt which ts requiſite to be 
in one man fo an other , and maketh 
them hang alofe, ſuſpect, and be ſtrange 
one to an other. And laſtly it impai⸗5· 
reth a mans owne god name and cre- 
dite greatly and mightily as any thing 
be can vſe. All which ſhonlde derpelie 
ſinke into a Chiltian heart, and make Gregor. 
it hate ſofoule a vice. All lying is ini⸗ . Moral 
quitie ſayth a godly father. All bntruth auguſt. ene 
is ſinne ſaieth an other. And it is not chyrid 
lawefull to lie, though it could be foz the Epiſt.6, 
pꝛaiſe ot God. 

Qug. But I haue often heard a diſtin- 

ction of lies, as ſome to bee merie lies 
made in ieſt, ſome to bee lies of duetie 
made to doe my friende a pleaſure in his 
daunger, and ſome to be lies of ſpite 
made to have others thereby , I pray you 
what thinke you of it?

Anſ. Foz the firſt (o2zt manie goe a- 
bout to excuſe them and to diminiſh the 
fault of them. becauſe they intende no 
euill to the parties to whome they are 
toulde. But we Heard befo2e what both 
Auguſtine, and Gregotie ſayd, namely, 
that all lping is ſinne , and pet ithath a 
ſtronger checke than this. Foz if wer 
make the beſt of it we can, it is but an 
idle and a fruit leſſe ſpch, whereok we 
knowe we muſt gine account. And a⸗ 
gaine, The Lord (hall deſtroy them all 
(fayth the Pſalme) chat ſpeake lies, ads 
ding no diſtinction of merie lies from 
the reſt: and where the lawe diſtingui⸗ 
ſheth not, we map not diſtinguiſh. The 
ſetonde ſoꝛt manie goe about to allowe 
and iuſtifie, bzinging in foz warrant 
the lie of Rahab, of Abraham, of the mid- 
wiucs and ſuch like, made foz the ſafe- 
tie of life. But touching them all and 
howe mante moe ſoeuer as may be 
bought like vnto theſe, J anſwere as 
one ſpeaketh particularly of Abraham, 
Non videtur mihi laborandum, ommino vt 
eAMbrahamum defendamn : , bonds enim fut 


& pimio timore potuit labj : cc. That is, 
I thinks 
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I thinke it altogether needeleſſe to goe 
about to defende Abrahams lie, for hee 
was a man, and through too much feare 
he might offende. And ſo J ſay of all 
the reſt, they were faultes in them and 
blemiſhes, and offended God. And con⸗ 
cerning the midwiues lie Auguſtine 
plainely ſapeth, thattheir feare of God 
and tender care mercifully to (pare the 
infantes pleaſed God, but not their lie, 
If this doe not content vs, then remems 
ber the ſame Auguſtines iudgement be⸗ 
foe in generalitie that it is notlawful 
to lie, though it could be to the pꝛaiſe of 
God, ſurely then not foz any mans 
helpe. Remember the woꝛdes of Iob lob. 23.9. 
who checked in his friends a falſe ſpech 
although it tended to defende the Loꝛde. 

And remember the woꝛdes of Thzilf 
himſelfe howe he maketh the diuell the 
father and authoꝛ of all lies whatſoeuer 1923-8. 
without diſtinction . Jf we feare to be⸗ 

wꝛay the man o2 matter, which wee 

would not, then hide the trueth (ſaieth 

S. Auſten) but in nocaſe ſpeake an vn⸗ 
trueth. Fo2 the laſt ſoꝛt of lies nothing 

is (ayde of any to excuſe it, foz enery 

Fk 2 con- 
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conſcience er peth it is a ſtnne. And ther⸗ 
fozenowe J conclude , one kinde of lie 
is woꝛſe than an other, but all naught, 
and of a Chziſtian man and woman e- 
| ner to be fo2bozne to their powers. The 
Veritas non byperboltcall ſpeches in the ſcriptute 
rei ſed ratio - are ener truethes in matter and mea- 
mn. ning, though not in woꝛdes and fazme, 
as I may ſay. Fo2 modeſtte ſake nei⸗ 
ther may wee lie in any caſe. But as 
Ariſtotle pꝛetilie ſapth: Declinet veritas 
nomnihil ad defectum, cum de ſe quis loqui« 
tur. That is as J inferpzet it, When a 
man ſpeaketh of himſelfe, let him ſpeake 
ſparingly, but not falſely. 

Que. What ſay you of flatterie and 
diſſimulation the next thinges in the 
booke? 

Anſ. JſfayJhanefouched them be- 
foe ſufficientiy, and ftherefoze nowe J 
ad no moꝛe but this, they are both bzea- 
ches of this tcommaundement. Jnough 
to terriſte a feeling heart, and a dead 
ſoule what can moue:? From theſe then 
J foilowe pour boke, ſetting dotvne 
Telling falſe next the bn{awefulncſſe of felling falſe 
tales. tales, hearing them, and n 
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of others, And firlt to ſpeake of the firſt, | 
doe we not ſ& the direct lawe of God in \ 
theſe woꝛdes, Thou ſhalt not walke a- Eine Fr 
bout with tales amongelt thy brethren? # 
Doe we not heare the Lozde by his pꝛo⸗ 
phet crie out againſt leruſalem , foz that PIES. 
in her were men that caried tales vp ank 
downe to ſhed bloud ? Doth not the A- Cor. 12.20. 
poſtle ſap, Hee feareth he ſhall finde a- i 
mongeſt them backbiting , whiſpering, 
and fuch like? Js it not the perſwaſton 
of Iames , that we ſpeake no euill one of lam. 4.11, 
an other? Js it not expzeſſelp named as 
one of p things, that may not be in man 
02 woman eleced todwell in the Lozdes 
tabernacte , to falſe report and ſlander Pſal 1. 
anie man behinde his backe? Than the 
which things what may be mo2e ſaid in 
deteſtation of ſo foule a vice 2 Certainly 
what God fo plainely diſeouerethj to vs 
to offende him, it will as plainelp be pu⸗ 
niſhed when God ſhall thinke it god in 
ante grateleſſe wꝛet ch whatſoener tbat 
will not de warned. To be a tale teller 
and a falſe witnefſe , why it is like a 
hammer, a ſwoꝛde, and a ſharpe arrow, prou. 25. 
(ſayth Salomon ) Et quid iutereſt vtrum 
Ff ; Deum 
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Deum neges, an infames , Carte Seneca) 
What difference is there betwixt deny- 
ing of God, and falſe reporting thy bre- 
thren? Nothing, but a man map euen 
aſwell doe the one as the other thought 
he. And in trueth it is a notable ſaping 
of Hieron. Vilium eſt hominum, altos viles 
Note. facere, & qui ſuo merito placere non poſſunt, 
| placere velle aliorum comparatione. It is the 
propertie of a vile nature, to ſeeke by 
tales to make others vile, or by a com- 
pariſon with others ( whome they pꝛeſſe 
with their pzattles ) co come to be ac- 
counted of, when ſimplie and truelie 
there is nothing in themſelues wozthie 
of comendation. Filthie therfoze 6 foule 
it is to be a falle repozter. And what 
better is it to be a willing hearer of all 
detr actions bꝛought vnto me of others: 
Doth not euen the ſame God and lawe 
condemne this alſo aſwell as the other: 
Exod. 23. Thou ſhalt not receiue a falſe tale (ſaieth 
the lawe) no not receine it Jſay, and 
marke it well. Iudge not (ſapth Chant 
and yee ſhall not be iudged, for wit 
what iudgement yee iudge , ye ſhall be 
iudged, and with what meaſure ye mete,

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it hall be meaſered to you againe. Yee 

that hath ifching eares to heare ok o⸗ 

thers, thall reape fo2 rewarde himſelfe 

as pꝛiuie ſpœches to his one diſcre⸗ 

dite. Take beede therefoze (ſapth a gov⸗ Heron. ad 
lp father) that thou neither depꝛaue thy Nepotian. 
ſelfe ante man, neyther pet willingly 

heare others doe it. But flie to heare as 
thou wouldeft fiie fo ſpeake what ten⸗ 
deth vnto ſlander. Foz as he that (peas 
keth gnill hath the deuill in his tongue, 
ſo he that heareth enill hath him in his 
care. It is the popſon of friendchippe, 
and the verie cutthꝛote of all amitie be⸗ 
twirt man and man, fo loue fo heare 
what peuiſh fongues ſhall ſ&ke fo 
ſpeake. Foz ſone creepes it in by mins 
rare that will neuer crepe out againg 
whileſt the bzeath is in me. Let no 
pꝛofe be bzongbt fo2 it, and ueuer ſo 
much againſt it, yet ſtickes the ſcarre of 
ſuſpition ſtill, and ſomething J thinke 
to the blotte of my bꝛother, though J 
can be content not to credite all. This 
open eare ſo aredie to heare, and not 
wiſely waying, who telleth it, of whom, 
in what manner, to what ende, with 
Ff 4 (uch 
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ſuch like cirtumſtances, what loſſe hath 
it layde full mante a time vppon both 
men and women? What hatred, what 
enuie, what ielouſte, what ſuſpitton, 
what diſquiet thonghtes, and grinding 
greife bath it ſetled ſoundly in manie 
an one? Powe ſkealeth it the lone of 
man from his wife, of father from his 
childe, and a friende from his long and 
liked acquaintance? Mowe alienateth 
it the heart of a true ſeruant from his 
maiſter, if he will peelde to what his 
kraile ieche will aſſuredlie pꝛicke him? 
And howe manie a maiſter hath ſhaken 
eff thzough ſpeeche of hate light pick- 
thankes, ſuch trueth and loue, ſuch ſer» 
nice and ſtrength, as neuer after toulde 
in like manner, be gained againe with 
goulde? But what ſhould we ſaps There 
is no miſchiefe to the miſchicte of the 
tongue: and therefoze no queſtion but a 
daunger great to attende vnto it with 
out god diſcretion. Then to pꝛociæde fo 
the thirde. Ik telling, and hearing the 
depꝛauinges of the wicked be foꝛbidden, 
muſt it not alſo nedes be euill fo bel&ie 


them; Certainely much moe. mel it 
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is adegre further fo beleæue the repozt 
that is made vnto vs, than to heare it. 
And if a man onght fo be flow to ſpeake 
when he is not certaine, much moze 
ſhould he be ſlowe to belene what may 
be falſe befoze he knowes it. Sc there» 
foze howe the Lo2de ſpeaketh to ſach ay 
mong the Iſraelites as Were to puniſh 
the offenders, If thou heare (ſapth he) Deut. 13. 12. 
(concerning anie of the cities which the 
Lorde thy God hath giuen thee to dwell 
in) wicked men are gone out from a- 
mong you, and haue drawen away the 
inhabitantes of their citie, ſaying, let vs 
goe and ſetue other gods, which you 
haue not knowen, then thou ſhalt ſeeke 
and make ſearch, and inquire diligently ( 
if it be true, and fo foorth. What J pꝛap 4 
yon might meane this repefition of 14 
Wozdes, fo feeke , foſearch, fo inquire, 4 
and that diligetitly , but foavmonith vs 7 
what a fault it is fo condemne befoze 1 
we knowe, and fo beleeue what euer ll 
we heat? by and by? Likewife againe T6 
if an idelater were accnfed, and had but 
one wikttelſe againtt him, de migbt not eur. 17.8. 
be put to dealh vpon the tefftinonie of 
ö f 5 that 
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that one, but at the mouth of two or 
three witneſſes ſhall he that is worthie 
of death, die, ( (apth the Lawe) all to 
teach vs that we may not be light of be⸗ 
lefe, when we are whiſpered in the eare 
againſt a man, and by and by kill him 
in our heartes by ceaſing to thinke well 
of him any moꝛe vppon one repozters 
ſp&ch. Fo2 to robbe him of that credite 
in my heart, that bee had befoze with 
me, vnleſſe he deſerue it, is a bzanch of 
murther as hath befoze bene p2oucd, 
Againe as Salomon ſayth of anſwering 
a matter befoze a man heare it, that it 
is follie and a ſhame to him that doth it: 
ſo ſay we and thinke we of belening a 
matter befoꝛe we knowe it, fo2 it is as 
true. Js it not regeſtred of Puciphar 
Ioſephes maiſter to his blemiſh as long 
as euer the wozlde indureth, that he 
was fo credulous 2 Mas it not a blotte 
in Dauid, and ſo by Gods ſpeciall wile- 
dome left vnto vs to conſider of it, that 
he would beleeue ſo quickly a falſe flat 
tering Siba againſt his truſtie and moll 
true hearted ſeruant Mephibboſheth? 


But what ſhould J A” 
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Pay not euen euerie mans conſcience = 
tell him, that the fault is not litle, the WE 
diſcredife whereof God hath left vnto . N 
vs but in one example: J conclude ther⸗ f 
foze this matter of light beletting ſuch 1 
tales as vngodlilp and falſely are made 8 
vnto vs — the 1 — pf * and ex⸗ 1 

erienced Syrac in his boke. Blame no Syrac. 117. 
— ( caieth be) before thou haſt inqui- MOOT OY 
red the matter, vnderſtande firſt , and 
then reforme righieouſlie , giue no ſen- 
tence before thou halt heard the cauſe, 
neyther interrupt men in the middeſt of 
their tales.

Jn 
pꝛiuate offences to ſpeake anie thing

nitions he may be wonne, is a bꝛaunch 4 
and a bzeach of this commanndement. 4 
The Apoſtle Peter pzoueth it, when he 
ſayth thus, But aboue all thinges haue 
feruent loue among you.

Anſ. Eaſily may we gather one con- 
trarie by an other, foz who ſeth nok, 
that it all faiſehode be foꝛbidden in ge⸗ 
nerall, likewiſe all trueth by the ſams 
woꝛdes is commaunded ? As therefozs 
no wap weought to doe the fozmer , ſo 
byall meanes we ſhould maintaine the 
latter. And namely in the delinerte prou. 14.25. 
of ante doctrine, in place of iuſtice, Plalr5. 
and indgement, in contractes, cone- 
nantes, and bargans, in our lperches, 
in our actions, and euerie where 
and way is trueth to bee maintained 
and ſhowed of vs, Foz man is bo2ne o 
to trueth, and hy nature we haue fo ins a 
quire 
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quire atter it. Pan is bozne fo knowe 
God, to conũder the creatures, fo pꝛe⸗ 
ſerue the difference betwirt honeſtie, 
and diſhoneſtie, and what is this but 
trueth 2 Pan is beꝛne to learne and 
knowe ſuch artes, as Ood hath bꝛought 
into our pꝛactiſe, and euerie art ſeketh 
a trueth.

It is a notable place of Zacharie to ſhew 
bs the great liking which the Lozd hath 
of trueth, and howe he defireth it in all 
godly men and women euer. Foz theſe 
are the thinges that pe ſhall doe (ſayeth 
the Loꝛde) Speake yee euerie man inthe 
truth vnto his nei ghbour execute iudge- 
ment truely and vprightly in your gates, 
and let none of you imagine euill in your 
heartes againſt his neighbour „and loue 
no falſe othe, for all the ſe are the thinges 
that Ihate (ſaith the Loꝛde.) Zacha- 
ric 8.16. And ik we weigh with this a 


n and manie ſuch other * 
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that might be bꝛought p ſentences ofths 
godlie Fathers, euen thereby alſo may 
we gather greatly the ercellencte and 
precious account that all god men 
ſhould make of ſpeaking frueth, Foz if 
anie — 5 — x (ſayth — 
Auguſtine) Pils ſcandalum itti- . 
tur, quam veritas amittitur. Thal offence doctri. Chriſt | 
were better ſtill to be, than that to re- 
moue it anie loſſe ſhould be made ofthe 
trueth , And in an other place againe, 
To ſtrive or fight againſt a knowen truth 
paſſeth in euill euen idolatrie, not much 
differ ing heerein from the woozdes of 
Sytac. In no wiſe ſpeake againſt the 
worde of truth, but bee aſhamed of the 
lies of thine owne ignorance, Andmof 
excellently Hierome if you marke it: 
Tantus fit in te veritatis amor, vt quicquid Ad Celane. 
dixeris iuratumputes: That is, Cary euer 
ſuch a loue in thy ſoule of trueth, that 
whatſoeuer thou ſpeakeſt thou imagi- 
neſt thou ſweareſt it. And againe in an 
other plate. If a man foꝛ the feare of InErck. 
death be not licenced to concetle a truth 
that is aſked of him, howe ſhould it not 
bea farre greater impietie foz the bellie 
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oz batne hops of wozlolv honour to doe 
it. Whergfoze wee plaingly fie that if 
either God oz bis childzen caris anig 
credife with vs, great ſhould be our res 
garde of trueth , and no lefſe hartie and 


vnkained our hatred of falſehode. 
Qs. What then might that be which 


ſome philoſophers maintained rouching 
a general vncertaintie in all thinges, and 
that there is no trueth that can bee attay- 
ned vnto or knowen of vs? | 

Anſ. Their ſenſeleſſe follie is vberie 
well diſcouered by an other Philoſopher 
of an other ſect, firſt by examples, then 
by abſurditie, and laſtly by erperiences 
and pꝛadiſe. Foz ſaith he doe wee not 
knowe whether the ſnowe be white o: 
blacke, doe we not knowe whether the 
fire be hote oz colde, is it vncertaine 
whether the iſe will melt againſt the 
fire qʒ no? If then theſe and a thouſand 
thing es moe be aſſuredly knowen, what 
abſur de opinion and vnwosthie of lear- 
ned men might this be, that no certain 
trueth can be attained vnto 2 Secoudly 
ſaieth hee) if J were one of their (er- 


nantes, and my maller bad me * 
;him 
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him bꝛead J would fetch him a ſtone, if 
he called foz wine J would giue him 
water, and what elſe ſo euer be ſhould 
bid me doe, J would doe the contrarie. 
Then if he aſked me what J meant, J 
would anſwere howe ſhould J knowe 
that J bzought him a fone & not bzead, 
oꝛ ſo of any of the reſt which J named 2 
Oz howe knewe he himſelfe that J did 
not fulfill his commanundement, ſ&ing 
there is no truth, by their opinion, that 
je tan beknowen. Thus doth hemerily 
deride their follie by ſhewing what ab⸗ 
ſurditie followeth of it. Laſtly (ſapeth 
he) by their owne pꝛactiſe they confute 
themſelues. Fo2 when they are colde, 
they goe to the fire, and not to the was 
ter to warme them, and can they not 
tell which doth warme and which doth 
cole 2 Af they be dzie they take water, 
and pet can they not fell whether it 
quencheth thirſt oz no? Foliſh therfo:e 
and moſt abſurde is that opinion, wee 
1 no trueth. ae both by experi⸗ 
ence,by certaine pꝛinciples that nature 
hath ſet in vs, by oz der of a god conſe- nee 
quence, and by teſtimonis of Gods cer tuch by.

And then doe we rightly diſſem⸗ 
ble, lie, and erhibite a falſe teſfimonie , 
when as one thing is erpected at our 
handes, which alſo we ought to doe, and 
pet we perfozme a contrarie. Secondly 
J annſwere that if is the lawe of inſt 
war, iuſt J (ay againe and not w2ongs 
full, that if may be made either openly 
02 pꝛiuilp, by fozce oz by pollicie with 
agod conſcience.

Then ik pou will 
remember alſo what Euſebius wziteth 
of the accuſers of Narciſſus Biſhoppe of 
Hieruſalem: Howe th2e enill diſpoſed 
perſons that ſ&ing the ſoundnefſe and 
graue conſtancie of his vertuous life, 
and fearing their owne puniſhment (as 
Aconſcience that is guiltie, is alwayes 
fearefull) thought to pꝛeuent his accu 
ſations with a great othe , one wiſhing 
fo be deſtroyed with fire, if be (ayde not 
true, the other to bee conſumed with 
greuous ſickneſſe, the thirde to lol 


although baning bis conſcience cleart, 
vet not able being but one man to with 

ande the accuſation bounde with ſuc 
othes, gaue place, and removed himlſelfe 
from the. multitude into a ſolitarie dt 


ſert 
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ſert by himſelfe , where be continued by 
the ſpace of manie yeares. Jn p̊ meane 
time to them which ſo willingly and 
wickedly fozeſware' themſelnes this 
hapned, The firſt by caſualtie of one lis 
tle ſparke of fire , was bzent with all 
his gods and familie. The ſeconde was 
taken with a great ſickneſſe from the 
toppe to the toe, and deuoured with the 
ſame. The thirde hearing and ſeeing 
the puniſhment of the other confeſſed 
his fault, but thꝛough great repentance 
powꝛed out ſach teares, that he loſt both 
his eyes, And thus was their falſe per- 
iurie and Wwitneſſe bearing puniſhed. 
Narciſſus after long abſence returning 
home againe was by this meanes both 
cleared of his fact, and reſtozed to his 
biſhopzicke againe. An other god ſtoꝛie 
to this ende is that of king Canutus the 
Dane, who beeing eſtabliſhed in the 
kingdome, cauſed a parliament at Lon- 
don, where (amongeſt other thinges 
there debated) it was p2opounded vnto 
the Byſhoppes, Barons, and Lozdes of 
the parliament there pꝛeſent, whether 
that in the compoſition made betwirt 
Og 4 Ed- 
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Edmonde and Canutus anie ſpeciall re- 
mebzance was made foz the childzen oz 
bzethzen of Edmond foz anie partition 
of anie part of the land. Mhereunto the 
Enagltſh Lo2des falſely flattering with 
the king, e ſpeaking againſt their owne 
mindes ' as alſo againft their natine 
countrey, aunſwered and ſaide, nap: Al, 
firming moꝛeouer with an othe foꝛ the 
kinges pleaſure , that they to the vtter⸗ 
moſt of their powers would put off the 
bloud of Edmond in all that they might. 
By reaſon of which aunſwere and pꝛo⸗ 
mile, they thought (manie of them) to 
haue purchaſed with the king great fa- 
uour. But by the iuſt retribution of 
God it chaunced farre otherwiſe. Fo; 
manie of them, oz the moſt part, (ach 
ſpecially as Canutus did perceine to be 
ſwozne befoze time to Edmonde and his 
heires, and alſo conſidering that they 
were natiue Engliſh men, hee miſtru⸗ 
ted and diſdapned euer after. Inſo⸗ 
much that ſome he exiled, a great ſoꝛt 
be beheabed, and ſome by Gods puniſb⸗ 
ment dyed ſodainly. Se therefoze the 


heart and hande of the Loꝛde _ 
| alle 
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falſe witneſſe, any biſloꝛies are there 
to this ende. And manie experiences e⸗ 
ven nowe adaies of Gods iuſt plagues 

vpon this ſinne. But J will not runne 
ouer them nowe. Eaſtlie map they be 
turned fo in our owne Church ſtoꝛie. 
Onelp thefe-two J cannot omit. Firlt 
how Hamelton the Scot being bꝛought 
vnto his death by the falſe accuſation of 
a falſe Frier called Campbell, ohen her 
was in the ſire cited and ſummoned the 
ſapde Frier to appeare befoze the high 
God as generall iudge ot all men to an⸗ 
ſwere to the innocentie of his death, and 
whether his accuſation was iuſt oz not, 
betwixt that and a certaine day of the 
next moneth, which hee there named, 
and ere that day came the Frper dyed 
without any remozſe of conſcience, that 
be had perſecuted the innocent. And ſe- 
condly howe Calice men in the dayes of 
King Henrie the 8. being falſely accu- 
fed eſcaped ſafe from the danger cf ſuch 
witneſles, and they themſelnes (a inſt 
plague vppon their iniquitie) hanged, 
dawen, and quartered, ere they went 
home. Therefoze let bs euer tremble

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to pzouoke the Lozde by this ſinne, let

all, and ſhame to lie euen of the denill,

and deathes, ſtrange and fearefull of 
ſuch as haue made no conſcience by falſe 
witneſſe bearing to pollute their conſci⸗ 
ences ought mightilie to mane vs, and 
vere effecually to perſwade vs neuer 
to doe it.

It is euen the wiſedome we extoll in o⸗ 
thers and that we ſtriue continually to

Foꝛ the ſeconde which was tel⸗ 
ling of tales, we haue heard it befoze 
ſhewed, and our owne knowledge doth 
aſſure vs it is a bꝛanch of the bzeach of 
this commandement, which ſhall burne 
both bodie and ſoule in the fire of hell, 
And vet ſe, doe we feare if, oz flie it? A- 
las we knowe J am ſare of it, we haue 
bene to fo ſecure in this point, and our 
ſecurifie not ſ&ing and weighing the 
wickedneſſe of the vice hath ayned 
both heart and tongue hozriblie . Loke 
about the wozlde and viewe the gene⸗ 
rall courſe of all, Feareth any man fo 
diſcredite his neighbour pꝛiuilp, and to 
whiſper vpon heareſay o2 his owne i⸗ 
magination what tendeth to the ble- 
milh of his name whom he ſpeaketh of 
Feareth any woman when ſhe hath 
mette with her gollippe to tittle fattle, 
to the lander of an other, this thing and 
that thing, which yet hath nocertainty, 
and which full loth ſhe would haue ſayd 
of her ſelfe vpon like coniectures?

no we ſe to much the curſcd courſe of 


ia wleſſe tongues in euerie place, though 


the Lozde in mercie giueth ſome conſci⸗

ſinne, and rippe vp our guilt in this re⸗ 
Ipea. Why ſhould we bee ſo dull and 
without faling ? If it be a vertue thus 
to pꝛittle and pꝛattle of euerie bodie vn⸗ 
certaine tales, but moſt certaine diſcre- 
dites, then pꝛoue it ſo and bſe it: but it 
it bee a bꝛanch of falſe witneſſe that 
doth truly witneſſe gods w2ath to hang 
ouer vs foꝛ if, god Lo2de, ſhall wee ſtill 
be pollufed with it? Shall hell haue vs 
without anie helpe 2 Will not the dzead 
of dolefull day ſtrike ſuch a filthie fault 
into the waning, and by litle and litle 
tut quite the thꝛote of it, and make it 
blerde to death in vs? J hope the beit, 
and J wiſh the beſt, the Lozde in his 
mercie ſet a watch befoꝛe our mouthes, 
and keepe the doꝛe of our lippes foꝛ euer 
hereafter . Next commeth hearing and 
belceuing to be conſidered of faultes in 
neceſſitie alſo, if telling falſe tales hath 
befoze bene tuſily blamed. Foz there 
is nothing that ſo nurceth and nouriſh» 
eth vp a tale teller, as doth the credu- 
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of the hearer . And therefoze ik the one 
be a vice, the other certainelp is no ver⸗ 
tue. Nowe howe guiltie are we in this 
againe, howe ſtayned, howe blotted be⸗ 
foꝛe our blemiſhleſſe God, if he ſhoulde 
enter into iudgement with vs 2 Foz 
Chꝛiſt his ſake let vs weigh it, let vs 
viewe it, and euen earneſtly thinke of 
it, and fearing fo be damned, let vs 
feare foſl&epe ſoundly in the ſinne that 
leadeth to damnation. Me doe not diſ⸗ 
countenance the whiſpering carper, wee 
doe not eſchewe the repoztes of penith 

:atlers, but we itch to heare, and take 
pleaſure in hearing, what true charitie 
in our heartes fowardes our bzother 
ſhould make vs abhozre fo heare and 
weve to haue it true. And fo beleening 
marke and conſider, if you dwell a⸗ 
mongeſt neighbours, whether vou haue 
not greeuoullp offended towarde many 
ol them in this reſyect, How haue you 
ſuffered a falſe tongue to fire pour 
beartes with bele&efe of your neighbour, 


that could neuer yet bee extinguiſhed 


ſince you heard it, and pet you doe not 
knowe it? Alas is this charitie which 
Fu Yh 2 who 
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who ſo wanteth, wanteth God? Js this 
to lone thy neigbboꝛ as thy ſelfe:UWhen 
full ſoze if offendeth mee that any man 
ſhould credife a ſurmiſe of me, if it be 
not true? Oeies, O heartes, where is 
their ſight and feeling: What lone can 
my neighbour beare me, oz with what 
heart can a ſeruant ſerue me, when he 
ſeth whiſperers ſtill about me, and fin⸗ 
deth mp nature (0 credulous of them, as 
that all his faith and trueth, all his tra⸗ 
ueile and labour, all his affection and 
loue were it neuer ſo ſincere and vp⸗ 
right, and even flowing from the rotes 
of his heart and the verie bottome 
of his ſoule, pet is in hazard euerie 
houre of vniuſt condemnation, of bn- 
kinde regarde, and moſt vndeſerued 
rep2ofe 2 Truelp as J haue ſaide befoze, 
it is the verie tried cutthzote of all amy 
tie, friend ſhippe, oꝛ faithfull louing ſer⸗ 
uite to haue a liſtening eare, and a cre- 
dulous heart withont maruellous god 
diſcretion, And Jam moſt aſſured of 
it, there is no plague no2 infection gra 
nous in the woꝛlde comparable fo this 
poylon, in eſtranging, alienating , = 
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in the ende quite dꝛiuen awaie from me 
thoſe heartes, that were mine owne 
with bodie and all wozldly abilitie, in 
trueth, in honeſtie, in alleadgeance, in 
God in Chꝛiſt, and in all god meaning 
to the death. Who loneth fo2 gaine, and 
ſerueth foz hire, he is a lane fo the thing 
that he gapeth fo2, and to make vp his 
mouth he will carte ante thing: but to 
whome lone is gatne , and due regarde 
of his pwꝛe true heart an abundaunt 
rewarde , the deniall of it diſcourageth 
his meaning, grindeth his ſoule in ſun⸗ 
der, and raketh him vp in duff, by vn⸗ 
timely death, And therefoze ſince it of- 
fendeth God, hurteth our bzother, and 
verie greatly indamageth our ſelues,D 
that we would ſe it, confiver it, and as 
God by grace ſhall ttrengthen our fraile 
natures ſcoule vppon the ſpeech that 
pzactiſeth manies harme, and couenant 
with our heartes to knowe befoze wee 
credite : ſo would God blefſe vs, ma- 
nie repozt well of vs, and true heartes 
ofneighbour, friende, ſeruant, oꝛ who- 
ſoeuer neuer leaue vs. Paſſing then on 
in this examination further , wee may 
Dh 3 not 
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not foꝛgette the publiſhing of our bze⸗ 
thzens pꝛiuate offences, a diſpleaũng 
thing vnto the Lozde , and a greeuous 
bꝛeach of this commanndement , Me 
ſhould couer in charitie what no bodie 
knoweth but wee, if the partie will be 
refoꝛmed, euen as willingly and readily 
-AS euer we would our ſelues finde fa⸗ 
uour foꝛ our infirmities. But doe we it⸗ 
As my bꝛothers ſhame my griefe , is his 
credite deere bnto me as my life? Goe J 
backewarde with a cloke on mp backe 
to caſt vpon his offence, loth that either 
ethers o2 I my ſelfe ſhould ſee it, as god 
Sem and Iapheth did to their bared fa- 
ther in his dꝛunkenneſſe? o no, wee 
grinne and laugh rather with curſed 
Cham, and blabbe it out to others. 
God beloyed, let vs weigh our wantes, 
and neuer make our vices vertues. God 
aſketh but our confeſſion in griefe and 
ſoꝛowe, and he will heale vs. At is a 
bꝛanch and a bꝛeach of this commande⸗ 
ment, and therefoze no thing to be con- 
tinued in. But 3 dwell to long in this 
ſpeech vnto you, Pany things mo might 
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ſelues, and let my ſilence paſſe them. 
Thele fewe bewꝛape our want of pers 
fect obedience to the lawe, and ſo conſe- 
quently of ante life and ſafety by the 
wozkes of the ſame , And therefoze J 
hope we clearely perceive that without 
a Dauiour wee were but loſt, make 
what diſtinctions we can of obedience, 
of iuſtiſication, oz ſuch like. Faſt clea⸗ 
ueth to vs and cannot bee denied gree- 
nous guilt againſt both this la we and 
all the fozmer, and curſed is he which a⸗ 
bideth not in all to doe them (ſayth the 
Lozde) , He that is guiltie of one is guil- Peut. 27. 
tie of all; and by the workes of the lawe — 
can no fleſh liuing be juſtified. For the OR 
iuſt ſhall live by faith. Mee haue not 
done all, but wee haue broken much, 
and therefoze the concluſion lighteth vp⸗ 
on vs, and all the ſubtilties of all the 
wittes in the wozlde, can not remoue 
it from vs, ik the Lozde ſhould marke 
what we haue done amiſſe, but in this 
one lawe of his, and iudge vs thereunto 
and by, we are not able to abide it, we 
are caſt away. ETherefoze let vs flie 
from the lawes as falt as euer wee can, 
Dh 4 and 
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and take the right vſe of it thereby fo be 
led vnto Ch2iſt, and let this be our firme 
comfozt, that When the fulneſſe of time 
was come, God ſent foorth his ſonne 
made of a woman, and made ynder the 
lawe, thathe might redeeme vs from the 
curſe thereof, and ſo by him wee might 
receiue the adoption of fonnes which 
without him we could neuer attaine to. 
This is ſure, and this is contfo;tableto 
houlde by, and che Loꝛde increaſe this 
faith in vs euer. 7201

 » Thou ſhalt not-conet thy neighbors houſe, 
thou ſhalt not court thy nei wife, nor 
bi, ccc. Wherein(fayth your booke) the 
Lorde plainely forbid eth all inwarde 


defire of anie thing vnlawfull to be done 
although we neuer conſent vnto it, as 
the rebellion of the fleſh , all corruption 
of the olde man, all blotte of original! 
ſinne, ſo that by this commaundement 
moſt clearely wee may ſee the image of 


that 
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that man that pleaſeth God 5 euen ſuch 
an one in whom nothing is impure ney- 
ther in will nor nature. 


Queſtion. 
Et playner I pray you, if 


you can ſet downe the dif- 
ference of this commaun- 
dement from the other, for 
s Thaue heard, ſome haue 
halfe thought it ſupeifluous , ſeeing as 
the former did alſo forbid the inwarde 
thought aſwell as the outwarde act. 

Ani, It is as plaine as may be alrea- 
die, pet to content pon thus oner a- 
gaine. The fozmer commaundementes 
did fozbid the act and the ſetled oz con⸗ 
ſenting thought of the heart, though the 
derde were not done, as fo2 example , 
the pꝛecept of killing fozbiddeth the 
derde, and with all, once to thinke in 
heart to doe ſuch a derde, with a reſolu⸗ 
tion verily to accompliſh it if can. But 
nowe this commaundement commeth 
nerer, and tondemneth not onely that 
thought that is ſetled, and lacketh but 
Yb 5 opoꝛ⸗ 
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opoztunitie to dos the dede, but euen 
the verie thinking alſo of any thing con- 
trarie fo the lone of God, oz my neigh- 
bour, though J doe neuer conſent to it, 
but ſnubbe it, millike it, and retec it. 
Foz euen 5 hauing of an euill thought 
in my minde is afruite of my cozrupti- 
on, ſuch as in innocencie if we had ſtod 
we ſhould neuer haue had, and there- 
foze naught. So there are twodegres 
of thoughtes, the one with conſent to 
accompliſh in deede what we doc thinke, 
if we can, and the other without con- 
ſent repulled away when wee awake 
and ſeat. The fozmer in the fozmer 
commaundementes was foꝛbidden, and 
the latter in this. A ſtrange doarine in 
chewe no doubt to manie "that thinke 
this their thought is free. But we mull 
not maruell, ſince euen the Apoſtle Paul 
himſelfe would neuer haue ſuſpecteda- 
nie danger in concupiſcente, luſtes, and 
deſires, if the lawe had not ſaide, Thou 
ſhalt not luſt or deſire... Map it appea⸗ 


reth veris plainely in that place (ſaietb 


a godly man) that he thought marue- 
lous well of himlelle befoze began ls fo 
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this commandement, Me toke himſelfe 
befoze to be lining, and in god liking 
towardes God and godlineſſe, but when 
he bad loked vpon this lawe and beheld 
himſelfe a while in this part of the glaſſe 
he ſawe himſelfe platnely to be no bodie, 
but a dead man ſould vnto finne, And 
therefo:e a thouſande times ne&defull, 
that the Loꝛde ſhould adde this lawe to 
all the reſt, to humble vs fh2onghly, ſer⸗ 
ing ſo ſingular a man was not fully caſt 
downe befoze he had wzeſtled with the 
iuſtice of God in the ſame. Let vs there- 
foze thinke of this thing that ſemeth ſo 
litle in our eyes, Fo2 wee heare what 
the Apoſtle ſayeth, it is inne to deſire, Rom. 7. 
and we map iopne vnto it the woꝛdes of 
the Lo2de himſeife affirming plainelp, 
that the verie imagination of mans 
heart is euill even from his pouth. God Gen. 8.21. 
bath made the heart aſwell as the bodie, 
toſeeke his gloꝛie, aud therefoze god 
reaſon the cogitations of the hart ſhould 
no moze (irate from their true end, than 
the actions of the bodie. Neither may 
dur retecion of ſuch thoughtes in the 
ende, and not conſenting vnto them to 
hp accom⸗ 
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accompliſh them in att, bleare our eyes 
- with an imagination, that we bane not 
offended in them, in noing ſo farre as 
we went. Foz it is a blemiſh, a want, 
an impietie, anda degree of vnchaſtitie 


in a woman fo ſuffer the cogitation of 
anie foꝛen friende beide her_huſbande 


t o fickle her wi th conceite vniawefull, 

though in the ende ſhe repulſe it, and ab⸗ 
hozre to accompliſh it, and howe can it 
then befaultleſſe in theſe bearts of ours 
the ſpouſe of the Lozde to dallie with 
ſuch delightes, and to purſue in minde, 
by thinking of them, the pleaſures that 
ſuch conceites doe pleade befoze vs, 
though in the concluſion we gine the de⸗ 
niall and doe not conſent. O it is a grea⸗ 
ter matter to lone the Lozde with all 
the heart, than that it may abide anie 
light licentious wandꝛing kr the ſame 
.foz ante time. Foz they are oppoſed to 
loue the Lo2de euer, and to thinke euill 
at anie time: to loue the Loꝛde with all 
my heart, and to thinke nowe and then 
of vaine follies oz flat impieties with 
my heart. And if it be a certaine trueth 
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that if we had ſtode in our innocencie 
firme and immoueable, we ſhould neuer 
haue conceiued in our time anp euill 
thought at all, oz vaine oz foliſh con- 
ceifefoz anie moment oz point of ſpace, 
but ſhould euer haue beene able to haue 
iuſtiſied our thoughts befoze God what⸗ 
ſoeuer they were as agreing with the 
lone of him, and our bzother , then is 
this tickling delight, that now and then | 
will take vs and poſſeſſe vs fo2 a time to \A 
intop our neighbours houſe, his wife, b 
his childe, bis man, maide, oꝛ any thing | 
| 


that he hath, otherwiſe than we ſhould, 
wicked, vile, and againſt that rule of 
right, wherein wee were created, and 
whereto our regeneration daily fen- 
deth if we be the Lo2des. And therefoze 
let this argument conuict vs, and this 
conſideration euer aſſure our ſoules 
within, that it is vnlawefull foz the 
childe of G O D once to conceiue an ill 
thought, although we neuer conſent vn⸗ 
to it. And conſequentlp let it ſtir vs vp 
topzay with Dauid againſt our cozrups Plal.51. 
tion, that the Lo2de in mercie woulde 
bouchſafe to make vs cleane hearts ** 
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fo renewe a right ſpirite within vs e⸗ 
uermoze. Let it be ſtill the pzopertie of 
8 popiſh ſpirite to extenuate ſinne, and 
exalt fleſh and bloud and coꝛruption as 
boue truth and right , ſaying, concupt- 
ſcence is no ſinne, but onely bzingeth 
fo:th ſinne after it hath conceiued. But 
tet the childe of God ſchwled vp in the 
trueth of the Goſpel , pꝛeſſe fleſh + blond 
and his coꝛrupt nature, ſo farre as gods 
woꝛde and la we pꝛeſleth it, and let him 
knowe that firſt verie concupiſcente in 
it ſelfe is a damnable degree of vice, pet 
not the higheſt degree, but vpon the con⸗ 
ception thereof followeth actuall accom 
pliſhment of wickevneſſe befoze, but 
thought in hearf,an higher and further 
ſteppe of euill in vs, which is the mea- 
ning of lames. Foz if concupiſcence 
were not euill, then muſt it needes be 
either god oz indifferent. But neither 
of theſe it can be, and therfoꝛe if is euill. 
God it is not, foꝛ the whole 7 Chapter 
to the Romans den peth it. And S. Auſten 
p:etily againſt Iulian gathering vpon 
his woꝛdes that concupiſcence remap⸗ 


ned in the that are regencrated though 
no 
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not the guilt of it, that therefoꝛe it was 
god, anſwereth, S hoc ſentirem, non dice- 
rem eam malam eſſe, ſed fuiſſe. Nos autem Lib. . cap. 6. 
malam cam dicimis, & manere tamen in 
bapti x atis. That is, If Ihad thought fo 
(ro wit that it was good) then would not 
I haue ſaide it is euill, but it was euill. 
But we ſay it is euill, and yet remaineth 
in them that haue beene baptized. And 
when lulian goeth on and vꝛgeth his aſs 
ſertion that nenerthelefſe the guilt was 
taken away, yea (ſapth he) Reatus quo 


hominem reum facit, non quo ipſa rea eff, 
vt homicidy reatus tollit ur in aliquo, non ta- 
men ideo bonum et. That is, That guilt 
is taken away where with ſhee ſtayneth 
man, not where with it is Gayned it 
ſelfe in it ſelte. As the guilt and the de- 
ſert of murther a man may bee quit of, 
and freed from, and yet not the wicked- 
neſſe it ſelfe in it nature changed for that 
cauſe , but remaineth euer (till. Gd 
therefoze you ſ& concupiſcence is not. 
And indifferent if is not. Foz the Apo⸗ 
ſtle flatly giueth it an harder name, ſap⸗ 
ing, That when he would haue doone Rom . 21. 
good, hee was ſo yoked, that euill was 


preſent with him. Jf the ſpirite of God 


Rom. 7. 25. 
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call it euill, beware we pꝛeſume not to 
call it indifferent, and beware moze 
bowe wee play with the pleaſure of it, 
and take delight to doe it. Againe what 
concluſion caric all thoſe exhoztations 
fo crucifie, Crucifie the olde man with 
all his luſts, and that percing plaint of an 
Apoſtles mouth, O wretched man that 
Jam, who ſhall deliver me from this bo- 
die of death? I knowe, I knowe that in 
me that isin my fleſh dwellech no good, 
A ſay what concluſion carie they all, but 
this, that concupilcence is neither god 
no2 indifferent but flatly euill:

the lawe of the ſpirite of life which is in 
Chriſt Ieſus hath freed me from the lawe 
of ſinne and of death.

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condemnation due to concupiſcence and 
coꝛruption ingrafted and growning in 
vs. 

Que. But is then all deſire and affecti- 
on andall coueting ynlawefull by this 
commaundementꝰ 

Anſ. Noindeede, foz God hath crea- 
fed affections and deſires in men as 
mirth, iop, hunger, thirſt, 4c. and they 
ſhould haue beene in man though he had 
neuer fallen , they ſhould haue loued 
their thildꝛen, their parentes, e friendes 
euen ſtanding and abiding in innocen- 
tie, and therefoꝛe thefe thinges are not 
euill. Nay the want of them maketh a 
monſtrous abſurditie in nature, and 
therefoꝛe not to be maintained. The in⸗ 
ſtrumentes of affections, and delight, 
and doloz, created by the Lo2de, pzoue 
them allowed, the law of God comman- 
deth them, and repzwueth their want, 
Chziſt our ſauiour vntouched by ſinne 
ſhewed them in great meaſure, they are 
ſpurres, and pꝛickes vnto vertne in vs, 
and therefoꝛe allowed. Beides num⸗

What elſe doe you obſerue in 
the commandement. 

Anſ. J doe duely weigh the particu⸗ 
lars that God reſtrayneth our coueting 
it, and J le them to ber ſuch as moſt 
commonly, and moſt without checke, 
me inffer themſelucs to be caried awap 
withall . As the houſe of my neighbour 
that is his inheritance, landes, and poſ- 
ſeſſions, which we ſo areedily often be⸗ 
holde and marke, wiſhing and willing 
them karre otherwiſe than a Chꝛiſtian 
beart ſhould, Me can flatter our ſelfe 
with our offering of money fo them, 
not remembꝛing that ſo did Achab foz 
Naboths vineyard, and pet grieuouſly 
offended. Dur neighbours wile 02 an 
other wtuzs huſbande,God knowes the 
ſinfull thoughtes they cauſe within vs, 
Foz coueting the child again parentes 
liking , and intiſing away the ſeruant 
of an other againſt their god, they bx 


thinges wherein kewe of our heartes 
haue any fœling. And fo2 their cattell, 
with ſuch iinnefvll cies we loke vpon 
them, that we euer thinke our neigh⸗ 
bours ballocke bath a fairer _ 

an 
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than our owne hath, as the Poet ſpea- 
keth:and therfoze, wiſely in the naming 
of theſe particulars hath the Lozde 
taught vs wherein commonly our 
thoughtes offende, and what moſt care- 
fully we are to take herde of. Alſo J fur⸗ 
ther conſider the marnellous care and 
ſtrict regard, that euerie Chꝛiſtian man 
and woman onght to haue of their ſen - 
ſes, ſeeing all euillthoughtes are fozbids 
den, Foz it is the eie and the care, that 
ſendeth in ſinne in ſtoze in to our hearts, 
and neuer ſhall we haue the one refoz⸗ 
med vnleſſe there be a ſtable couenaunt 
made with the other. The heart will 
conceiue wickedlp if the eyes frely be⸗ 
houlde vanities. But checke the one and 
pe [tap the other maruelouſiy. And no 
moꝛe quench vou the fire by withdꝛaw⸗ 
ing the wood, than aſſuredlp you ſtate 
the courſe of wicked conceites, when 
you watch and warde well ouer your

ue. Butl pray vou what {hall wee 
thinke of ee ſceme to be 
ſinnefull and we cannot amende them?

Anti. If thus wee ſee all wandzing 
wayes from vpꝛight integritie be they 
but euen in thought, end that alſo in 
the leaſt degree without any conſent, te 
be by this lawe condemned as impure, 
what ſhould we ſee on the contrarie part 
to be commanded , but euen a full, per- 
fect, and abſolute confo2mitie , both of 
minde, will, appetite, and whatſoeuer

O Loꝛde let not my much cate him out 
of his litle vngodlily, let not my power 
oppꝛeſſe his weakeneſſe and lo fo:th, 
and then falke with the infozmer, bee it 
either a man, 02 mine-owne gredie eie, 
that hath ſpied it, and ſer whether what 
Imapget, Imap well gette, and well 
take into my hands, ſo as J may not be 
ſtinged foz if an other day befoze my 
God, noz extlamed vpon iuſtly in the 
wozlde. This doeth pour owne conſci⸗ 
ence 
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ence fell you, you ſhould doe, and the o⸗ 
ther you ſhould not doe, pet the other 
haue you done, and this haue you not 
done, and are you not guiltie? God be- 
loned goe with me in this trpall of our 
ſelues, and let vs (ce ſinne to bee ſinne. 
The loking eye, and the luſting heart 
further after our neighbours wife, than 
they ſhould, would God they accuſed vs 
not. Mhat ſhould J ſay of his ſeruant 
man 92 maide: Yon knowe it aſwell as 
my ſelfe, there is almoſt no conſcience 
any where ſhcwed in this behalfe, no 
feare of God, no loue of man, but onelp 
of our ſelues. Foz ik wee like an other 
mans ſeruant, fo2 any qualitie that we 
deſire to be ſerued withall, what intiſe⸗ 
mentes, what allurementes dare we 
vſe to dꝛawe him to vs: What offers 
make we, wha: pꝛactiſes deniſe we, fill 
we haue them 2 Yet (ſapth this Lawe) 
Thou {halt not couet thy neighbours 
ſeruant, man, or maide, And that is as 
nowe we knowe, net once thinke ok it, 
although J conſent nat ta it. The like 
is ſaide of his ore, his aſſe, oz any thing 
that is bis. And vet wa ler the wozlde, 
euer 
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euer in our eye, Vicinum pecus grandlius 
v bor habet: Our neighbours ko we doeth 
giue more milke than ours. Mis hozſe 
we muſt haue there is no remedie, his 
hawke, his hounde, his pleaſure oz pꝛo⸗
